Due to the pressure of business 
during the holidays, it was impossible 
for our traffic committee to call upon 
you for the purpose of discussing the 
pending ordinance which, if passed, 
will rescind the present parking me- 
ter ordinance. 


Last Spring the City Commission 
unanimously voted in favor of instal- 
ling parking meters, in our crowded 
downtown area, for a trial period of 
six months. The purpose of this or- 
dinance was to drive the all day park- 
ing hog off the streets into garages 
and parking lots where he belongs. 


We know of nothing which has 
changed the condition cf curb-stone 
congestion which existed then and 


which, every one agreed was, and 
still is, an unhealthy condition, driv- 
ing a great amount of much needed 
trade away from our lange stores and 
institutions. 


We did strenuously oppose the in- 
stallation of a certain parking meter 
whose only claim to fame was its 
cheapness. (For this you should 
thank us, as we saved you from at 
least one big headache). Subsequent 
events substantiated our claim that 
this company and its cheap meter 
could not do the job we were looking 
for in Newark. The company is now 
out of existence. 


In return for our disinterested 
help we now ask you to withdraw this 
rescinding ordinance and sit down 
around the table with our traffic 
committee for the purpose of diseus- 
sing the installation of some parking 
meter in Newark within the near fu- 
ture.

Mr. Fred Harries, Secretary of the 
Broad Street Association requested 
that the ordinance be laid over until 
his Asscciation had time to further 
discuss the matter with Director Duf- 
ry. 


Commissioner Duffy stated the 
Traffic Advisory Committee, repre- 
senting the Safety Council, Labor and 
all civic organizations, including the 
City Editors of all newspapers, while 
they have not made any recommenda- 
tion, he knew that a majority of them 
are opposed to the installation of 
parking meters in Newark. 


Mr. A King Braelow, representing 
a group of Market Street Merchants, 
quoted from a news item appearing 
in the Newark Evening News on No- 
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vember 1, 1938, to the effect that Mr. 
Fred Rosland, Secretary of the New- 
ark Traffic Advisory Committee was 
in favor of abandonment of the or- 
dinance for the installation of meters 
and read a petition signed by twenty- 
one Market Street Merchants disap- 
proving the installation of parking 
meters in the City'of Newark. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is not going 
to serve any purpose to have an or- 
dinance on the books allowing the in- 
stallation of meters unless you are 


firmly convinced that we ought to 


have the meters. There cannot ba 
any serious objection to rescinding 
an ordinance that has no effect or 
purpose. If the Broad Street Asso- 
ciation is prepared to make a recom- 
mendation to the City Commission tc 
install meters and experiment with 
them for a period of six months, l 
could understand why they should ob- 
ject to rescinding that ordinance. 
But if, on the other hand the Broad 
Street Association is not recommend- 
ing the installation of parking meters 
now for experimental purposes, there 
cannot be any serious objection to 
rescinding: it.

On May 20, 1938, Wil- 
liam A. Smith, Circuit Court Judge, 
held that the statute is not applic- 
able to a refund of taxes due under a 
judgment of the County or State Tax 
Board, and consequenly the Francis 
Realty Co. was entitled to a refund of 
the above stated amount of Hight 
hundred twenty-three dollars and 
twenty cents ($828.20). Judgment was 
had for that amount, plus costs of 
sixty-six dollars and thirteen cents 
($66.18). (A copy of the determina- 
tion of the Court is attached hereto 
and made part hereof. ‘The Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company, who 
acquired ownership to the property, 
paid the taxes for the year 1936,

Mr. Wagner: No. 99 Walnut Street 
is a smaller piece, much smaller. 


Mayor Ellenstein: In square feet? 
It doesn’t appear on this blueprint. 


Mr. Wagner: In my estimation it 
is.

Mr. Edward Fenias: You are right 
in your view; there is a large num- 
ber of square feet on the present oc- 
cupied premises.

Be advised that paragraph 12 of 
the lease executed on the 14th day of 
July between the City of Newark and 
the Peejay Corporation prohibits the 
assignment of the said lease or the 
underletting of the premises or any 
part thereof without first obtaining 
the written consent of the Ciy. 


It is necessary therefore for the 
City of Newark to consent to the pro- 
posed sub-letting in accordance with 


the provisions of paragraph 12, be- 
fore the Peejay Corporation may sub- 
let any portion of the leased premises. 


The City Commission should not be 
a party in the assistance of tax eva- 
sion where tax evasion solely is 
‘sought by the applicant or lessee. 


The facts set forth in your letter 
leads me to the opinion that the sav- 
ings in the payment of Unemploy- 
ment and Social Security taxes will 
be incidental to the sub-letting. This 
fact does not necessarily carry with 
it a moral obligation on the part of 
‘the City to deny the request for per- 
mission to sub-let. 


The City may, therefore, legally 
and morally grant the request for 
permission to sub-let a portion of the 
leased premises.

To finance said purpose, 
bonds of said City of an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding $500,- 
000.00 to be designated “Public Im- 
provement Bonds,” are hereby author- 
ized to be issued pursuant to said 
Local Bond Law. Said bonds shall 
bear interest at a rate which shall 
not exceed six per centum (6%) per 
annum. All matters with respect to 
said bonds not determined by this or- 
dinance shall be determined by resolu- 
tions to be hereafter adopted. 


Section 5. To finance said purpose, 
Bond Anticipation Notes of said City 
of an aggregate principal amount 
not exceeding $500,000.00 are hereby 
authorized to be issued in anticipa- 
tion of the issuance of said bonds, 
pursuant to said Local Bond Law.

Commissioner Murphy: I would like 
to say, on that resolution, Commis- 
sioner Byrne, that when the $750,000 
is paid by the City of Newark they 
will fix up our relief claims. The 


rest of the municipalities are getting 
part of the relief for the first few 
months from Mr. Mudd, but he will 
not recommend reimbursement to 
Newark until such time as the actual 
money is on hand, and, of course, that 
is hard to say. And that will reim- 
burse the vendors that are carrying 
a lot of vouchers. 


Mayor Ellenstein: This $750,000

Further Recommendation with Refer- 
ence to Law Department Budget. 


Gentlemen :-— 


With reference to the $8,000 item 
mentioned in the budget and in the 
recommended changes sent to each of 
the Commissioners, I suggest the 
placing of this item in the budget of 
the Department of Revenue and Fin- 
ance, where it properly belongs. In 
my former recommended changes, I 
said that I. had no objection to the 
amount being included in my budget 
instead of Director Murphy’s if he 


persisted ın his point of view con- 
cerning the same. 


However, since the Law Depart- 
ment budget is now in the Budget of 
the Department of Public Works, the 
rights of the Director of that Depart- 
ment must be considered. He feels, 
and justly so, that his budget has 
been boosted out of proportion by 
items over which he has no control, 
such as relief, and may other items, 
and for this reason, despite reduc- 
tions in his own divisions his budget 
is of necessity higher. He does not 
believe that there should be in his 
budget an item which belongs in the 
budget of another department, and 
this is cne instance of same. 


Another matter that has been call- 
ed to my attention is that the $7,500 
item usvally placed in City Sundries 
to take care of legislative expense 
has not been placed in that budget 
this year by the Director of the De- 
partment of Revenue and Finance, 
and that be cause of the passage of 
an ordinance placing the legislative 
agent and legislative work in the 
Law Department, he believe that this 
should be covered by the Law Depart- 
ment budget. It has not in the past 
been so covered, but if the Board of 
Commissioners determine it should be 
in the Law Department budget rather 
than in City Sundries, provision can 
be made by including the same in the 
amount provided for contractual hire 
along with those moneys provided for 
foreclosure of tax liens. This will 
mean that instead of my reducing 
that amount from $35,000 to $17,500, 
that amount will have to be left at 
$25,000, but will then include this 
item.

Mr. Paul J. Urban, 31 Central! Ave- 
nue: This, gentlemen, is an applica- 
tion for the enlargement of a gaso- 
line station at Poineer Street and 
Pennsylvania Avenue, and I repre- 
sent the Gasoline Retailers’ Associa-. 
tion in this territory and we are op-- 
posed to it. 


The size of this station is approx-- 
imately 40 by 60 feet, and, believe it. 
or not, gentlemen, this gasoline sta- 
tion pumps more gasoline than any 
other gas station in the State of New 
Jersey to our knowledge. 


Mayor Ellenstein: They have a sta- 
tion there at the present time? 


Mr. Urban: They have their station 
there at the present time, yes, sir. 
And our opposition to this station is 
primarily— 

Mayor Ellenstein: He is now on 
the corner? 


Mr. Rankin: They have now 31°. 
feet and they are adding 17.. 


Mayor Ellenstein; 17 adjoining the ; 
corner ? 


Mr. Urban: That is right. We are: 


opposed to the granting of this gas 
station because of the unfair meth- 
-ods thay are being used in marketing 
gasoline at this location and because 
these unfair methods are definitely 
-affecting all of the gasoline dealers 
not only in Newark and Essex Coun- 
ty, but in Northern New Jersey. 


This station is setting a price on 
unbranded gasoline in this area and 
the price is so low that the gasoline 
dealers cannot survive and exist in 
that location. Within an area of less 
than one mile, gentlemen, there are 
thirty-three gasoline stations: On 
Elizabeth Avenue there are 16, on 
South Broad Street in the immediate 
vicinity are 4, on Frelinghuysen Ave- 
nue. 13. The 16 gasoline stations on 
Elizabeth Avenue are assesed at 
#466,000, or an average assessment of 
zbout $28,000 per station. This par- 
ticular station on which the applica- 
tion is being made is assessed ai 
$4,100, and only last year they re- 
ceived a reduction from the County 
Board on an appeal of $700. 


On South Broad Street the four 
stations are assessed at $103,000, or 
an average assessment of $25,000. 
Yet this little station on this little 
lot is pumping more gasoline than 
anyone of those stations—practically 
they do as much in one day as the 
average station does in one month. 


On Frelinghuysen Avenue, of which 
this is a continuation, there are 13 
gasoline stations in close proximity, 
‘whose assessment is $255,500 or an 
-average assessment of $20,000 per 
. station. 


In other words, gentlemen, within 
a mile are stations that represent an 
assessment of $824,000 on land and 
buildings, not taking into considera- 
tion the assessment on the personal- 
tty and the pumps and other assess- 
ments that are levied by the City. 


By granting an extension for the 
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enlargement of this station you are 
definitely undermining the ability of 
these other stations to be able to 
meet their taxes and obligations, be- 
cause their business is gradually 
seeping into the station with this 
10.9 price and under these unfair 
conditions that have been establish- 
ed there. Our problem has been pub- 
licized in the papers for several 
months and years, and we believe 
that this unfair method of competi- 
tion should be corrected, where pos- 
sible, by the properly and legally con- 
stituted suthorities. 


We went to the State Legislature 
and we were able to get a measure 
of relef from them because we be- 
lieved that our cause was justified, 
and as reasonable men we want to 
live with everybody. We now come 
to you because we believe again that 
our cause is definitely justified and we 
would like to have relief from you 
for the benefit of these taxpayers 
who are now paying their taxes and 
meeting their obligations; and whose 
ability to meet their obligations is be- 
ing destroyed by a small hole-in-the- 
wall lncation which does this tre- 
mendous business. 


We say to you that this station at 
the present time is a health hazard 
because there is a continuous issuing 
of fumes by the constant pumping of 
gasoline, the pumping of gasoline in- 
to tanks. Where a station does as 
much business as this station does 
they must have eight or ten deliver- 
ies daily in order to keep them sup- 
plied. The hundreds of cars that ac- 
cumulate in that area cause vapors 
and fumes and are definitely a fire 
hazard, because those of us in the 
business know that gasoline will not 
burn but the vapor can cause an ex- 
plosion and a fire. 


It is definitely causing a traffic 
conges:ion in that area and is without 
any question a traffic hazard at that 
jocation with the hundreds of cars 
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that pull in and lime up on Poimer 
Street and Pennsylvania Avenue. We 
therefore believe, gentlemen, that you 
will agree with us that to grant this 
permit at this time would be unfair 
under the circumstances we have ex- 
plained to you. The dealers in New- 
ark had a meeting on this question 
and sent this committee down to see 
you and explain the facts to you, be- 
lieving that having the facts before 
you you will go along with us and re- 
ject this application. Thank you. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is (hat all of 
the objectors? 


Mr. Urban: These others that you 
see here, if you wish to hear from 
any of the others they can reiterate 
anything I have said. Mr. Giten (?) 
is counsel for the application and 
these other gentlemen are our com- 
mittee, the vice-president, treasurer 
and other members of our association 
for the purpose of objecting. If you 
would like to hear from any of them 
further would be very glad to have 
them speak. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Are there any 
property owners in the vicinity? 


Mr. Benjamin Richter: I am. 
Mr. Urban: No. You are wrong. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The arguments 
you recite may be good moral argu- 
ments, but upon that basis I do not 
think the City Commission has any 
right to turn it down upon a moral 
basis. 


Mr. Urban: We are not pleading 
to you on a moral basis. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Just a moment. 
The argument you advance that it is 
detrimental to health because of the 
fact of the number of vehicles that 
go in there and it is a traffic hazard, 
that, if course, deals with the legal 
aspect. As a traffic hazard, as to be- 
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mmg detrimental to the health of those 
in the vicinity. But to deprive a 
person of the opportunity of using 
property because it is based on the 
fact that he creates unfair competi- ` 
tion, unfortunately — I say unfor- 
tunately, is not within the province of 
of the Commission and it would not 
avail the City Commission or any- 
one else if the application were turn- 
ed down upon moral grounds. And 
that is the reason I asked you if 
there were adjoining property own- 
ers or anybody to corroborate you as 
to the increased traffic hazard by 
reason of the extension of this gaso- 
line station. 


Mr. Urban: I believe there were 
objectors at the zoning board meet- 
ing. 


Mayor Ellerstein: Were there any 
ebjections from property owners? 


Mr. Rankin: There were three or 
four property owners at the hearing, 
ves, sir. The owners of 183 Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue, 185%, 173. And 1733 
wrote a letter. The man immediate- 
ly next door objected because when 
they tore down the building they 
damaged his cornices and they agreed 
to fix them. This owner on this cor- 
ner, 183 that is the one next door. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Are those ali 
dwellings on that side of the street? 


Mr. Urban: Yes, sir, they are. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Are they one or 
two-family houses? 


Mr. Urban: One-family houses. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Pennsylvania 
Avenue is a busy thoroughfare? 


Mr. Urban: No, sir, it is a side 
street. The busy thoroughfare is 
Poinier Street. 

That is the 


Mayor Ellenstein: 


street that forms a jog with High 
Street ? 

Mr. Urban: No, it forms a jog 
with South Broad Street right across 
from the Lehigh Valley Railroad. 


Mr. Richter: I am in that vicinity 
on Peddie Street and I pump no 
where near the amount of gas this 
gentleman is pumping. They had to 
have a cop up there to stop the traf- 
fic, so I do know it is hazardous. 


Mr. Irwin Goldfiinger: I think the 
main question in this application is 
the question of the traffic hazard. We 
have the station there at the present 
time, and if there is a traffic hazard 
it is going to continue as it is. 


Now, we propose to take the addi: 
tional tot and build our station over 
that entire lot, the additional 17 or 
18 feet, so as to be able to remove 
cars from the street so that they can 
pull into the station. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do cars back up 
in the street? 


Mr. Urban: They do. 


Mr. Goldfinger: Sometimes there 
will be one or two cars waiting to 
pull in because this is a narrow sta- 
tion, only 3 feet. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you propose 
to have extra pumps? 


Mr. Goldfiinger: J think there is 
going tc be one extra pump put away 
over the other side so cars can pull 
into the station. There is a building 
on it at present that is going to be 
demolished—there is a building on 
the gas station itself. The office is 
going to be moved all the way back 
so as to allow these cars to move 
into the station instead of parking on 
the sidewalk where they occasionally 
have te park now before they get ser- 
vice. 


As far as gas fumes are concerned, 
that would continue anyway because 
the applicant is there at the present 
time running a station and it will not 
make any difference. However, I 
think, if we are able to bring cars 
into the station it: will not only re- 
lieve corgestion, bit relieve the ques- 
tion of the pumps continually going, 
bringing out those; fumes in the way 
that they do, 


I vhink that the main argument 
they have in opposition to this ap- 
plication is the fact that they are 
more or less jealous that we are do- 
ing a better business than a lot of 
other gasoline stations in the neigh- 
borhood. And I might call to your at- 
tention— 


Mayor Hllenstein. Why do you do 
more business ? 


Mr. Goldfinger: 
thing— 


Well, for one 


Mr. Urban; He has the lowest price 
in New Jersey. 


Mr. Goldfinger: I wouldn’t say the 
lowest price in New Jersey; I don’t 
know. 
the lowest 


Mr. Urban: He has 


price in New Jersey. 


M. Goldfinger: There are other 
stations up and down Frelinghuysen 
Avenue that have cut rate gas. We 
are not the only one that is cutting 
the as, We have a gas we sell un- 
der our own name and we have a 
price that is comparable with some of 
the other stations. on Frelinghuysen 
Avenue and this vicinity. 


There was a recent case decided 
by the Supreme Court about two or 
three months ago which decided this 
very question. It was an application 
made in Jersey City for a permit for 
a super market, and the Board of Ad- 


justment in Jersey City granted the 
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application, And when it came be- 
fore the City Commission they tarn- 
ed it down on the ground it might 
create a monopoly. It was taken up 
to the Supreme Court and the Su- 
preme Court held in that case it made 
no difference whether there was 4 
monopoly or not, they could not in- 
terfere with property rights. 


Mayor Ellenstein: These people 
claim it would create a traffic haz- 
ard. 


Mr. Goldfiinger; That is not their 
argument. Their argument is we are 
doing more business than they are 
and selling under their price. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is right, 
the main portion of the argument 
was directed to that. And, as I ex- 
plained to the speaker there isn’t any 
power the City Commission has 
where it could possibly be denied on 
those grounds. It may be good moral 
grounds, and in my opinion it is good 


` there is a traffic hazard there. 


moral grounds, but I cannot decide 


the case on those grounds because J 
have no legal authority to do it. But 
they have raised the question, too, 
about it being a traffic hazard, and 
as well raised the question of the 
fumes because of this fact, that a 
large amount of business is detri- 
mental to the health of those in the 
vicinity. 


Mr. Goldfinger: Now, they are not 
coming in here as adjoining property 
owners, they are coming in here as 
owners of gasoline stations in New- 
ark claiming the fumes are going to 
hurt people. 

t 

Mayor Ellenstein: Any citizen can 
come in here and object to any 
change in zoning. The law provides 
that those within a radius of 200 feet 
should receive five days notice in ad- 
vance and all objectors should be 
heard, but that does not preclude 
anyone who is a resident of the City 
of Newark from coming in here and 
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objecting. You might give greater 
weight to an objector in the imme- 
diate vicinity because he is most af- 
fected, that is true; but still, any 
resident in the City of Newark can 
come in and object. 

Mr. Goldfinger: Let us assume 
We 
propose to enlarge the station. There 
is a station there now with a permit. 
We propose to enlarge it which will 
minimize any possible traffic hazard 
in the neighborhocd. It will allow 
cars to pull in. I think that argu- 
ment that they give that it is a traf- 
fic hazard is eliminated by granting 
this application. As far as fumes are 
concernea, we dispute the fact there 
are fumes—there are bound to bz 
fumes in every gasoline station. But 
after we are able to bring cars in 
and give better service to the people 
who come into the station, I think it 
is going to help a lot. And I ask 
your Honor to keep in mind the fact 
there is a station there and we are 
only asking to enlarge it, we are not 
asking for a new station. 


Mayor Ellenstein: 
sent the applicant? 


Do you repre- 


Mr. Julius P. Litwack: Yes, I do, 
sir; I am of counsel. I know Mr, 
Rothfeder, who is the directing gen- 
ius or owner of M. & M., Inc. There 
was a gas station there some six or 
eight years ago and the gas station 
could not get along and it dropped. 
And when it finally got into this 
man’s hands, and because he is an 
enterprizing individual, the station 
today pumps a great deal of gasoline. 
But I would like to point out to tha 
Board that next door the 17 feet that. 
were formerly taken up by a house 
which the City, I am certain, was 
glad that it was torn down, because 
it was a fire hazard to everybody. We 
tore that down, purchased that prop- 
erty. None of the property owners 
in the neighborhood today are here 
to object to it; they are glad that fire 


trap was torn down because the prop- 
erty adjacent to where we propose 
to enlarge our station is a brick one, 
but this other house is a fire trap 
which we tore down. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Who owned that 
house, your client? 


Mr. Litwack: Yes. We tore it down, 
Now— 

Mayor Ellenstein: Was there any- 
one oceuping it? 


Mr. Litwack: No. The taxes had 
not been paid. As a matter of fact, 
it was bought in at foreclosure by 
the City. The building was vacant 
and knocked down and no one had 
paid taxes on it, and we got posses- 
sion of it through buying it through 
foreclosure proceedings under the di- 
rection of the City. 


Surely, this argument that this 
gentleman makes, he represents the 
gasoline dealers, because this man is 
making a living and he is not making 
a living I am going to stop him. That 
is not a fair argument at all. This 
man doesn’t the first thing about 
traffic conditions down there or 
fumes doen there. Why doesn’t he 
come in and produce some expert to 
testify to that condition? Here he 
simply says, “I am Chairman or head 
of the committee and I come in here 
and Į tell you these things, and be- 
cause of the fact I am the chairman 
of this group I know what I am talk- 
ing about and the rest of you don’t 
know what it is all about.” There are 
absolutely no more fumes than creat- 
ed at a station a block down the 
street. The only thing, this man sells 
gas at a price that is comparable 
with his cost, and these others can- 
not meet his prices. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is the 


stifling fume. 


Mr. Litwack: May I say this. that 
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the State Department investigated 
our books, and I believe they found 
we were complying with every iota 
of the law, and J certainly feel as a 
taxpayer of the City of Newark that 
that station should be enlarged be- 
cause it means work will be given to 
at least two other or four other men 
and those men, of: course, will prob- 
ably be taken off the relief ranks. 


Mayor Elienstein: Maybe some of 
the other stations ‘will close up? 


Mr. Litwack: They won't, because 
may I say this, on Frelinghuysen 
Aver.ue— 


Mayor Ellenstein: It can be argued 
both ways. 


Mı. Litwack: We have always at- 
tempted to work with these people. 
There have been several agreements 
by them to sell gas the same price we 
do, but it is absolutely impossible for 
these men to keep their word. They 
gave their word in writing to my 
client, time and time again they would 
attempt to keep he price at a level, 
but hey have always broken their 
word. 

Mayor Ellenstein: What is the 
law? 


Mr. Litwack: The law is you cannot 
sell fue] above a certain cost, making 
allowances. Our books were thor- 
oughly mvestigated and the Certified 
Public Accountants found our books 
were in good order and no objection 
has been made. Our books are open 
for investigation any day of the 
week, and that is more than I can say 
for some other people. 


Mr, Alexander Goldfiiager: At the 
meeting had before the Board of Ad- 
justment these property owners who 
did object, one of those the next door 
owner who said that when they de- 
molished the building adjacent to 
his— ` 
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Mayor Ellenstein: They injured his 
cornice. 


Mr. Goldfinger: Seven bricks on 
his side had been ruined. We have 
fixed that up, so that any objections 
he might have had on that score are 
eliminated. The other people there, 
there were many, many notices given 
to the adjoining property owners in 
the vicinity, and only three showed 
up, and their objections were against 
the station rather than against the 
enlargement of the station. If they 
had any objections which would have 
been available to them or should have 
been available to them, it was when 
the station permit originally came 
before the Board of Adjustment and 
City Commission. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Of course, that 
could be argued against you. Per- 
haps they did not anticipate there 
would be so much traffic there. Other 
factors that have arisen that were 
not in contemplation at the time the 
original application was made, isn’t 
that so? 


Mr. Goldfinger: Well, but the en- 
largement of the station— 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is another 
question. 


Mr. Goldfinger: Whether it is go- 
ing to be enlarged. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You may not ob- 
ject to a thing not being able to visu- 
alize what the ultimate result is go- 
ing to be. 


Mr. Goldfinger: That is true. 


Mayor Ellenstein: But your con- 
tention as to the enlargement of the 
station 1s another matter. 


Mr. Goldfinger: Whether it is or is 
not going to be enlarged, the station 
will remain there because it has a 
permit and will continue in business 
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there. So that their objections were 
against the operation of any gasoline 
station there rather than the fact it 
is going to be 17 feet wider. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Those property 
owners in the vicinity? 


Mr. Goldfinger: That is right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I think that as. 
far as both sides are concerned, [ 
think you ought to have more mem- 
bers of the Board present to decide 
the question. That is my own opin- 
ion. Unless the Commission feels 
otherwise about it I think it ought to 
be deferred until there are at least 
four members of the Commission 
present. 


Mr. Goldfinger: The only objection 
we have to that, your Honor, of 
course it is discretionary on the part. 
of the Commission, but we are now 
approaching the summer season, and 
this is going to contemplate an erec- 
tion job which may take us into the 
season when gasoline stations by 
their very nature are rather busy, 
and unless it is given to us now it 
may interrupt the progress of the. 
work. 


Mr. Litwack: Another thing, we. 
have spent several thousand dollars 
purchasing the ground, making our 


contracts for the building, and so. 
forth and so on. 
Mayor Ellenstein: That is the 


chance you take. What assurance 
did you have? Suppose the Commis- 
sion turns it down? 


I am suggesting this: If it is your 
disposition and the disposition of the 
Commission to decide it today, why,, 
it can be done. But I am making 
the suggestion that you defer it un- 
til there are at least four members. 
or the entire Board present. At least 
it won’t be prejudicial to you. If 
the Commission should decide not to: 


grant that permit then, of course, 
you cannot re-apply for six months 
at least. I think I at least ought to 
bring that to your attention; that is 
the reason I am doing it. 


Mr. Urban: Mr. Mayor, the point 
that has been raised by Mr. Goldfing- 
er was very much in line with the 
cbhjectors who came there objecting 
to the gasoline station which would 
definitely indicate that the neighbors 
in the neighborhood at the present 
time are objecting to the manner in 
which that station is being operated 
with the tremendous amount of fumes 
emitting from the place. They raised 
the question that there are no more 
fumes in this station than there are 
in any other station. That is absolute- 


ly true per gasoline pump. There 
are no more fumes in this station, 
where a station pumps the volume of 
gasoline this station pumps on a 30 
by 60 lot, you can readily see that 
there would be a tremendous amount 
of additional fumes there concentrat- 
ed that area, that it definitely creates 
ahazard. The second question where 


the attorney for the other side men- 
tioned the fact that they will try to 
keep that space to get cars into the 
station. It is no unusual thing to go 
down there and see 15 cars in and 
around the place trying to horn in 
and edge in in all directions, and you 
ean visualize on a lot 30 by 60 with 
that building there on the land and 
other necessary equipments and 
pumps and signs, that not many cars 
can get in at one time. Yet all these 
ears try to get in their and definitely 
create a traffic hazard at that loca- 
tion. And on that basis I feel very 
definitely on their own testimony that 
that place is definitely a hazard un- 
der those conditions, and the enlarge- 
ment will certainly bring in more 
business and increase the hazard and 
increase the traffic. That is why 
they are anxious to get started be- 
fore the summer season so they can 
take advantage of the additional busi- 
ness the summer season will bring 
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into that station. So it is not a ques- 
tion of a moral issue. It 1s a ques- 
tion of definitely: creating an addi- 
tional hazard than there is at the 
present time. 


Mr. Litwack: Yesterday Mr. Roth- 
feder was approached by Mr. Urban 
who in substance told him unless the 
price of his gasoline was reasonable 
to the price he felt it should be sold, 
he was coming here today with a 
committee and object to the granting 
of the permit. I think that should 
be brought to the attention of this 
Board. That isn’t any legal ground 
he has there. 


Mayor Ellenstein: ` I thought I 
pointed that out. 


Mr. Litwack: Simply this organiz- 
ed minority, that is all, that they 
are not here for the protection of the 
City of Newark, they are here for 
their own protection. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Morally they be- 
lieve they are. 


Mr. Urban: And we are here for 
the protection of these million dol- 
lars of taxpayers. on gasoline sta- 
tions. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You know these 
Big Bear stores don’t do the City 
any good. 


Mr. Litwack: We are not a Big 
Bear. 


Mayon Ellenstein: I understand, 
but it hurts merchants all over the 
City. Economically they are not a 
good thing for the City. However, 
there are legal limitations by which 
the Board cannot preclude such a 
business, and I assume these gentle- 
mer, here—I think I have made it 
clear to them on that basis the City 
Commission had no authority to do 
anything on moral grounds; that it 
would not be sustained by the Court;

I think the 
meantime Mr. Cluesmann—in the ab- 
sence of Director Duffy he has desig- 
nated Mr. Cluesmann as head of his 
department, and I would suggest that 
the City Clerk be instructed to com- 
municate with Director Duffy’s de- 
partment and a report be submitted 
to determine whether this would be 
an increased traffic hazard. If it is 
agreeable, then it will be deferred for 
one week. I will entertain a motion 
that this matter be deferred for one 
week,

RESOLVED, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Road Committee, that this 
Board hereby requests the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark 
to turn over to the County of Essex 
the care, custody and control of No. 
Sixth Street, from Heller Parkway 
northerly to its terminus as shown on 
the map hereto attached entitled “No. 
Gth St. Extension into Morris Canal 
Bed” numbered 14-H-1 and dated May 
8, 1939, the same to become a part 
of the proposed extension of No. 6th 
Street northerly and the extension of 
Franklin Avenue, Belleville, southerly 
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and a part of the Essex Co. High- 
way system. 


This Board further requests said 
Board of Commissioners to dedicate 
or ley vut as a street, road or high- 
way of its municipality, all the land 
owned by it as the bed of the Morris 
Canel from a point at or near said 
norther'y terminus, of said No. Sixth 
Street as shown on said map norther- 
ly to the Belleville-Newark line, and 
thereupon to transfer the care, cus 
tody and contro] of said road to the 
Board of Chosen Freeholders of the 
County of Essex as part of said pro- 
posed extension and of the Essex 
County Highway System.

Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per», 
son who desires to be heard in oppo- 
sition to this application ? l 


Dr. Reilly: Mr. Mayor and Com- 
missioners, this application came up. 
three years ago before.the City Com- 
mission. At that time the City Com- 
mission voted it down. The objections. 
that were presented at that time, anë 
Ithink the objections that .the City 
Commission at that time felt’ were 
valid and led them to voting it down . 
still stand. The same people who ob; 
jected at that time still object with- 
out any question. We are objecting 
primarily because of the fact that in 
our deeds we are definitely restricted 
as to what we can do with our own 
properties. All of that district was 
once made up of the so-called Dodé. 
Farm and all of our deeds contain 
these restrictions and they are still. 
in force. 

In the second place, there is going: 
to be a definite depreciation ` in the’ 
value of our property. It is primarily. 
a residential district.. I am practis-. 
ing medicine on one corner, Dr. Smith, 
is on the opposite corner. Mr. Mini. 


Achieio on tie comer oi Littleton 
Avenue and Thirteenth Avenue 
bought it with the idea of residence. 
He is here to object, too. 


Mr. Heinisch is on the other corner 
of Thirteenth Avenue. 


Thirteenth Avenue has stayed resi- 
dential and we feel that we want it 
to stay residential. That is why we 
down here to object to it. 


In the second place, I think it is 
going tu be a definite traffic hazard. 
That traffic hazard was there three 
years ago when Commissioner Duffy 
made a traffic survey, and it was on 
that ground at that time that the per- 
mit was denied, and at that time there 
was no question— 


Mayor Ellenstein: Denied by the 
Board of Commissioners? 


Dr. Reilly: That is right. At that 
time there was no question about an 
automobile Jaundry being. instituted 
there. You know the situation when 
you have an automobile laundry, there 
is usually a line of cars a block or 
two long. This is on an intersection 
now which is a zig-zag type of inter- 
section. There are four traffic lights 
to control traffic. 


Mayor Ellenstein: There is a jog 
here? . 


‘Dr. Reilly: Yes. 


“Mayor Ellenstein: From west of Lit- 
‘tleton Avenue that runs into Thir- 
‘teenth Avenue? 


. Dr. Reilly: Thirteenth Avenue, in 

cother words, comes down in a zig-zag 
fashion. Buses make that turn and 
a ‘bus on that turn crowds the cars 
now to the curb. There is a lot of dif- 
ficulty in making that turn. And a 
tine of cars waiting for a car wash 
to that turn. and there is going to be 
definite difficulties. _ 
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And or those three objections we 
feel that we have a valid objection. 


Now, you are going to hear a lot 
of talk about the neighborhood go- 
ing down. The neighborhoodfi maybe 
it has changed in the last forty or 
fifty years, but what part of Newark 
hasn’t? The people who live in that 
neighborhood have been ther for a 
long time. Mr. Minichiello is in his 
house right opposite where this is 
going to be for the last twenty years. 
Dr. Smith is in his house for thirty 
years. lam the only newcomer in the 
neighborhood at that corner. I am 
not a newcomer in the neighborhood, 
I em on that corner now for five 
years. If the question comes up that 
the neighborhood has gone down, it 
has not shown up in our tax bills. You 
will hear this area is going down, it 
should be business and so on, but we 
are still paying the same taxes as 
when it was a highly restrictel neigh- 
borhood. I am paying taxes on the 
basis of an assessment of $12,000 on 
my home, which is a one-family 
house. Dr. Smith is probably in about 
the same class, Mr Minichiello is 


probably in about the same class. D. 
the neighborhood is going down: there > 


are only: two things that can do it, 
there are two things that must follow, 
either vur tax assessments ought to 
go down also, and they haven’t, or put 
a gas station in their, break up that 
zoning and they definitely will So 
down. : 


Oar oniy protection in that neigh- 


borhood now is the zoning restriction. 
If you want to make it completely 
business we will have ‘to come down 
and ask for a break in our assess- 
ments. We don’t want the neighbor- 
hood to change.’ Newark has chang- 
ed, there is no question about it, but 
there has never been any need up 
there. There are gas stations along 
Thirteenth Avenue. And it is on 
those grounds that I am objecting, 
and the other objectors in the neigh- 
borhood. 
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The Homeopathic Hospital owns the 
property behind Dr. Smith and Mr. 
Minichiello, They own a big vacant 
lot there that is two or three hundred 
feet square. It is vacant. Before the 
Zoning Commission a representative 
of the Babies’ Hospital appeared and 
mentioned that they were working on 
some project at that time for a suit- 
able building. Now, will Homeopathic 
go through with this is the zoning is 
suddenly changed to something else? 
What they had in mind, I don’t know 
whether he is here today or not,— 
and I make out the point that they 
have been working on it. It was one 
of the pieces of property brought out 
in the press as a possibility for a 
housing project. What will happen ta 
it if you change the zoning? {It is 
vacant pow, it has been vacant for 
years. The Homeopathic Hospital 
once stood on that piece of property. 
There are several things in that 
neighborhood which would be—if you 
change the zoning laws you might 
wipe out the possibility of a big im- 
prevement there. You certainly will 
wipe out our assessments. 


Commissioner Byrne: How about 
the traffic survey, hasn’t that already 
been approved by the department? 


Dr. Reilly: I don’t know what be- 
came of it, When we were before 
the zoning commission it was defer- 
red unti! a traffic survey was made. 


Commissioner Byrne: I understand 
it has been approved. 


Dr. Reilly: Apparently. All 1 know, 
it passed the following meeting, so 
apparently the traflic survey was ap- 
approved without any notification 
just what the action was. 


Mayor Ellenstein: This is the re- 
port of Rosenfeld, Acting Captain of 
Police ot the Traffic Division. 


Suppose we hear the objectors. 
Then you have this report read. 


Commissioner Byrne: That is what 
I was interested in. 


They turned it down a few years 
ago? 


Dr. Reilly: Three years ago. 


Comrnissioner Byrne: And passed it 
this time. 


Dr. Reilly; The Zoning Commission 
passed. it three years ago and we ap- 
peared before the City Commission at 
that time, 


Commissioner Byrne: Now the Zon- 
ing Board has passed it and they ap- 
proved it unanimously, no dissenting 
votes ? 


Dr. Reilly: This time? 
Commissioner Byrne: Yes. 


Commissioner Murphy: Only four 
votes. 


A voice: Mr. Dumpert did not vote;

Street; May I inject something? 


Mayor Ellenstein: We will hear the 
objectors first, and then we will have 
an orderly procedure and hear you. 
Is there any difference in the traffic? 


Mr. Edward A. Heinisch, 330 13th 
Avenue: If anything, it is heavier 


My objections will be practically the 
same, except— 

Mayor Ellenstein: Where do you 
live? 


Mr. Heinisch: 330 18th Avenue, cor- 
ner of Sixth Street. I am just a 
block above it on Sixth Street and 
18th Avenue. I might add, however, 
that from Fairmount Avenue to 12th 
Street, and from South Orange Ave- 
nue over to Bank Street there isn’t a 
single store in the entire district; it 
is entirely residential.

Mayor Ellenstein: how 


many square blocks? 


Mr. Heinisch; Well, from Littleton 
Avenue—Fairmount Avenue to Sixth 
Street, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, 


South Orange Avenue arid Thirteenth ` 


Avenue; Thirteenth Avenue to Bank 
Street, that is two long blocks. The 
other way it is all residential. 


Mayor Ellenstein: All residential? 
Mr, Heinisch: Not a single store. 
Mayor Ellenstein: That bounds Lit- 
tleton Avenue on the east. What 


street on the west? 


Mr. Heinisch: I think it is Tenth 
Street. 

Mayor Ellenstein: Littleton Ave- 
nue— 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is all resi- 
dential ? l 


Mr. Heiinsch: Yes, not 
store in the place. 


a single 


Mayor Ellenstein: From Thirteenth 
Avenue— 


Mr. Heinisch: Over to South Orange 
Avenue to Bank Street crosswise is 
all the same thing, there isn’t a sin- 
gle store in the entire place, and 


Avenue. 
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while it 1s true 1t has gone down, ev 
erything has, but not to the extent 
they are trying to; make it out. If 
any of you gentlemen went by you 
would soon find out it was not that 
bad. 


Miss C. L. Smith (324 Thirteenth 
Avenue): I was just going to say the 
fact—- : 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are speaking 
for Dr. Smith. 


Miss Smith: Yes. The fact they 
sayin the property has gone down, 
the neighborhood has gone down, it 
didn’t make any difference whether 
there was a station or not, but it 
proves tc me that gas stations cer- 
tainly are not an improvement in a 
neighborhood, and that is proof 
enough for me. But our home faces 
this and it is very close to it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you live in 
Dr. Smith’s home? 


Miss Smith: Yes. My mother 
owns the home. He is an invalid. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is traffic any dif- 
feren; than three years ago? 


Miss Smith: Oh, yes, they opened 
up tc lighten traffic on other thor- 
oughfares, they opened Thirteenth 
These heavy buses from 
South Orange go over, and many cars 
and even trucks. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How many bus 
lines come down Thirteenth Avenue ? 


Miss Smith: Maplewood and 54. 


Dr. Reilly: Two, I believe. 


Miss Smith: This takes you right 
straight up. People go right up to 
Morristown and all those places, right 
from downtown from the Court House 
up, and traffic is heavy there. I will 
say it is a bad corner, as far as that 
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goes; I do not think it is a very bad 
corner. 


Mayor Ellenstein: All right. 


Mr. Andrew Minichielio, 165 Little- 
ton Avenue: The only objection I got, 
I think that is an awful detriment to 
the people coming over there. The 
buses when they come up Thirteenth 
avenue, they run right into the prop- 
erty line where the gasoline station 
is supposed to be and to be and the 
people has got to park on Sixth Street 
before they can make the turn there. 
And I think that is a bad thing. I 
think the Babies’ Hospital Associa- 
tion, they meant to put a gasoline sta- 
tion, and that is what they want to 
do. They could do something else 
with the property. They have money, 
which we haven’t, We are paying our 
taxes right along. And I think that 
they should not have it there. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anyone 
else who wishes to be heard in oppo- 
sition? Doctor, were there any other 
objectors in that locality, that you 
know off? 


Dr. Reilly: Before the zoning board. 
I think the minutes of that meeting 
will: show them.

Commissioner Byrne: How about 
the provision in this resolution, would 
you be setisfied with it the way it is 
worded, to have the traffic enter the 
station by way of Thirteenth Aaenue 
and leave by Littleton Avenue with 
the flow of traffic? Do you have any 
objection to that? 


Dr. Reilly: I would have to object 
to it primarily because you are going 
to break up our only protection in 
that neighborhood. If you break up 
our zoning district now we cannot do 
anything with our own properties. We 
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have deed restrictions that have been 
handed down to us. We are hog-tied. 


Commissioner Byrne: Are you the 
only objectors in the neighborhood? 
Three families? 


Dr. Reilly: Four families. There 
was Mr. Light (7) on Sixth Street. 
There were seven objectors, seven 
families. And we are the ones that 
are going to be primarily affected on 
Thirteenth Avenue. 


Mayor Ellenstein: All right, we will 
hear from Mr. Moore. 


Mr. Moore: Mr. Hamburg, you are 
a trustee of Newark Babies’ Hos- 
pital ? 


Mr. Augustus V. Hamburg: Yes. 


Mr. Moore: How. long. have you 
been a trustee? 


Mr. Hamburg: For a number of 
years, 2ight or ten. 


Mr. Moore: Does your hospital own 
this property at the corner of Lite 
tleton Avenue and Thirteenth Ave- 
nue? 


Mr, Hamburg: Yes. 
A 
Mr. Moore; How 
owned it? 


long have you 
Mr. Hamburg: Do you want the ex- 
act date? 


Mr. Moore: No, approximately will 
be all right. i 


Mr. Hamburg: Seven or eight years. 
Mr. Frank Kitchell: Over ten years. 


Mr. Hamburg: Upwards of ten. I 
know it was over seven. 


Mr. Moore: Do you know how much 
you paid for it? 


Mr. Hamburg: No. Better not tell 
you. 


Mr. Moore: Have you been able to 
make avy use of this property? 


Mr. Hamburg: No, sir. 


Mr. Moore: Have you tried to sell 
it? 


Mr. Hamburg: Yes. 


Mr. Moore: Are you paying your

Mr. Kitchell: I couldn’t tell you, but 
it must be fifteen years. 


Mr. Moore: What did you pay for 
it, do you know?

Mr. Moore: Have you tried to sell 
it? 


Mr. Kitchell: We have used every 
effort and every means known. We 
were obliged finally to demolish the 
two honses that were on it because 
we could not rent them for enough to 
pay for the taxes. 

Mr. Moore: What kind of houses 
were on there, one-family ? 


Mr. Kitchell: Yes. They were quite 


large houses; too large to be manipu- 
lated in any other way. 


Mr. Moore: I think that is all. 
You are in the real estate business ? 
Mr. Franklin R. Sanford; Yes. 


Mr. Moore: Are you familiar with 
this corner? 


Mr. Sanford: Very familiar with it. 
Mr. Moore: You live nearby? 


Mr. Sanford: I lived there 


thirty years ago. 


over 


Mr. Moore: And you are managing l 


agent for Babies’ Hospital ? 
Mr. Sanford: Yes, sir. 


Mr. Moore: Have you tried to sell 
this. property ? 


Mr. Sanford: Many times during 
the last ten years, not only my office 
but in cooperation with many of the 
prominent real estate offices in New- 
ark. but we found it impossible to 
find a buyer at any price, even give 
us a bid on it. I have tried to inter- 
est mortgage companies to finance 


some kind of a development on it and. 


asked them to suggest the kind of de- 
velopmert on the plot on which they 
would finance it, and on account of 
the fact that the neighborhood has 
gone down, many of the houses have 
changed hands many times during the 
past—I will say only the last fifteen 
years—that it has. been impossible to 
do anything with it at all. 


Mr. Moore: Are you familiar with 
the tract of land owned by the Home- 
opathic Hospital? 

Mr. Sanford: I am. 


Mr. Moore: How long has that been 
idle? 
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an offer for it. 


Mayor Ellenstein, That is on Sixth 
Street, isn’t it? 


Mr. Sanford: It runs—it begins ad- 
joining Mr. Minichiello’s home on 
Littleton Avenue. On that plot was 
the Nurses’ Home. Then the Merz 
property was in that and formerly the 
Homeopathic Hospital was on one 
side. The Homeopathic Hospital made 
some arrangement with Mr. Merz and 
took it over. They likewise have been 
very anxious to sell it for the last ten 
years for almost any purpose, and it 
has been almost impossible to find a 
buyer for it. I have conferred with 
Mr. Merz on many occasions and he 
has been willing to get some kind of 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is true of 
property generally; the real estate 
market has been at a very low ebb. 


Mr, Sanford: Yes, but I think it is 
particularly so in some neighborhoods 
where they have gone down, where 
developers will not go in and develop 
it for anything. 


I was at the Board of Adjustment 
Meeting. It was suggested one-fam- 
ily houses go up there. Well, anybody 
who knows anything about real es- 
tate would know that you cannot put 
a one-family house there. You might 
build a four or five-family apartment 
dwelling, low-priced dwelling, but the 
larger institutions told me it would 
be suicidal to try to build anything 
like that; it would just be impossible; 
that they would not entertain it on 
account of the neighborhood, they 
would not entertair any kind of a 
proposition for any kind of a develop- 
ment on account of the neighborhood 
having gone down. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Of course, this 
gasoline station, as J understand it, 
is to occupy one hundred feet. 


Mr. Sanford: 100 by 100. The prop- 
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erty is 145 bq 120, but that will take 
in 100 by 100. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The other 45 
feet will be wasted; you cannot do 
very much with the other 45 feet. 

Mr. Sanford: that is true 
enough, 


Now, 


Mayor Elienstein: You could not 
even build a one-family house on it. 

Mr. Sanford: No, that is true. They 
might just as well have taken the 
whole pict. And it is a gentleman’s 
agreement that they are going to take 
care of the adjoining parcel because 
the people living right directly next 
door— 


Mayor Ellenstein;: 183. 


Mr. Sanford: The Steffffens family 
who lived there for forty-five ‘years, 
and it is the best kept house in the 
street today, and they are most in- 
terested in seeing some kind of a de- ` 
velopment there to keep rowdyism 
away. And it has been a regular 
dumping ground. I had a letter that 
I just had to clean up the lot. I just | 
got the bill for it. And that happens 
periodically that you have to keep it 
cleaned up. They dump garbage and 
everything in there. It is a real nui- 
sance, 


Commissioner Byrne: The party at 
183 has no objection? 


Mr. Sanford: Decidedly not. 


Mr. Moore: She is here, as a matter 
of fact. 


Mr. Sanford: This map will show 
you— 


Commissioner Byrne: Who is the 
owner of 183? 


Mr. Sanford: Mrs. A. T. Steffens. 
These property owners with the star 
are the ones who have signed in fax 


vor of ıt, and you will not that they 
are people directly in back of, along- 
side of it and across the street from 
it, most directly interested in it, 
most directdy interested in it, where- 
as the objectors, with one exception, 
they live further away. Two of the 
objectors, you will observe, Dr. Reilly 
and Heinisch, they live on Sixth 
Street and Thirteenth Avenue, quite 
a distance; and Mr. Minichiello live 
on the cpposite corner, the old Rod- 
er house. 

Mayor Ellenstein: Littleton Ave- 
hue? 


Mr. Sanford: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The northwest 
corner ? l 


Mr. Sanford: That is right. 


Mr. Moore: Mr. Sanford, are these 
pictures a true picture of the scene 
at the present time there? 


Mr. Sanford: Yes, sir. 


Mr. Moore: I would like to have 
the Commission look at these pictures. 
They were taken within the last week 
or so. On the back they are marked 
just what they represent and I think 
this sketch I have here with the red 
Seals designating the people who are 
in favor, will give you a better pic- 
ture, too. 


Mr. Sanford: We have a truck 
warehouse, a trucking place that has 
been there for a long time, empty for 
a good many years; and Mr. Henry 
Fisher was able to rent it about a 
year ago. But it was vacant and you 
could not do anything with it. And 
there are a number of properties 
across the street from this parcel 
that are in the hands of the building 
and loans and they have been unable 
to sell anything, etcept last month 
there was a parcel suld, 50 feet, a one- 
family house, sold for $3,600. A one- 
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family house. Many of the houses 
are in a run-down condition at the 
present time. 

Mayor Ellenstein: This garage that 
you have a photograph of was not 
built recently; that was before there 
was any zoning in the city, is that 
right? : 

Mr. Moore: You mean Brown’s? 

Mr. Sanford: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It sets back from 
the curd a little distance? 


Dr. Reilly: It is an old barn. 


Mr. Sanford: But the business is 
conducted there. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How may -ob- 


jectors were there? 


Is there anyone else? 


Hsw much do you think you could 
get for the lot at a forced sale? 


Mr. Sanford: I question whether it 
would bring over $10,000 today, a lot 
145 by 120. 

Mayor Ellenstein: At a forced sale? 


Mr, Sanford: At a forced sale. 


Mr. More. Mrs. Hannoch, you are 
the daughter of Mrs. Steffens? 


Mrs. Lilly M. Hannoch, 183 Little- 
ton Avenue: Yes. 


Mr. Moore: You reside with your 
mother ? 


Mrs. Hannoch: Yes. 


Mr. Moore: The address is 183 Lit- 
tleton Avenue? 


Mrs. Hannoch: Yes. 
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Mr. Moore: Just where is that in 
reference to the proposed gas sta- 
tion? 


Mrs. Kannoch: I would be the ad- 
joining property. 


Mr. Moore: Are you familiar with 
the property of the Babies’ Hospital? 


Mrs. Hannoch: Yes. 


Mr. Moore: And what is the condi- 
tion of it? 


Mrs. Hannoch: Well, it is cleaned 
‘up just now, but we had to get the 
Board of Health to do it. 


Mr. Moore: Is that condition a fre- 
quent condition ? 


Mrs. Hannoch: Yes, it has only been 
this past three days— 


Mr. Moore: I mean the dirtiness. 
Mrs. Hannoch: Yes. 
Mr. Moore: What causes the dirt? 


Mrs, Hannoch: Well, refuse being 
thrown there; boys bringing card- 
board there. They pull all sort of 
things there, and like that, and we 
have to get the radio police to drive 
the boys away, but that only lasi 
about five minutes and they are back 
again. 


Mr. Moore: Notwithstanding the 
fact that a gas station is going to be 
right next to your home, you have no 
objection to it? 


Mrs. Hannoch: It is the lesser of 
the two evils. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If there was a 
fence around there to keep the boys 
out, would you rather have a gaso- 
line station? 


Mrs. Wannoch: Į think the gas sta- 
tion is all right; I see no objection 
to it at all. 
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Mayor Ellenstein: Are you in favor 
of it because these boys get on the 
lot? 


Mrs. Hannoch: The annoyance that 
is there, yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Would you pre- 
fer a home on there in preference to 
a gas station? 


Mrs. Hannoch: If it could be a home 
equal to our home, but I think there 
would be a tenement there and they 
are very objectionable. 


‘Mayor Ellenstein: Of course, a 
tenement would come under zoning. 


Mrs. Hannoch: They wouldn’t be 
apartments, they would be tenements, 


Mayor Ellenstein: I say, if they 
were tenements you could object to 
them; it would be in violation of the 
zoning law. What I am asking, if 
the lot vas fenced in so you would 
not receive those annoyances, would 
you still be in favor of the gasoline 
station? 


Mrs. Hannoch: Why, no; we would 
be foolish to say that. 


Mayor Ellensteia: Then you would 
not be in favor of 2 gasoline station 
if it were fenced in, is that right? 


Mrs. Hannoch: No. But you could 
not keep the boys out, that is the 
thing. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If they were 
kept out, would you still be in favor 
of a gasoline station? If some means 
were found of keeping them out, 
would you still be in favor of a gaso- 
line station? 


Mrs. Hannoch: Ne, I think not, to 
be frank, no, sir. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The reason you 


are in favor of a gasoline station 1s 
because that lot new is an ‘annoy- 
ance ana nuisance to you? 


Mrs. Hannoch: Yes. 


Mr. Moore: Do you think if it were 
fenced in it would keep the boys out? 


Mrs. Hannoch: No, I do not. I will 
bet it never kept any of you gentle- 
men owt of an empty lot when you 
were a boy. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I don’t know. Jt 
would depend upon the fence. It is 
only small boys that do that. If this 
were a high fence they could not ne- 
gotiate it. 


Mrs, Hannoch: I wouldn’t say that. 
Young men come there, eighteen, 
twenty years old and throw rocks at 
those real estate sign boards until 
your ears nearly split with the noise. 
Not only little boys that are annoy- 
ing. 


Mayor Ellenstein: But that primar- 
ily is the reason you are in favor of 
the gas station? 


Mrs. Hannoch: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Because of those 
annoyances to you and the unsightly 
appearence of the jot? 


Mr. Moore: These red seals desig- 
note those who are with us. If you 
gentlemen will observe, most of the 
neighbors directly closest to this pro- 
posed plot are in favor of us. These 
are the seven objectors, 
whom are practically a block away. 
The Homeopathic Hospital objects to 
it, and if you observe the pictures of 
the Momeopathic lot it is even a worse 
sight than ours. They kave had that 
title for ten years and cannot do any- 
thing with it. Dr. Reilly spoke about 
the traffic hazard. Dr. Reilly made 
that remark at the zoning board meet- 
ing and I have since checked the min- 


three of. 
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utes of the 1935 meeting and Dr. 
Reilly has misstated the facts. As a 
matter of fact, the traffic report at 
that time did not show a traffic haz- 
ard. At that time Director Duffy, 
who made the motion to reject, made 
his motion upon the ground that he 
felt he did not wart to change the 
neighborhood from residential to 
business, and that ic the only reason 
he did it. There is nothing about a 
traffic hazard at that time, and if you 
gentlemen will read the report— 


Mr. Rankin: There was a report. 
(Discussion off the record.) 


Dr. Reilly: There was a report at 
that time. It came wp before the City 
Commission and it was postponed a 
week, und Commissioner Duffy, I 
think, the same captain, Captain Ros- 
enfeld, and he came back with a re- 
port. Now, I assumed when Commis- 
sioner Duffy made the motion that 
it was on the basis of the traffic re- 
port, because it was postponed on that 
basis. I don’t know what was behind 
Comiissioner Duffy’s mind. 


Mr. Moore: I read the minutes of 
that meating and Į recall they were 
asking Director Dufiy whether he had 
the report with him, and he said 
something about having the report 
and it was not untavorable, but he 
voiced his opinion that he based his 
motion for abjection on the grounds 
simply for the reascns I have stated 
before and not upon a traffic razard. 
If you gentlemen will read the report 
of the present traffic survey, there is 
nothing about it showing any hazard 
there. 


Mayor Ellenstein: With this qualifi- 
cation, it says if automobiles enter 
this station by way of Thirteenth 
Avenue and leave by way of Littleton 
Avenue. It may be they did not take 
that into consideration at the time 
they made the report in 1935. I don’t 
know. But there is a qualifying clause 
providing automobiles enter by way 
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of Thirteenth Avenue. There may 
not have been any restrictions at the 
time the applicatior was made in 
1935. 


Commissioner Byrne: I would like 
to make a request, rather than to 
take any more time, in view of the 
fact I am not too familiar, I want 
to be fair to both sides, I personally 
would like to inspect the property be- 
fore I vote on it and I ask personally 
that it be deferred for one week. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anything 
you want to add? 


‘Mr. Moore: If I may say, as far as 
the ‘traffic hazard is concerned, this 
is a peculiar street. Right at that 
spot Thirteenth Avenue ends, and 
then there is a jog, then you turn up 
again. Now, it is impossible for any 
traffic to go at any rate of speed 
there because if they come to the 
dead-end street, as a result traffic 
proceeds in a very slow ordinary way. 


Commissioner Byrne; I know the 
property, but I want to look at the 
residential side of it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That traffic that 
is careful travels at a slow rate of 
speed. As a matter of fact, when 
they take that jog they go to the ex- 
treme west of the curb. 


Mr. Moore: As a matter of fact, 
with a gas station there they will 
have a hetter way of making the 
turn, 


Mayor Ellenstein: That may be, 
that they don’t all approach it slow- 
ly. 

Commissioner Murphy: Those red 
marks on there, are they people who 
signed the petition in favor? 


Mr. Moore: Yes, sir. 


Commissioner Murphy: They have 
not appeared ? 


Mr. Moore: No, sir. It is a difficult 
thing to get people to appear for you. 
They will come against you but ther 
won’t come for you. 


Dr. Reilly: Imay point out there 
are a few of those families not resid— 
ing there; for instance, the Fishers. 


Mayor Ellenstein: They are not 
residents ? 


Dr. Reilly: They own property, but 
they have moved out of there anë 
they don’t care what happens as far 
as the residential section is concern-- 


ed. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If your conter-- 
tion is correct it would affect them i£- 
they are the owners of property. 


Dr. Reilly: That is right; but the 
point is, the Fishers, I happen to - 
know, would just as soon see it go am- 
other way because they are interest- 
ed in a garage, machine shop or gaz- 
age where that present barn is. They 
are not living there. I am talking as 
one who will be most affected. 


Mayor Ellenstein: They are intea— 
ested in getting a garage permit? 


Dr. Reilly: Anything to get income- 
out of the property. And as far as. 
the neighborhood going down, Babies’: 
Hospital didn’t help hold it up 3: 
have not been around that neighbor— 
hood so, long, but J remember two 


houses on that piece of property and. 
I remember what Babies’ Hospital let. 
happen to them; they justlet them go 
to pot. And if the neighborhood Ze 
going down because of somebody who-

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to fix it up, that is unfair. 


Commissioner Byrne: They had tg.

Mr. Sanford: These were two large 
houses, fourteen or fifteen rooms each 
owned by Mayor Fiedler on the cor- 
mer. I lived’ there. After Babies’ 
Hospital took it it went from bad to 
worse; they could not get enough rent 
Zo pay taxes, much less anything on 
income. And when the people moved 
out and it stood idle for a long while 
and they could not find a tenant, they 
had no alternative but to tear the 
darn things down. Who wants a big 
house? 


Mayor Ellenstein: It was not mod- 
ern construction, of course? 


Dr. Reilly: But they were both very 
‘bheautifui houses of the old style. 


Commissioner Byrne: A lubritorium 
would be far less hazardouse to traf- 
‘fic than putting a fence around that 
“property ? 


Mr, Moore: No question about it. 


Mr. Sanford; They have a lot there 
and people travelling in an easterly 
direction would stop there. “But in 
any event, ingress cr egress from the 
gas station is in second speed, and 
I cannot for the life of me see any 
hazard in that. 


Commissioner Byrne: Will anybody 
be hurt if we have a week’s delay? 


Mr. Sanford: No. But may I just 
point out one point I did not speak 
of at the time it came up before in 
October, 1935, and I had the question, 
I asked one of the commissioners if 
they would not make a thorough in- 
‘vestigation as to the neighborhood, 
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and they sent John Linnett up there, 
and he spent a good part of his time 
up there going not only on this par- 
ticular corner, but all around the 
neighborhood, and you have your re- 
port on file today. that in his opinion, 
a gas station would not deprecite the 
valie of property: there, that he could 
not see for what other purpose it 
could be used. 


"Mayor Ellenstein: That is a matter 
of record. 


Commissioner Byrne: On the other 
hand, not every one wants to have a 
gas station next door to a house. It 
might not depreciate the value of 
property, but they want to keep it 
residential. And I still say I would 
like to investigate that personally. 


Commissioner Murphy: I will sec- 
ond the motion. 


The roll being. called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

The City Clerk: It was laid over 
to this date for a traffic report. 
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Mr. Irwin Goldfinger: May I ask 
at this time that this matter be car- 
ried until next week? There was 
some question as to whether there 
were gas fumes as a result of this 
operation of this station which I have 
been taking up in the meantime and I 
have not completed my investigation. 


Mr. S. A. Simeone, 131 Central 
Avenue: We have petitions on file 
signed by the landiords the immediate 
vicinity,—in fact, withon 200 feet of 
this particular gas station, and state- 
ments or affidavits by three or four 
tenants that live within 50 feet of 
this particular gas station, to the ef- 
fect that there are nauseous odors and 
gas fumes which emanate therefrom 
and are injurious to the health and 
welfare of those so close by. And 
further, also, one or two of them 
state that the traffic hazard is greater 
now than it has even been as a result 
of the automobiles that clutter the 
sidewalks immediately close to their 
homes and is a very dangerous con- 
dition for children. In fact, one of 
them thought one of the kids was go- 
ing to be hurt a few weeks ago. 


Mayor Ellenstein: He is asking now 
for an adjournment. Have you any 
objection to an adjournment? 


Mr. Simeone: We had an objection 
but now I find there isn’t any. 


Mr, Paul Urban: It is just a ques- 
tion of the inconvenience, 


Mayor Ellenstein: What the Com- 
mission would like to know is wheth- 
er you have any objection to that, If 
you haven’t any objection, that is a 
common courtesy extended to any- 
body. 


Mr. Simeone: I shan’t object. I was 
told to object and now I am told not 
to object, so I was between the devil 
and the deep blue sea. 
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Mayor Ellenstein; Will one week be 
sufficient ? 

Mr. Goldfinger: One week will þe

The City Clerk: For the record, 
there are eleven signatures here on 
the petition that Mr. Simeone speaks 
of.

The Board of Commissioners of The 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


Section 1. No person shall act as a 
public auctioneer and no person shall 
engage in the auction business, in 
whole or in part, or cause to be held 
any public auction or public vendue 
within the limits of The City of New- 
ark, County of Essex, and State of 
New Jersey, without first having had 
and obtained a license as hereinafter 
provided for so doing. 
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Section 2. Before any license is 
granted as set forth in Section 1 of 
this ordinance, the applicant shal! 
make z2pplication, in writing, there- 
for on a form to be provided by the 
Director of Public Safety of The City 
of Newark, and under oath; and file 
the same with the said Director. Said 
application shal] state: 


a. Full name of applicant. 
b. His residential address. 


c. Length of time of continuous bona- 
fide residence in The City of New- 
ark immediately prior to making 
the application. f 


d. Places where applicant has resid- 
ed for a period of three years im- 
mediately prior to making the ap- 
plication. 


e. Whether any person or persons or 
corporation other than the appli- 
cant has any interest directly or in- 
directly in the license applied for or 
in the þusiness to be conducted, and 
if so state the name, residence and 
interest. 

f. If the applicant is a corporation 

state: 


1. Location of registered office in 
New Jersey. 


2. Date and State of incorporation. 
8. The names and residences of all 
stockholders, directors and offi- 
cers, 
g. Address of place of business. 


h. Whether applicant has ever been 
convicted of a crime. 


i. The experience applicant has had 
as an auctioneer or as a person 
engaged in the auction business. 
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j. The place or places, and the time, 
that :pplicant has been so engaged 
as an auctioneer or in the auction. 
business. 


k. The names of the persons or bond> 
ing company to furnish the bond as 
hereinafter required. 


i, Said applicant shall also furnisir 
references of two resident freehold- 
ers of The City of Newark as to his- 
character and integrity, and shali 
also answer such questions and ir- 
terrogatories as may be propound- 
ed or promulgated by the Director 
of Public Safety seeking to determ- 
ine the applicant’s fitness, integrity 
and character. 


Section 3. The Director of Publie 
Safety shall investigate or cause to 
be investigated, each and every ap- 
plication filed as aforesaid; and is 
hereby vested with the sole discretion 
of either granting or refusing ta 
grant a license. 


Section 4. The Director of Public 
Safety shall as a condition precedent 
to the granting of the license to en- 
gage in the auction business require 
the applicant to enter into a bond to 
The City of Newark, with two respon- 
sible freeholders as sureties or in Hen 
thereof, the bond of a surety company 
authorized to do business under the 
laws of the State of New Jersey; said 
bond to be approved by the Director 
of Public Safety of The City of New- 
ark, and to be in the sum of Two 
Thousand Dollars ($2,000), condition- 
ed for the due observance of all such 
ordinances of The City of Newark as 
are in force or may be passeé - 
respecting the conduct or operation of 
the auction business, at any time dur- 
ing the continuance of such business; 
said bond shall be for the benefit of 
any person or persons who shall haye 
recovered judgment against any per-. 
son licensed under and by virtue. of ` 
this ordinance by reason of any dem. .

‘Section 5. No license, to act as a 
public auctioneer, or to engage in the 
‘auction business, shall be issued un- 
Jess the applicant. if an individual, or 
Sf a corporation, then each and every 
officer shall have been a bona fide 
resident of the State of New Jersey 
ontinuously for a period of at least 
#hree years immediately prior to ap- 
“plying for said license; provided. how- 
ever, that. this section shall not apply 
Zo any person or corporation holding 
a license in force at the time of the 
passage of this ordinance. 


Section 6. No license shall be is- 
sued to any person unless the Direc- 
tor of Public Safety be satisfied that 
‘dhe applicant is a person of good mor- 
al character. No licenses shall issue 
during the months of September, Oc- 
tober, November or December of any 
year. 


. Section: 7, Every license which shall 
be granted shall entitled the licensee 
So operate anywhere within the legal 
limits of The City of Newark for the 
period from the date of issuance of 
„said license to May Ist of the succeed- 
“ing year, and all renewals of said li- 
xense shall be for a period of one year 
rom May 1 to May 1 of the succeed- 
ag year. All licenses shall expire on 
-the (30th day of April, at midnight 
and shall not be renewed unless all 
ef the terms and conditions of the 
` within ordinance have been fully com- 
plied with. : 


Section 8. The annual license fee 
Zor public auctioneers shall be Fifty 
Dollars, ($50.00), which shall be pay- 
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able upon the presentation of the ap- 
plication and returned in the event 
said application is not granted. If 
the term for which said license is 
souzht shall be less than a year, the 
fee shali nevertheless be the same. 


Section 9. The annual license fee 
for an establishment conducting a 
public auction business shall be Fifty 
Dollars ($50.00), which shall be pay- 
able upon the presentation of the ap- 
plication and returned in the event 
said application is not granted. If 
the term for which said license is 
sought shall be less than a year, the 
fee shall nevertheless be the same. 
No such establishment shall operate 
without licensed public auctioneers, 
except that each licensed establish- 
men; may conduct its own business on 
such licensed premises through its 
proprietor or one of its proprietors, 
if a partnership, or one of its officers, 
if a corporation, without any further 
license. 


Section 10. It shall be unlawful for 
any auctioneer to accept anything 
other than bona fide bids, and said 
auction sales are to be so conducted 
as to dispose of merchandise to the 
highest bidder, unless terms other- 
wise are publicly announced imme- 
diately before the sale. 


Section 11. It shall be unlawful for 
any auctioneer in describing goods 
that are being auctioned, to directly, 
or indirectly, either by act of com- 
mission or omission, knowingly mis- 
represent the goods being auctioned. 


Section 12. It shall be unlawful to 
hold or maintain any public auction 
sale of diamonds, precious or semi- 
precious stones, germs, watches, clocks 
or jewelry, or imitations of any of the 
above, between the hours of six 
o’clock in the afternoon and nine 
o’clock in the forenoon of any week 
days, unless such merchandise is sold 
with the express understanding that 
it may be returned for refund within 
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forty-eight (48) hours, and a written 
bill of sale 1s furnished to purchaser 
with an exact description of article 
and price. It shall be unlawful to 
hold any public auction sale between 
the hours of twelve o’clock midnight 
and nine o’clock in the forenoon on 
week days. 


It shall be unlawful to hold any 
public auction sales on Sunday. The 
time above referred to shall be East- 
ern Standard Time unless Daylight 
Saving Time is in use in the munici 
pality, in which event, Daylight Sav- 
ing Time shall be determinative. 


Section 13. It shall be unlawful for ` 


any auctioneer to engage in what is 
commonly called “Barking,” “Bally- 
hooing,” Ringing of Bell, or the use 
of any other noisy devise, in order to 
attract people passing the place where 
the auction is being conducted to en- 
ter the place of business. 


Section 14. It shall be unlawful for 
any auctioneer to use or employ, or 
permit te be used or employed. what 
is commonly called a “capper” or 
“shill” or fake bidders. 


It shall be unlawful to sell what are 
known as “blind packages,” or ar- 
ticles which cannot be seen by bidders 
before bids are made. 


Section 15. The Director of Public 
Safety may, upon his own motion, or 
‘upon the verified complaint, in writ- 
ing, of any person, investigate the 
actions of any licensee; and said Di- 
rector, as aforesaid, shall have the 
power to suspend, for the unexpired 
portion of the license period, or for a 
period iess than the unexpired por- 
tion of the licensed period, or to re- 
voke any license issued under the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, where the 
licensee, in performing or attempting 
to perform any of the acts mentioned 
herein, is deemed to be guilty of: (a) 
willfully making any false promise 
or willful misrepresentation, or (b) 


pursuing a flaggrant and continued 
course of willful misrepresentation or 
the making of false promise through 
agents, salesmen, advertisements or 
otherwise, or (c) (failure to account 
for or to pay over any moneys be- 
longing to others, coming into pos- 
session of the licensee, or (d) any 
conduct which demonstrates unworth- 
ines&S, incompetency, bad faith or dis- 
honesty; (e) or for the violation of 
any of the provisions of this Ordin- 
ance. 


Section 16. In addition to any pen- 
alty herein provided, any person or 
corporation convicted for the violation 
of any of the privisions of this Ordi- 
nance shall, upon conviction thereof, 
pay a fine not exceeding Two Hundred 
Dollars ($200.00), or ninety (90) days 
imprisonment. 


Section 17. The words “person,” or 
“applicant” or “licensee” are hereby 
declared to include any individual or 
individuals, co-partners, corporations 
or associations; wherever a state- 
ment or act is required to be made or 
done by a corporation the same shall 
be effected by its duly authorized of- 
ficers. 


Section 18, This Ordinance shall not 
be applicable to sales conducted by 
trustees or referees in bankruptcy, 
executors, administrators, receivers 
or other public officers acting under 
judicial process. 


` Section 19. If any provision of this 
Ordinance is declared or held to be 
unconstitutional, no other portion of 
this Ordinance shall be affected there- 
by, but the unconstitutional provision 
shall be excinded; and the remaining 
provisions of this Ordinance shall con- 
tinue in force. 


Section 20. All Ordinances or parts 
of ordinances jineensistent with the 
terms of this Ordinance, be and the 
same are hereby repealed to the ex- 
tent of such inconsistencies.

motkers and daughters, were permit- 
ted to serve, and they so served for 
four years. There was no question 
raised whatsoever. About in Novem- 
ber, 1938, Commissioner Burnett, in 
interpreting a resolution out of Pat- 


erson said, “ I have a wife who is. 


here serving a bar and IJ notice your 
resolution says that women cannot 
serve at a bar.” 


Well, the Paterson Board said the 


safe thing our Board would say, they 


interpreted the world “employee” to. 


mear. persons only receiving compen- 


sation. The Commissioner differed. 


and said, “You will have to put it in. 
writing and interpret the word “em- 
ployee” and except the persons you 
want.” 


Mzeyor Ellenstein: You mean the 
City of Paterson? ` 


Mr. Simandl: Yes, the City of Pat- 


erson. Counsel to this Board, Mr. 
Sugrue, then called the Board’s at- 
tention to the fact that our set-up 
was the same way and that Commis- 
sioner Burnett at some later time 
might make the same ogjection. He 
called i¢ to the Board’s attention. 
The Chairman said, “Well, draw it and 
put i; in writing; that is our opinion.” 
That applied to all women—I mean 
memiers of the family. 


I came before this Board six months 
ago—-I mean the Excise Board—and 
I have been there every single week 
having hearings, and we had a couple 
of hundred down here a few weeks 
ago. And finally the Excise Board 
did draw a recommendation unani- 
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mously recommendıng the resolution 
as here today. 


However, the Tavern Association 
feels friendly towards the Bartend- 
ers, realizing the compromise they 
asked that only the wives of licensees 
could sell and no other members of 
the family. And that is a short his- 
tory and resume of the situation. 


I think it is a fair resolution and 
one where a wrong should be righted 
because a lot of these people did go 
in the business with the understand- 
ing that their wives would help them 
and now they are in a position where 
they cannot, by reason of the inter- 
pretation of the Board and Commis- 
sioners. They are placed in a posi- 
tion where they might have to close 
their business. 


Mayor Ellenstein: They are subject 
to a violation withovt the resolution? 


Mr. Simandl: Yes. And I might say, 
some of them feel the Board did not 
go far enough, but they are willing to 
go along. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 
son who wishes to be heard in oppo- 
sition to the resolution? 


The roll being called, the resolution 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 

Yeas: Commissioners Franklin, 
Mayor Ellenstein. 


Commissioner Murphy not voting. 

Commissioner Murphy: Did I un- 
dertand you to say the bartenders 
had no objection ? 

Mr. Simandl: They did object to 
them serving at all hours and the 


Board compromised the proposition. 


{Discussion between Mr, Simandl 
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and Commissioner Murphy out of 


hearing of stenographer.) 


Commissioner Murphy: That is 
what I mean, it has been agreed to. 


Mr. Simandl: They are not here 
They have read about the compromise 
in the paper and they are not here. 
I think very bartender walked out 
but one. They are not here today 
and they know it is coming up. There: 
has been no objection since the com- 
promise and this recommendation was. 
passed unanimously by the Board. 
And it has been going on for six 
months, 


Commissioner Murphy: This is: the 
first I heard of it. 


(Further discussion between Com- 
missioner Murphy and Mr. Simandl 
out of hearing of stenographer.) 


Mayor Ellenstein: This is a lien ms 
your department? 


Commissioner Murphy: Yes. That 
was referred to the Law Department. 
and drafted by them. 


Mayor Ellenstein: There aremt: 
enough details here on which you can: 
make a decision. It simply says, “The: 
alleged owner of said premises during. 
th period said water is alleged ta. 
have been used, he had no knowledge. 
of the water being used. There ought: 
to be something more definite as te 
whether he did not know who used 
the water, whether the property was 
unoccupied, whether there were any 
tenants in passession, whether he was- 
collecting rent. And the Law De-- 
partment should give those details.. 
Mr. Kane, do you know anything. 
about this water adjustment? 


Mr. Kane: I think Mr. Cantapule- 
took it up with the Water Department 
and had some correspondence witb- 
them. It is one of those bills where: 


the Water Department tried to as- 
sess. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Usually before 
it is placed in Director Murphy’s de- 
partment and have a lien against the 
property, six months must elapse be- 
‘fore that is done, and if there is any 
‘claim La the water user that he had 
Mo knowledge of the water being used, 
there is an adjustment board com- 
posed of Mr. Judson, Mr. Costello and 
Mr. Banks. I think we ought to have 
more details on this as to the claim 
made by the water user. It does not 
even give the date. It just says on 
the books of the City of Newark a 
charge of $398.48. We certainly ought 
to have the date this bill was in- 
curred and more deails, too. 


Mr. Kane: I didn’t handle this mat- 
ter. 


Commissioner Murphy; Lay it over 
for a week. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I think it ought 
‘to be returned to the Law Depart- 
‘ment for more details as to who did 
‘ase the water and under what cir- 
cumstances the water was used; 
“whether it was vacant property; 
-whether there was a tenant in pos- 
Session or what the circumstances 
were surrounding it. 


Vf there is no objection it will be 
‘weturned to the Law Department for 
a more detailed report. 


{Laid over to May 31, 1939). 
Comraissioner Murphy: I would like 


Zo have it (referring to resolution 
gzuumber 4889) laid over for a week. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It has already 
been passed. 


Mr, Simandl: I understand under a 
new ruling it has been passed.

Mayor Ellenstein; Supporing you be 
recorded as not voting and asking for 
an adjournment of. one week.

An adjourned meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N J., was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Cham- 
ber, City Hall, Newark, at 10 A. M., 
Daylight Saving Time. 


Present: Commissioners Byrne, 
Franklin, Murphy, Mayor Ellenstein. 


Absent: Commissioner Duffy. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The purpose of 
this meeting is to act upon the Bud- 
get in pursuance to the approval of 
the Budget by the Local Government 
Commissioner, Mr. Darby. 


I think you have a report to make, 
haven’t you, Director Murphy? 


Commissioner Murphy: Only on the 
changes that have already been sub- 
mitted to the Commission here that 
that I think should be passed and 
acted upon, and any comment the 
Commission has got to make in refer- 
ence to the demands by Commission- 
er Darby to me, certain changes in 
the Budget I think should be brought 
up and acted upon. 


Mayor Hllenstein: There are two 
large items, as I understand: one, 
Mr. Darby contends that $1,495,000 
more—is that the exact figure? 


Commissioner Murphy: That is 
right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: (Continuing) — 
be placed in the Budget because of 
the vast commitments that have been 
made up to the present time. Now, 
in the informal discussion of the Com- 
missioners and the Law Department, 
it is the belief of the Commission 
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that this item should not go in tne 
Budget, particularly so at this time 
when the taxpayers are hard put and 
unable +o carry the burdens now upon 
them. And it is the thought of the 
Commission to dispatch a telegram to 
the members of the Local Government 
Board, which is the appellate board, 
for an opportunity early next week— 
Monday, if possible—to appear be- 
fore that Board and set forth all the 
reasons, legal and otherwise, why this 
appropriation’ should not be made in 
the Budget. It would increase the 
tax rate by more than twenty-five 
points to do that. The Commission 
believes that there is no legal or mor- 
al justification for saddling the tax- 
payers in this city with that addi- 
tional amount at this time. 


The Legislature has taken no defi- 
nite action; it is uncertain how much 
the Legislature will contribute for re- 
lief to the respective municipalities. 


I have a letter here, which I will 
ask the Clerk to read. which comes 
from the Executive Secretary of the 
League of Municipalities, it points out 
that last year the municipalities 
throughout the State were called upon 
to contribute $4,000,000. This year 
the Legislature, based upon press no- 
tices, intends to double that amount, 
to increase it by one hundred per 
cent. So, in other words, the munici- 
palities throughout the State will be 
called upon to contribute $8,000,000 
instead of $4,000,000 for direct relief, 
Certainiy the municipalities, and the 
taxpayers of this City particularly, 
are in no better position this year 
than last year. If anything, the sit- 
uation is worse. And the Legislature 
should do its full share towards alle- 
viating the burdens of the taxpayers. 


So I will have the letter read so 


the ful] context may be brought to the 
attention of the Commission and those 
assembled here. 


The Clerk then read the communic- 
ation as follows: 


NEW JERSEY STATE LEAGUE OF 
MUNICIPALITIES 
Trenton, New Jersey. 


May 26, 1939. 
My dear Mayor: 


The House of Assembly has ap- 
parently decided on a relief program 
which will provide a State contribu- 
tion of $12,000,090 for the current 
year. Total costs of relief exclusive 
of administration are estimated at 
$20,000,000. Under the circumstances 
municipalities would be expected to 
contribute $8.000,000 collectively. This 
would represent an increase of ap- 
proximately $2,800,000 over that 
which che Legislature finally determ- 
ined we were to pay toward the costs 
of 1938 relief. 


Early last year we were given to 
understand that our collective contri- 
bution would be $4,000,000. The pro- 
posed $8,000,000 contribution for the 
current year doubles this amount. 
Such a plan is certain to seriously 
burden your taxpayers. 


We suggest that you immediately 
send a telegram to Senate President 
Robert C. Hendrickson, Woodbury, N. 
J., explaining just how the proposed 
increase in the municipal contribution 
would effect your tax rate. In the 
meantime similar information should 
be furnished your own State Senator. 
We believe concerted action will cause 
the Legislature to see our viewpoint. 


Trusting you will act immediately

Mayor Ellenstein; I would suggest 
that the Corporation Counsel be ask- 
ed to communicate with the Legisla- 
tive representative of the City, and a 
telegram go forward to the Senator 
from this county and the twelve As- 
semblmen to the President of the Sen- 
ate, together with the Governor, 
pointing those fact out and the se- 
rious situation which confronts the 
taxpayers of the City. 


Commissioner Murphy: I have no 
objection to that. In fact, I do not 
mind saying I have been a little bit 
leery about this relief situation, I 
guess like the majority of us have, 
and that was one reason why, as the 
fiscal officer, I made a number of 
recommendations: which the members 
of the Commission think they are not 
able to carry out; but at the same 
time, we are faced with this serious 
situation now of adding this addi- 
tional amount in there, and I think 
any appeal that can be made to the 
Legislature to try to assume a pro- 
portionate amount of the share of 
this relief, or some proportionate 
amount us they have settled in 1938, 
should be made. 


And I am quite in accord with the 
letter in order to; not overburden the 


municipalities throughout the State 
with any forty or fifty per cent. tax 
on relief. I do not think it is fair; 
I tnink it is unwise of the Legisla- 
ture in acting the way they are in 
passing the buck to the municipalities 
to carry practically all of this big 
load. So I think we should make a 
demand on the Legislature for them 
to take some definite action in as- 
suming the responsibility that they 
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have on the balance of 1938, which 
J thnk was about twenty-five per 
cent., wasn’t it? 


Mayor Ellenstein: 
twenty-five per cent. 


Approximately 


Commissioner Murphy: Which was 
even increased over that which they 
originally started with in 1938. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Originally the 
municipalities were to contribute $4,- 
000,000. Now, this contemplated for- 
ty per cent. would couble the amount 
or increase it by one hundred per 
cent. Of course, Newark would feel 
the full burden of that because we 
have a large relief load in this city. 

Commissioner Murphy: What do 
you want now? 


Mayor Ellenstein: A motion that a 
telegram be sent and that the Corpor- 
ation Counsel and Legislative repre- 
sentative be instructed to send such 
a telegram to the Assemblyman, State 
Senator, President of the Senate, and 
the Governor.

So my thought was this 
year, in view of the fact, apparently 
there isn’t any great emergency for 
foreclosing all those tax certificates, 
because during the last year we were 
not asked to foreclose any, to take 
that $35,000, which I think was im- 
properly committed in the Depart- 
Ment of Revenue and Finance. throw 
that inte the general surplus, which 
would make $35,000 less to put in the 
tax levy, and then put $12,500 or $15, 
000—probably $12,500 would do, be- 
cause we only have part of the rest 
of the year to carry on, into the Law 
Department budget to pay for those 
costs, and the only costs we need in 
connection with that, the cost of doing 
that work would be the usual cost of 
the search, which JI think usually is 
around ten or twelve dollars, and you 
have to pat $25 when you file your 
bill with the Clerk in Chancery. 


I spoke to Commissioner Darby and 
asked him if we could not put say 
$2,500 in, and then use the money 
that came in— 7 


Mayor 
thing ? 


Mr. O’Brien: Rotate the thing. I 
told him I know it was contrary to 
a ruling he had made a number of 
years ago in connection with another 
municipality and discussed with him 
if we could not do it in our case. 
However, he said he could not relax 
the rule, and he has a sound basis for 
his decision. If we did what I sug- 
gest we would then be in the position 
of the $35,000 going back into general 
surplus, and only $12,000 going‘in our 


` Ellenstein: ` Rotaté the 


budzet and we could save the differ- 
ence. There 1s, however, one other 
item in my budget— 


Mayor Elienstein: You are suggest- 
ing that the appropriation of $35,000 
be reduced to $12,000? 


Mr. O’Brien: To $12,500. Actually 
it ig not an appropriation in Director 
Murphy’s Budget: this year for the 
reason it was in last year and he held 
it over. ; 


Mayor Ellenstein: The tax levy 
would be reduced ‘by $23,000? 


Mr. D’Brien: By removing that 
frora that position into general sur- 
plus of the City and then putting $12,- 
500 in— 


Mayor Ellenstein: As an appropria- 
tion, 


Mr. O’Brien: As an appropriation, 
you would have a net saving in the 
levy of the difference between $35,000 
and $12,500. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Or $22,500. 
Mr. O’Brien: That is right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That would be 
the net saving in the tax levy? 


Mr. O’Brien: That is right. 


" Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any ob- 
jection to that? 


Commissioner Murphy: In the Law 
Department’s Budget? 


Mr. O’Brien: Yes, because after all, 
the Law Department, as I stated last 
year— 


Commissioner Murphy: There was 
quite a discussion, the members of 
the Commission will recall, a year ago, 
and it was decided by a majority of 
the members that the foreclosure 
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money cf $35,000 should be set up in 
my Budget, and later on in the year 
the Commission by a vote of four 
members of the Commission gave me 
authority to proceed. I don’t think 
I have to go into the history of that 
whole thing, but there was quite a 
little interference all during the 
course of time, and the Law Depart- 
ment hadn’t done anything at all in 
reference to foreclosures, even fore- 
closures that had been carried over 
from the old administration, to my 
knowledge. These properties have 
have been accumulated, and I am pro- 
ceeding, and the money has already 
been committed. It has been carried 
over as a reserve against commit- 
ments, because these foreclosures, 
there have already been assignments 
made, and I do not see what can be 
done insofar as that item is con- 
cerned outside of leaving it remain 
exactly where it is so I can go ahead 
and proceed and have these proper- 
ties foreclosed so that they can be 
turned into income producing rata- 
bles instead of standing the way they 
have for a good many years with the 
City paying county and state taxes on 
them and nothing at all being done. 
And I personally feel that the major- 
ity members of the Commission’s ac- 
tion should stand the way it is and 
the item should be stricken out of the 
Law Department’s Budget. 


Mr. O’Brien: May I say this: with 
reference to the old foreclosures: 
when I first came in Mr. Costellano 
had handled them, and he asked my 
permission to continue. He said he 
wanted to continue—- 


Mayor Elenstein: Mr. Castellano 
is in Director Murphy’s department ? 

Mr. O’Brien: Yes. And he asked 
permission to continue the ones in- 
stituted and then pending, and I gave 
my permission to use my name and 
have my name substituted as attorney 
of record and continue those, as to 
any others I have told the Director, 
and I think in several communica- 


tions, if my recollection is correct, at 
all time the Law Department has 
stood ready to proceed with any fore- 
closures that were sent to us for fore- 
closure, and we would get them out as 
fast as we could. 


With reference to the commitments, 
I told the Commission at that time, 
and I think since that time, that no 
commitments could be made on that 
$35,000 fmund, under the law, with- 
out y having directed those commit- 
ments as Corporation Counsel and 
made those commitments by reason of 
the status of the law of this State. 
And in discussing the matter with 
Commissioner Darby when I was tak- 
ing up some other matters with him, 
he indicated he agreed with me that 
the money could not be properly con- 
sidered as committed money because 
I had not taken any steps to put such 
commitments in force and effect. And 
as a matter of law it is my opinion, 
I told the Board of Commissioners, it 
stands as money that should have 
gone into the general surplus, having 
never been expended or never been 
properly committed during the past 
year, 


Commissioner Murphy: /If there will 
be anything left out of the $35,000 it 
will be carried over into the surplus 
of next year. 


Mr. O’Brien; It should have been in 
this year’s surplus. 


Commissioner Murphy: Well, of 
course, that is a matter of opinion. 
Your are counsel, you are giving 
your opinion, and it is your own opin- 
ion, and you give it from a legal 
standpoint. 


Mr. O’Brien: All right. 


Commissioner Murphy: I do not 
feel as though it should. I think the 
majority of the Commission gave me 
the right to carry this over as a re- 
serve, 


Mr O’Brien The very fact that 
these foreclosures have not been pro- 
ceeded with is proof of the fact that 
these atttorneys doing the work 
recognized my statement of the law 
that it is the law. 


Commissioner Murphy: I don’t 
think that is correct; they differ. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The point is, here 
are 2500 to 2700 pieces of property 
that are subject to foreclosure and 
should be foreclosed, otherwise it is 
prejudicial to the interests of these 
taxpayers who are paying the taxes. 
Nothing has been done all last year, 
and I particularly have in mind a 
man that appeared or an ordinance 
was presented to the City Commis- 
sion, and did not pass, fortunately for 
the City, who did not have a mort- 
gage on his property and owned taxes 
for ten years. Now, there is no rea- 
son or no excuse for that, and every- 
thing should be done just as you your- 
self say to put those back into the 
ratables, at least so that the City 
does not have to pay any county taxes 
on them. Now, the City is carrying 
those 2700 pieces of property and 
paying county taxes and getting no 
revenue at all for it. 


Now, there wasn’t a single foreclos- 
ure last year. Mr. O’Brien says that 
under the law nobody can foreclose 
without the consent of the Law De- 
partment. and that is by a special act 
of the Legislature. 


From what little I know of the 
law I think he is right in his conten- 
tion,—at any rate, nobody has come 
forward and refuted his opinion of 
the law. All I am concerned with 
are results. Mr. O’Brien now makes 
the suggestion that for $12,500 he will 
be able in his Law Department, with- 
out increasing any expenditures, and 
they have endeavored to do whatever 
they can in the Lew Department and 
there would be a saving in the tax 
levy of this year of $22,500. Now, 


it doesn t make any difference wheth- 
er that goes into the surplus or 
whether it is dropped. It certainly 
can go into general, surplus and the 
surplus increased by, the amount, and 
the net result is that the taxpayers of 
the City will not be called upon to 
pay $22,500, and will likely get results 
because then the Law Department 
will be saddled with that responsibil- 
ity, ard if there aren’t any foreclos- 
ures at the end of the year, as there 
weren’t during the last year with that 
§35,000 in the budget, the Law De- 
partment will then be called upon to 
answer. Now we are stagnated, we 
are not helping the taxpayers, we are 
rot helping the City by what appears 
to be a matter of technicality. What 
we should be concerned with is results 
and the effect it produces on the tax- 
payers, 


Commissioner Murphy: We are not 
stagnated as far as. I am concerned, 
and there is no technicality as far as 
J am concerned, because I am proceed- 
ing right ahead and going right ahead 
with the foreclosures and there will 
be results. These properties have 
been accumulated before my time, Mr. 
Mayor-— 


Mayor Ellenstein: I realize that. 


Commissioner Murphy (continuing) 
over a period of years and their peo- 
ple did nothing at all about it. It took 
considerable time before the Commis- 
sion finally—-I think it was around 
last August or July, whenever it was, 
they gave me full authority to pro- 
ceed, and I believe and endeavored to 
carry out and give every property 
owner that had any. equity if they 
wanted to preserve that property an 
opportunity to preserve it before I 
would ve a party to try to take away 
that home or that property from them. 
Therefore, they were given an oppor- 
tunity to come in and go on a month- 
ly installment plan, Some of them 
have and are now paying on the in- 
stalment plan. Those that are not we 
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are now proceeding to assigning 
these; they have been assıgned to 
different lawyers to proceed to fore- 
close with those different properties. 
That is ın the course of procedure go- 
ing right on at the present time, and 
more quick action will be shown now 
than there could have been before. 
After ail, no one could come in here 
over night and be able out of 2700- 
odd pieves of property that have been 
laying around for years and nothing 
done, to get them altogether and get 
into it and make sure they would try 
to treat everybody right. It was im- 
possibleto do that over night due to 
the fact a number of obstacles were 
put in my way. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I did not attend 
the Commission meeting when that 
resolution was passed by a majority 
of the Commission. But that resolu- 
tion, as I understand it, that would 
cost the City over $200,000 because it 
gave you authority to engage attor- 
neys, and I believe—-I am not certain 
about the terms, but at a rate of $75 
a foreclosure. The Federal Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation only pays 
$50 a foreclosure. Mr. O’Brien makes 
this statement and says that no out- 
side attorney can represent the City 
without his authority. That is definite 
as to the law. Secondly, he offers to 
do the work and suggests that only 
$12,500 be put in the budget for that 
purpose and not $35,000. Now, there 
is a technicality there. Mr. O’Brien 
says, and he is the legal representa- 
tive of the City, that it cannot be 
done through any other sources except 
by designation of the Law Depart- 
ment—meaning, of course, himself, 
the Corporation Counsel. The law 
seems to be clear and explicit on that 
point. But the point is, we are get- 
ting nowhere. A whole year has 
elapsed and nothing has been done. 
It is not necessary to accumulate 2,- 
700 pieces of property, because ob- 
viously you cannot foreclose on them 
all at one time. You take those cases 
where you are certain people are nev- 


er going to redeem the property, and 
certainly there must be hundreds of 
those, and get those out and foreclose 
them, verfect title and, if necessary, 
get them back in the ratables by sell- 
ing them, and perhaps an improve- 
ment will come upon them. But to. 
keep those properties in the present 
state—I am not blaming you for the 
ten years of this one property that 
came to my attention. But here is a 
man who hasn’t a mortgage on his. 
property and hasn’t paid a cent of 
taxes for ten years. There is no rea- 
son for that. Eventually, if he con- 
tinues like that, the lien will be much 
more than what the property is worth, 
if it isn’t already, and the City suf- 
fers. There is no reason why a ma: 
should not pay for taxes on his prop-. 
erty for ten years who he hasn’t even 
got a mortgage on it, and other tax- 
payers were heavily mortgaged and 
made an effort and do pay their taxes 
where they possibly can. There must. 
be other similar properties like that. 


Mrs. Leo Hopp, 440 Orange Street: 
Our Law Department costs the City 
of Newark a pretty penny. I person- 
ally think if our Law Department is. 
not capable of handling what it should 
handle we should do without a Law 
Department. I have no objection to. 
hiring lawyers; they have to make a 
living, too; but I do not see why we 
should have a Law Department and 
then pay for extra lawyers to do. 
work. I cannot conceive of anything 
like that. 


Mr. Murphy, the Essex Troop, that 
is a privately organized corporation 
on Roseville Avenue, and I understand 
they haven’t paid their taxes for the 
last ten years. Does that belong under 
the jurisdiction of Newark or is that 
the State? : 


Commissioner Murphy: The State. 


Mr. O’Brien: Part of it, I think, is 
private property there. 


Mrs. Hopp: I think Colonel Ballen-

tine is the head of that and it is en- 
joyed be the wealthy, and 1 do not 
see why they cannot pay their taxes 
as well as anybody else. They have 
horse shows and polo games and they 
enjoy that and they pay no taxes. 
Why don’t you foreclose on them? 


Commissioner Murphy: Last year ! 
did go after them on that and it was 
laid over through the request of the 
State officials in order to try to bring 
about a settlement of that between 
that period last year when we had ad- 
vertised the tax sale and the present 
time. So that there have been nego- 
tiations going on in order to try to 
bring about a settlement of those 
taxes. 


Mrs. Hopp: Well. it should be set- 
tled by all means, because that is un- 
fair to the other taxpayers. Don’t you 
think to allow a thing to go like that 
for ten years is wrong for the tax- 
payers? 


Commissioner Murphy: It is. 


Mrs. Hopp: As I say, they have 
horse snows enjoyed by the wealthy 
people. Why shouldn’t they pay their 
just deserts? If they can afford that, 
they can afford to pay taxes. 


Commissioner Murphy: I am nego- 
tiating that. 


Mrs. Hopp: Well, you just get after 
them ana do that. 


Commissioner Murphy: The City 
has already in numerous cases, the 
Board of Commissioners has already 
employed special counsel and in- 
structed the Law Department in re- 
ference to special counsel, and there 
is nothing new about the Law De- 
partment having instructions from the 
Commigsion. 


Mayo: Ellenstein: That is always 
with the Law Department’s consent 
and suggestion. 


Mr OBrien At no time has the 
Law Department ever said ıt would 
not g.adly go ahead: with all the fore- 
closure cases sent to it that it could 
possibly do. The only thing I said 
was, when 2500 cases were mentioned, 
that we could not do them all at once 
as apparently they: wanted to. But 
with a year elapsed we could have 
done hundreds of them. 


Commissioner Murphy: Why didn’t 
you do what you had carried over 
from the last administration? 


Mr. O’Brien: Those were in charge 
of your department and-— 


Cornmissioner Murphy: They were 
not. 


Mr. O’Brien: They were before that 
and permission was given by me to 
Mr. Castellano to go ahead and use 
my name. 


Commissioner Murphy: I am satis- 
fied if you had carried the 2500 here 
another ten years I. would not get rid 
of them. As far as I am concerned, 
that is the way J feel about it, and 
unless this Commission authorizes 
otherwise the $35,000 is going to re- 
main in there and I am going ahead 
and clean this job: up that is badly 
needed. 


Mrs. Hopp: We pay a big price for 
the Law Department and if they are 
not capable of handling things, out 
they should go. 


Mrs. George Varley, 29 Hudson 
Street: May I ask how many lawyers 
there are? 


Mr, O’Brien; Seven Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsels. ` 


Mrs. Varley: And nothing done in 4 
whole year? 


Mr. O’Brien: They haven’t been sent 
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to us We cannot do a thing until 
they are sent to us. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Just the same as 
any other Commissioner has a matter 
in his department, he turns it over 
to the Law Department. 


Mrs. Varley: A whole year and you 
know there are a lot to be done. You 
have seven lawyers. Why can’t they 
do it? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Mr. O’Brien is 
trying to explain that by saying they 
were not referred to his department. 


Mrs. Varley: You had some. 


Mr. O'Brien: If they are sent to us 
we take care of them. They have 


not been sent to us. We cannot go _ 


down and tell the Commission what tc 
do in his particular department, 


Mrs. Varley: Why didn’t you send 
them to him? 


Commissioner Marphy: They have 
already been there from the old de- 
partment. 


Mrs. Varley: If you are the new 
Commissioner you should have sent 
them to him? 


Commissioner Murphy: They were 
in their department ‘from the old 
Commission. 


Mrs. Varley: But when you took 
office you should have sent them to 
him from your organization. You 
had better send them to him and get 
them cleared up. 


Mayor Ellensteir: Mr. O’Brien is 
now suggesting a saving of $22,500, 
and also says that it cannot be legally 
done by any lawyers appointed by 
you. Now, that stagnates the whole 
thing, it stymies it. There won’t be 
anything done. He is suggesting a 
saving of $22,500, and suggesting that 


as fast as you can send them to him, 
those properties which you in your 
opinion think ought to be foreclosed, 
that they will ptoceed to do it as 
rapidly as they can, 


Commissioner Murphy: Well, there 
will be no saving by them, that is 
my opinion, and I am not, as far as 
I am concerned, going to approve it 
to have the saving. The experience 
I have had so far, J haven’t any con- 
fidence in them, and they have not 
been any too much right on anything 
that carne up here of importance that 
I have questicned. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, that doesn’t 
make it so. 


Commissioner Murphy: After all, 
the majority members rule. 


Mayor Ellenstein; That is true, I 
am trying to reason with you. The 
suggestion is made that $22,500 be 
saved the taxpayers in this year’s 
ievy. Certainly, every dollars counts 
these days, and the suggestion is 
made that it can be done by the Law 
Department, Mr. O’Brien. as I un- 
derstand, asks you to send those cases 
to him. During the year that you 
have had it since the resolution has 
been passed, which resolution gave 
you autnority—and as I said, and 1 
want to repeat, I was not present, be- 
cause J certainly would not have stood 
for any resolution like that to pay a 
lawyer. I like to see everybody get 
along, put under that arrangement it 
would cost the City more than $200,- 
000 to clean out those foreclosures. 


Commissioner Murphy: You stood 
for resolutions to pay for other law- 
yers. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Certainly, where 
it was to the interest of the City. I 
stood for a resolution to employ Mr. 
Lane, and J stood for a resolution to 
employ Mr. Matthews who defended 
the tax assessment of eleven insur- 
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ance companies, the Pubhe Service 
and the Telephone Company. But I 
did not stand for any resolution where 
an employee of the City could repre- 
sent a taxpayer and be paid on the 
contingency if he reduced the taxes 
for the aggrieved taxpayer he would 
be paid, like you did, selecting Puder 
and Pader to be employed by the 
Telephone Company, which amounted 
to $585,000 in tax dollars. 


Commissioner Murphy: Which did 
not cost the City a cent. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It didn’t? Just 
$580,000 that is all. And I am pre- 
paring the letter right now. 


Commissioner Murphy: Why don’t 
you answer it instead of trying to 
throw a smoke screen out? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I will answer it. 


Commissioner Murphy: Why inject 
that when you haven’t even answered 
it? 


Mayor Ellenstein: You say I stood 
for the appointing of others. So I 
have, with justification; but I can see 
no logical justification for this, Here 
is an offer to save $22,500 for the City 
an offer to clean up these matters that 
should be cleaned up and which is to 
the detriment of every taxpayer here. 
There are 2700 pieces of property 
that should be foreclosed, the people 
have not paid taxes on it anywheres 
from four to ten or twelve years. No 
logical reason why it should be held in 
abeyance and at the same time the 
taxpayers pay the county because 
they are carried not as the property 
of the City, but as a delinquent tax- 
payer, so the contribution has to be 
made by the local taxpayers to the 
county. I see no objection, particu- 
larly so when the work can be done 
so much cheaper and for less money 
and there isn’t any resolution that au- 
thorizes Mr. O’Brien or anyone else 
to engage attorneys at $75 a foreclos- 


ure like the resolution you had pass- 
ed durmg the meeting I was away au- 
thorizing you to do that. 


Commissioner Franklin: Mr. Mayor, 
to bring this to a cluse, in view of the 
fact the Corporation Counsel ex- 
presses a saving. of twenty-some-odd 
thousand dollars— 


Mr. O’Brien: There was one other 
item—if you want to dispose of that— 


Commissioner . Franklin: I move 
you that the Law Department budget 
be decreased to $12,500 instead of a 
decrease of $43,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Decreased to 
$12,500. 


Commissioner Franklin: He had the 
item of $43,000 in there. Now he 
says eight can come out and that he 
can do the whole thing for $12,500, 
is that right? 


Mr. O’Brien: That will take care of 
all necessary costs as much as we 
could possibly do for the remainder of 
the year. And incidentally, that mon- 
ey will come back to the City because 
thcse costs come back to us; they are 
not like fees. 


Commissioner Franklin: Those are 
court costs? 


Mr. O’Brien: Yes. They are not like 
fees paid to an attorney for doing the 
work. In fact, we get it back togeth- 
er with additional costs. 


There is one other item that is in- 
cluded in that, the item of Legisla- 
tive Agent which was in Director 
Murphy’s budget last year—legisla- 
tive expenses, including Legislative 
Agent, of $7,500 in the Department 
of ‘Revenue and Finance last year. The 
Commission passed an ordinance 
which transferred that from the Di- 
rector of Revenue and Finance’s De- 
partment to the Law Department. 
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Now, I don’t know what amount you 
intend to put in on that, but that 
amount will have to also come out of 
that $48,000 before you reduce it. 
After all, it is just shifted from one 
department to another. I don’t think 


you have to put in that full amount., 


Commissioner Franklin: I want to 
be able to make a motion on the ex- 
act figure. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I don’t think 
your motion goes far enough. In order 
to accomplish the saving of $22,500, 
your motion should include that the 
$35,000 in Director Murphy’s budget, 
which is appropriated for these fore- 
closeures, be placed in the general 
surplus so that it is reflected in the 
tax levy, a saving of $22,500. That 
disposes of the item, both of which 
appear in those respective budgets. 


Commissioner Byrne: I am not sure 
how there is a saving. Hasn’t this 
money heen committed ? 


Mr. O’Brien: No, sir, it was not 
committed and cannot be committed 
without my consent. 


Commissioner Byrne: Wasn’t it in 
last year’s budget? 


Mr. O’Brien: Yes, in Director Mur- 
phy’s budget, However, not a single 
penny of that could be spent except 
by my hiring the individuals. I never 
saw the need to hire individuals; cases 
were never sent to me for hiring; 
they never were hired. And not hav- 
ing been committed, that money 
stands in the budget as an uncommit- 
ted fund and should be placed in the 
general credit of the City in the gen- 
eral surplus. It was not. The effect 
of the motion would be to take it from 
where it is and put it where it should 
be, in the general surplus of the City, 
which would put $85,000 there, there- 
by making an offset of $35,000 against 
what you have to spend this year. 


Commissioner Byine On that reso- 
lution that was passed— 


Mr. O’Brien: I ruied that resolution 
was illegal and could in no way bind 
the City. 


Commissioner Byrne; But it was ac- 
tually passed. : 


Mr. O’Brien: But the resolution was 
invalid. 


Commissioner Murphy: The budget. 
was approved by the State. 


Mr. O’Brien: Yes, the money, they 
could put this money in any one of 
the five budgets, but, of course, the: 
Law Department is the proper place,. 
but no matter where it was it could’ 
not be spent without my making the- 
commitment and I did not make the: 
commitment, 


Commissioner Murphy: The same 
argument was used at that time, and 
still all the majority members of the 
Commission felt it should be put into 
this department because they wanted 
the Director of Revenue and Finance 
to handle it. 


Mr. O’Brien: I am not asking for 
the work, I am just making my po- 
sition clear before the Commission. 
And we have stood ready for more- 
than a year and a half to do this. 
work, as much as we possibly can, We- 


-still stand ready to do it. If we do it. 


it will constitute a substantial saving: 
to the taxpayer and it will effect this. 
particular budget this year to the ex- 
tent of $22,500. 


Commissioner Murphy: To me that: 
is not so and there won’t be any sav- 
ing to the taxpayer. In fact, to my” 
own opinion it will cost the taxpayers. 
a whole lot more if it is left to the 
Law Department to do it. That is my 
opinion, and J am standing on it. What. 
right have you got to say— 
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Mr O’Buen It 1s very simple. If 
the Law Department members were 
paid to co the work you do not pay 
outside counsel to do it. 


Commissioner Murphy: The Law 


Department has not been able to han- ` 


dle what they have got. 


Mr. O’Brien: We have never got one 
from your department despite our let- 
ters stating we are ready and willing. 


Commissioner Murphy: All right, I 
am not going to prejudice one tax- 
payer’s interest against the other. 


Mr. O'Brien: You pick them out for 
us. 


Commissioner Murphy: You have 
had what was down there before I 
came in and you have done nothing. 


Mr. O’Brien; That is not right; they 
have been in your department waiting 
Tor action. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Let us see if it 
ïs a saving. That resolution that was 
‘passed when I was away permits you 
‘to engage attorneys for $75 a fore- 
‘closure. 


Mr. O’Brien: It was more than that; 
I think it ran up to $100 a foreclos- 
mre, maybe $150 on an average. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How much could 
You on an average do it for? 


Mr. O’Brien: We have got to pay 
$25 to file our bill, and the City has 
always paid ten or twelve dollars for 
Searches that were made preparatory 
to filing and we get that back and 
our costs back, together with our oth- 
er costs that are generally taxed 
costs. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How can you 
logically say it can be done cheaper, 
‘assuming it can be done legally that 
way? 


Comniussioner Murphy The records 
of the City shows now from the ones 
already foreclosed by the Law De- 
partment has cost the City $2,000 a 
piece. ` 


Mayor Ellenstein: What records? 


Commissioner Murphy: The records. 
of the City. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Where? 


Commissioner Murphy: I will pro- 
duce them. l 


Mayor Ellenstein: How long ago is 
that? I know you ought to have 
some idea. 


Mr. O’Brien: Not during my time. 
I haven’t got any. 


Commissioner Murphy: I am talk- 
ing about the records of the City of 
foreclosures over $2,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Doesn’t it stand 
to reason if these foreclosures are 
handled by the Law Department and 
it is not necessary to engage outside 
attorneys, that it can be done cheap- 
er that way? Isn’t that reasonable? 


Ccmmissioner Murphy: Not to me. 
The record doesn’t prove it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are sending 
this work out. These people are not 
going to work for nothing, and nobody 
expects them to work for nothing. But 
here is an offer, aside from the legal 
aspect, and I am satisfied that neither 
you nor any other commissioner nor 
the majority of the Commission can 
engage any lawyer to represent the 
City without the consent of the Law 
Department, because the Law Depart- 
ment is the legally authorized repre- 
sentative of the City, not by any ac- 
tion of this Commission, but by an act 
of the Legislature. The Legislature 
says that the Corporation Counsel 
shall be the legally authorized agent 
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of the City. So that you or I or the 
combined opinion of the Commission 
or anyone one of us or group of us 
to appoint any legal representative, 
cannot be done without the consent of 
the Law Department. Now, that is 
clear. But forgetting that, when the 
work is going to be done as it will be 
done—now, you have had this for a 


whole year and you baven’t sent a sin- . 


gle foreclosure to the Law Devart- 
ment, you haven’t made an effort— 
I have 


Commissioner Murphy: 


made an effort. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You said you 
were accumulating these 2,700. 


Commissioner Murphy: Accumulat- 
ing them? 


Mayor Ellenstein; Making a survey, 
or whatever you were doing. There 
must some of those 2,700 that could 
have gone forward in the past year, 
that could have been foreclosed. At 
least, it would have been a step in 
the right direction. 


Commissioner Murphy: We are. We 
are moving ag fast as we can on it. 
You cannot do those things over night 
that have been laying around for 
years. 


Mr. O’Brien: And I know of na 
case where they attempted to file, be- 
cause the lawyers knew they could 
not do it. 


Mrs. Hopp: Supposing the people 
make a move that this gentleman 
here take over the foreclosures and 
if he doesn’t do it within a very spe- 
cified time that we simply get rid of 
them, that is all. What is the use of 
having a Law Department and paying 
thousands and thousands of dollars 
and nothing is accomplished? 


Mr. O’Brien: Is isn’t our fault. 


Mrs. Hopp: If you do your work as 


you should do it here, or get out, that 
is all. That is final, and you pub- 
lish in the paper what you are ac- 
complishing and let them know it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: No one can do 
any work unless they are given the 
opportunity to do it. 


Mrs. Hopp: I realize that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: He says he has 
asked for the work and it has not 
been sent to him. If I were represent- 
ing you as a lawyer you would have 
to give me the work before you could 
find fault with me. If you did not 
give me your case you could not come 
back to me and say. “You haven’t 
done the work,” intelligently, could 
you? 


Mrs. Hopp; Of course not. 


Mayor Ellenstein; If you gave me 
a case— 


Mrs. Hopp: Then it is up to you do 
it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If I did not do 
it diligently and expeditiously, you 
could come and say, “I gave you this 
case—” 


Mrs. Hopp: Well, the taxpayers in 
the future expect that of you. 


Mr. O’Brien: We have always been 
ready to do the work. 


Mrs. Hopp: Mr. Mayor, may I ask 
why it is counsel retained by the City 
and draws a salary also draws a fee 
for extra work? Say, for instance, in 
the cass of Mr. Englander on thè 
Water Commission. 


Mr. O’Brien: Mr. Englander is not 
on the Water Commission any more. 


Mrs. Hopp: No, he isn’t, but he did 
draw quite a fee. 
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Mayor Ellenstein; That ıs up to the 
State; the State appointed him, the 
City did not appoint him on the Wat- 
er Commission. 

Mrs. Hopp: But he is employed 
by the City. 


Ellenstein: Not on the 
That is a State 


Mayor 
Water Commission. 
agency. 


Mrs. Hopp: I often wondered, be- 
cause I knew he was drawing a sal- 
ary—where does he draw his salary 
from, the City here? 


Mayor Ellenstein; Not on the Wat- 
er Commission. He draws it from the 
State. The State pays it. 


Mr. O’Brien: He was only on there 
for a- Zew months while they were 
waiting to put somebody else in there. 


Mayor Ellenstein; That doesnt’ 
make any difference. The City does 
Dot appoint him; the State appoints 
him to one and the City appoints him 
to one. In fact, he received his ap- 
pointment by the City— 


Mrs. Hopp: I cannot understand 
why thay get two salaries; it doesn’t 
seem right in a way. If they work 

for the State he should get one sal- 
” ary— 


Mr. O’Brien: That was only for a 
short period of time while they were 
making the change when he came 
down here. 


Mrs. Hopp: All right. Thank you. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there a mo- 
tion pending? ' 


Commissioner Franklin: I made a 
motion. 


Mayor Ellenstein; What is it? 


Comnussioner Frankhn I don’t 
know how complicated it is now. 


Mayor Ellenstein: There ought to 
be a provision in that that the $35,- 
600 that is in Director Murphy’e bud- 
get— ; ` 


Commissioner: Franklin: I move 
that the Law Department— 


Mayor Ellenstein: That a resolution 
be drawn. 


Commussioner Franklin: I move you 
that the budget. of the Law Depart- 
ment which was advertised at $144,- 
100 be reduced— 


Mayor Ellenstein: Why don’t you 
taxe the separate item and then pre- 
sent a resolution at the next City 
Ccmmission meeting ? 


Mr. O’Brien: Make the motion now 
and then we will prepare the resolu- 
tion. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, there has 
been a motion made that the $35,000 
item that appears in the Law De- 
partment to be appropriated for fore- 
elcsures, be reduced to $12,500, and 
that the appropriation in Directo. 
Murphy’s budget amounting to $35,- 
000—- 


Mr. O’Brien: Not the appropriation; 
moneys held last year. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Money held from 
the unexpended amount of $35,000 
last year be put in the general re- 
serve fund so that it will reflect in 
the reduction of the tax levy by $22,- 
500— . ` 


Commissioner Byrne: How can you 
do that when it has been committed ? 


Mr. O’Brien: It has not been com- 
mitted und cannot be committed and 
I did not commit it. 
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Commissioner Byrne: It has been 
committed, 


Mr. O’Brien: It has never been 
legally committed, and as I told you, 
in a conversation I had with Com- 
missioner Darby— 


Commissioner Byrne: If you don’t 
give your consent, isn’t it legally 
committeed ? 


Mr. O’Brien: It isn’t legally com- 
mitted if it is to do any legal or hir- 
ing persons to do legal work. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If we are going 
to rest on pride or anything like that, 
let the $12,500 be appropriated in Di- 
rector Murphy’s budget to be used by 
you, if that is all he wants. 


Commissioner Murphy: No sir. Not 
at all. Not as far as I am concerned. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, the Law 
Department reports there cannot be 
any commitment as to it because it 
cannot Le legally disbursed by Direc- 
tor Murphy. 


Commissioner Murphy: Of course, 
I do not agree with the opinion of 
the Law Department, and it isn’t the 
first time. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, that would 
be expected. 


Commissioner Murphy: No, it isn’t 
expected, but it has been held up all 
the time. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It seems to me 
you ought to agree to this where you 
can reduce the tax levy, where we can 
have this thing cleaned up, which is 
one of the vital factors prejudicing 
the taxpuyers who pay their taxes, 
and increasing the tax rate, that you 
ought to do that. Now, here is a re- 
quest and suggest to reduce the tax 
levy by $22,500, a suggestion that all 
the foreclosures that you send to the 


Law Department will be handled as 
expiditiously as possible with a min- 
imum arsount of cost.. I don’t see 
that there is any tenable ground for 
arguing against that. 


Commissioner Murphy: Well, there 
is to me. I have told you the Law 
Departinent’s experience has cost the 
City over $2,000 in each case, and in 
so far as I am concerned they have 
had forty cases laying in their office 
ever since the Corporation Counsel 
has taken office— 


Mr. O’Brien: That ig not so. 


Commissioner Murphy (continuing) 
—<And done nothing at all about them. 


Mr. O’Brien: They have not been. 
They have been in your office. 


Commissioner Murphy: He has 
never issued any instructions to Mr. 
Castallano of my office, to my knowl- 
edge, and after all, I am the Director 
down there. And I am satisfied the 
2,600 cases will drag along if they 
are left to him and nothing be done: 
and from experience if it is going to 
cost us $2,000 apiece I am sure there 
will be a big saving to the taxpayers 
by my handling them on the $35,000 
which has been reserved from last 
year and carried over. 


Mr. O’Brien: On the basis of 2,600 
cases, figuring the rates by this reso- 
lution, which { declared to be illegal, 
the cost to the City would be around 
$350,000. Of course, we cannot clean 
up 2,600 in one years, but we could 
have had hundreds of them cleaned 
up in the last year if there had not 
bee a delay. We would have had 
hundreds of them cleared up now, and 


we are ready to go ahead and clear 
them up if you.send them to us. 


Commissioner Murphy: I think f 
have made my— 
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Mrs. Varley. Have you no mort- 
gages m your department? 


Mr, O’Brien: None at ail, no tax 
foreclosure cases. 


Mrs. Varley: Have you no— 
Mr. O’Brien: None. 


Mrs. Varley: Wait a minute. Have 
you no foreclosures for taxes in your 
department at all? 


Mr. O'Brien: That is right. 
Mrs. Varley: Not any? 


Mr. O’Brien: No cases. The only 
cases that are pending are the ones 
which were pending at the time I 
went into office. 


Mrs. Varley: In your department? 


Mr. O’Brien: No, they were down in 
the Director of Revenue and Finance’s 
Department, handled by Mr. Castel- 
lano down there as he had handled 
them in the past, where he would do 
as many as he could, J don’t doubt in 
the course of the year. As to these 
he asked my permission to substitute 
my name and continue to clean those 
out, and I gave him that permission. 
They have never sent one up to us 
to take care of. 


Mrs. Varley: Why didn’t you sen 


them down? a 


Commissioner Murphy: For your 
benefit, Mr. Castellano never did fore- 
close these properties, but on the oth- 
er hand ‘the previous Directors of 
Revenue and Finance were authorized 
to hire attorneys, which they did, ac- 
cording to the City records. 


Mrs. Varley: You have been in of- 
fice for two years. Why didn’t you 
send them to his department? 


Mr. O’Brien: I have written to the 


Duector that we have been ready to 
do ıt. 


Commissioner Murphy: Mrs., this is 
the whole thing: I tried to explain 
it in that way, the chaotic set-up on 
all these pieces of property down 
there, and in the last year $35,000 
was pul in my budget for the first 
time. And when, 1 came in here in 
May, 1937, I am sure I didn’t know 
about these conditions until I went 
into it, and it took time to go in 
and find out those things. And in 
1938, I asked that $35,600 be placed 
in my budget in order to try to clear 
up the condition of these delinquent 
property owners and bring abcut fore- 
closures. 


Mrs. Varley: But why do you have 
a Law Department and not put mort- 
gages in? Why couldn’t you give 
them a few of them to foreclose. Why 
pay $35,000? 


Commissioner Murphy: They had 
40 and did nothing about them. 


Mr. O’Brien: That is not so. 


Commissioner Murphy: I don’t care 
what he says, I am entitled to say 
something. 

Mayor Ellenstein: Have you sent 
any to him? 


Commissione r Murphy: No, be- 
cause I am acting on the action of 
the Commission, and I am proceeding 
to clear them up. 


Mrs. Varley: Why should you need 
more men? You have a department. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The department 
cannot act— 


Mrs. Varley: Why didn’t he give 
thern to him? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Director, suppose 
you were a private individual, not sit- 
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ting as a Commissioner and you had 
properties to be foreclosed. You are 
a layman— 


Mrs. Varley: But he has had them 
a long time. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Just a moment, 
please. Would you go out—would yor 
suggest that your lawyer take care 
of those foreclosures for you? You 
would e that? There is an author- 
ized lawyer for the City irrespective 
of what your personal opinion might 
be. 


The Corporation Counsel is the duly 
authorized legal representative, and 
if you were sitting as a director in a 
private corporation, no matter what 
your personal feelings might be to- 
ward the lawyer whe represented that 
corporation, you would send legal 
matters to him, and that you haven’t 
done. Instead of that you had a reso- 
lution passed one day when I was 
away authorizing you to pay $75 and 
other things, $75 and trimmings to 
lawyers outside of the Corporation 
Counsel Now, I do not see any log- 
ical reason for that. 


Commissioner Murphy: You men- 
tioned when you were away. You are 
trying to draw the inference that 
probably brought un a resolution— 


Mayor Ellenstein: I don’t know 
whether you did or not. 


Commissioner Murphy: Wait a min- 
ute, I let you talk. There has never 
been a time when I was afraid to 
present anything when you were here 
or any other members of the Com- 
mission, and J] did not wait for you to 
be here cr anybody else. I have al- 
ways been accustomed to expressing 
myself before you or anybody else 
here, and continued to do so. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, I will be 
charitable and give you the benefit of 
that doubt. So that is so; let us as- 
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sume ıt 1s so, but I say to you now 
if that resolution was presented while 
I was present I certainly would have. 
raised my voice opposing it because: 
it involved more than $2,000 unneces— 
sarily. That is what I say to you, 
and I ieiterate it and make it em: 
phatic. 


Commissioner Murphy: I don’t: 
agree with you. I am entitled to dis- 
agree. 


Mayor Ellenstein: But you cannot 
deny that that resolution gave you 
authority to pay these iawyers that 
you would select $75 for each fore- 
closure. 


Commissioner Murphy: Which in 
my opinion in the long run will be 
a saving to the City over giving it to 
the Law Department and nothing 
done. 


Mayer Ellenstein; You don’t think 
the Law Department is qualived to 
handle foreslosures ? 


Mommissioner Murphy: And the 
time that will be saved, the action we 
will get cn it whereby they had forty: 
for the last two years and did noth-- 
ing at all. 


Mayor Ellenstein: These foreclos— 
ures are routine work; you can take a 
junior in Law School and he could 
do it as efficiently as anybody else. 
They are all routine; just a matter 
of inserting names after the search 
is made. 


Motion is made by Director Frank-. 
lin that the appropriation appearing: 
in the tentative budget for the Law- 
Department allocated against fore-. 
closures and amounting to $35,000 be 


_ reduced to $12,500 and that the. 


amount unexpended last year of $35.- - 
600 which is in the Department of:

Hs there a second to that motion? 


Mrs. Varley: Can anyone second it? 
Do you folks have to second it? 


Mayo: Ellenstein: Yes, one of the 
‘Commiszioners. I cannot second it. 
Either Director Byrne or Director 
Murphy can second it. 


Mrs. Varley: Are you going to sec- 
ond it Well, somebody ought to. If 
Mr. Franklin makes a motion, can’t 
you second it? 


Mayor Ellenstein: No, I set as 
Chairman and I cannot second it. I 
can vote for it but I cannot second it. 


Mrs. Varley: You are not going to 
second it? Why don’t you? It 
amounts to the same thing. Then it 
is lost, isn’t it? 


Mayor Ellenstein: The motion can- 
not be put unless there is a second 
‘to the motion. Some disposition 
‘ought to be made about these two 
‘$35,000 items; they cannot appear in 
both budgets. 


Mr. O’Brien: Obviously, if the work 
is not sent to me to do I cannot do it. 
So if that is the case— 


Commissioner Murphy: I move you 
ithe $35,600 as placed in the Law De- 
` partment budget and Director Frank- 
“Yen be stricken from the budget for 
` foreclosure purposes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Director Murphy 
- mákes a motion that the $35,000 that 
: appears in the Law Department bud- 
: get. for foreclosure purposes be strick- 
cen—that item be stricken out. 


Mrs. Varley: From the Law De- 
partment ? 


Mayor Ellenstein: That means, as 
T see it that there will be no fore- 
elosures unless Director Murphy 


sends foreclosures to the Law De- 
partment, : 


Mrs. Varley: That is what he 
should do. i 


Mayor Ellenstein:'!I agree with you. 
And, of course, if they aren’t send to 
the Law Department then the Law 
Department will have no money— 


Mrs, Varley: They have got seven 
lawyers— : 


Mr. O’Brien: I would like to say if 
we are going to be given the work to 
do, there is no sense in putting any 
Money in our budget to pay these 
court costs that have to be paid if the 
work ‘s to be sent to us. But if the 
$12,500 is not put in my budget, then 
the only place that that money could 
come vem would be out of the $35,- 
000 that Director Murphy has; of 
course, that would mean $22,000 ex- 
tra left in the budget on the taxpay- 
ers’ shoulders this year. But I see no 
reason Cor leaving it in my budget if 
you are rot going to give me the work 
to do. So I recommend that the $35,- 
C00 be stricken in its entirety, if I 
am not going to get the work to do. 


Commussioner Franklin: $43,000. 


Mr. O’Brien: Then the other $8,000 
is in Director Murphy’s budget. 


Commissioner Murphy: Question 
on the motion. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You motion was 
not seconded, 


Commissioner Franklin: The as- 
sumption is that the $35,000 being in 
Directer Murphy’s budget, that the 
foreclosures then will be done by out- 
side lawyers and not the Law De- 
partment. ; 


Mr. 0’Brien: I have told the Com- 
mission they cannot do that, and any 
attempt to spend such money would 
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constitute an illegal expenditure of 


money. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Is that what you 
propose to do, engage outside law- 
yers to do this foreclosure work? 


Commissioner Murphy: I have al- 
ready. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You have engag- 
ed outside lawyers? 


Commissioner Murphy: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein:; You know they 
cannot put their names to any mov- 
ing papers. They cannot put their 
names tc any moving papers. 


Commissioner Murphy: Well, I told 
you I didn’t agree with some of the 
views of the Law Department. And, 
of course, there is a motion before 
the house that has been well discuss- 
ed and ic should be put, 


Mayor Ellenstein: I will determine 
whether or not it has been well dis- 
cussed. That is my function. When 
I want any information as to whether 
or not it is well discussed, I will ask 
you. 


Commissioner ‘Murhy: The point 
you asked was well discussed by me. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is serious 
enough to discuss it, and so the con- 
sequences of this motion as a result 
of taking the $35,000, if you really 
have any interest in the taxpayers, 
you might put your motion that the 
amount of $35,000 be first reduced to 
$12,500. At least, there is a step in 
the right direction. Then it could be 
finally determined whether or not you 
will refer the cases to the Iaw De- 
partment. If you do, if you should 
decide to do that, then they will have 
the names and the opportunity of 
carrying out the foreclosures. But 
when you ask for a wiping out of the 


. £35,000 in its entirety there won't 
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be any appropriation then to carry 
out any of the foreclosures, so if you 
should decide to refer some cases to 
them the Law Department won’t have 
any appropriation to carry it out. 


Mr. O’Brien: As a matter of law, 
the $35,600 having been uncommitted 
legally, it should have been put in 
general surplus, so your general sur- 
plus is $35,000 short at this time. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is an- 
other’ question of opinion. 


Commissioner Franklin: Let os ask 
the auditors about that. 


Commissioner Murphy: After all, 
there have been no remarks by Mr. 


. Darby about it. 


i 


Commissioner Franklin: Let us ask 
the auditors about that. Mr. Auditor 
-—I don’t know your name,—but there 
is a question which has just arisen 
that thai $35,000 not having been ex- 
pended last year, should that item 
not now go to the item of surplus or 
unexpended balance? 


Mr. Kranztohr: Any item unex- 
pended, if we are advised of any com- 
mitments against it or intents to com- 
mit, those moneys remain as such as 
a committed balance. 

Commissiomner Franklin: Have 
you been so advised? 


Mr. Kranztohr: We have been ad- 
vised that amount should remain as 
u committed balance. 


Commissioner Franklin: By whom? 


Mr. Kranztohr: By Director Mur- 
phy. 


Commissioner Franklin: That item 
again is in this budget this year. 


Mr. Kranztohr: No, that $35,000 is 


not m the budget, only the $35,000 in 
Mr. O’Brien’s department. 


Commissioner Franklin: Have you 
sought the legal advice as to whether 
cr not the commitments are legal 
commitments ? 


Mr. Kranztohr: No, we cannot de- 
termine that. That is up to the 
Board to decide. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You know what 
the law is, you are the Municipal Au- 
ditor. 


Commissioner Franklin: Then the 
commitments amount to $35,000 that 
were in the budget last year? 


Mr. Kranztohr: That is an apprdx- 
imated amount, as T understand it. 


Commissioner Franklin: The whole 
$35,000 has already been committed ? 


Mr. Kranztohr: As I understand, 
approximately $35,000. All the depart- 
ments send down their approximate 
commitinents at the end of the year. 


Comiaissioner Franklin: Then that 
$35,000 having been committed for 
these foreclosures, how any fore- 
closures, in your audit, have been 
completed or partially completed to 
cause the expenditure and commit- 
ment of that $35,000? 


Mr. Kranztohr: Our understanding 
is that the entire 2,700 are being stu- 
died, surveyed, and are up for fore- 
closure. We have not computed the 
amount. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Why shouldn’t 
you find out? You are supposed to 
follow the law, aren’t you? You 
know what the law is. 


Mr. Kranztohr: There is nothing in 
the law to say where there is a com- 
mitment it is for us to pass upon the 
legality of that commitment. 
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Mayor Ellensten We are raising 
the question now. We want to know 
to what extent that $35,000—it isn’t 
one contractual obligation, is it? It 
is based upon divisible contracts, is 
that right? 


Mr. Kranztohr: That is true of all 
your comitments: at the end of the 
year. 

Mayor Ellenstein: Don’t tell me 
that. 


Commissioner | Murphy: In other 
words, aren’t there a number of oth- 
er assiguments made by the other 
Cornmissioners ? : 


Mr. Kranztohr; That is right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Just a moment. 
This $35,000 is not one contratual ob- 
ligation, is it? 


Kr Kranztohr: Not to one person. 


Mayor Elenstein: That is right. 
That is exactly what I am talking 
about, not to one person. If it were 
mace to one person, a contractual ob- 
ligation, then it would not be car- 
ried as a reserve or a surplus, right? 


Mr. Kranztohr: Not a surplus, car- 
ried as a committed balance. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It would not be 
carried as a surplus in the following 
yeai’s budget if it was one contrac- 
tual obligation. 


Mr. Kranztohr: That is right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Irrespective of 
how far the contract had gone for- 
ward, that is right, isn’t it? 


Mr. Kranztohr: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: But if those are 
divisible contracts, as they must be 
ever. though illegal, as contended by 
the Law Department, the commit- 
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mit that the Department of Revenue 
and Finance should make is based up- 
on $75 for each foreclosure, is that 
right? 


Mr. Kranztohr: No, I did not have 
any figure of $75. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, you know 
it now. 


Mr. Kranztohr; I have heard it ex- 
pressed here today. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You know it now. 


Commissioner Franklin: How would 
you know what was committed if you 
did not know what the price was? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Wait a minute. 
He just said he takes the word of the 
respective departments that says the 
commitments has been made. You go 
into it deeper than that, don’t you? 
Are you going to talk to him or me? 


Mr. Kranztohr; 1 am getting the 
figure how many there are. There 
are approximately.2,500 tax title liens 
in the hands of attorneys. 


Mr. O'Brien: On that basis commit- 
ment was made far in excess of the 
amount of the appropriation, and 
therefore an illegal commitment, þe- 
cause it would amount to about $300- 
000. 


Mr. Kranztohr: Ycu have no proof 
that all foreclosures are going 
through. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is the dif- 
ference? 


Mr. O’Brien: You made the com- 
mitment to put them through. You 
may be liable for that. If that is so, 
it is an illegal commitment by sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If it was a legal 
commitment by resolution that would 


mean that every lawyer who got a 
foreclosure would be entitled to re- 
ceive $75 plus costs, and that would 
run into the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. Do you mean to say you 
didn’t go into it deeper than that 
when there is a commitment made 
that can be divided into many con- 
tracts, that you don’t go into that to 
find out the legal aspects of it? 


Mr. Kranztohr: We have no definite 
assurance how many will be foreclos- 
ed, how much money wili be spent. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If you engaged a 
lawyer, that is a commitment, that is 
an obligation. If you say to John 
Jones, “Here, I want you to foreclose 
ten pieces of property and you are go- 
ing to receive $750 for them,” that is 
a commitment. 


Mr. Krantzohr: They have not been 
instructed to foreclose on twenty-five 
hundred. Attempted settlements are 
being made on those. Those that are 
being settled are not being foreclos- 
ed, 


Mayor Elienstein: But they are in 
the hands of an attorney. aren’t they ? 


Mr. Kranztohr: I don’t know of any 
commitment made for twenty-five 
hundred. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Why do you say 
commitments were made for $25,000 
for the entire $35,000? 


Mrs. Hopp: So there is no saving 
of $27,000 if that money has already 
been given out? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Apparently not. 


Mrs. Hopp: Where in the world did 
it all go to? What is the matter 
with him, is he asleep? You ask 
about figures and he don’t know what 
it is all about. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Don’t you go in- 
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to the question of whether or not 
there are actual commitments made 
for the entire amount? 


Mr. Kranztohr: I get facts as best 
l can. Here is the item, estimated 
amount. You can’t say with definite 
assurance how much would be ex- 
pended. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How much did 
your get for the audit this year? 


Mr. Kranztohr: To audit the books 
of the city iself? $12,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And what with 
all the other small amounts like three 
and four thousand dollars? You got 
more than $12,000. You got about 
$18,000 or -$20,000, didn’t you? 


Mr. Kranztohr: Well, the entire 
amount, with the Sinking Fund—with 
the Pension Fund and Water Depart- 
ment is about $15,000. : 


Mayor Ellenstein: How about those 
other corrections of errors in ledgers 
and everything? As I remember it, 
something like three or four thous- 
and dollars. 


Mr. Kranztohr: That is right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: So there is a to- 
tal of about $18,000. Don’t you think 
you ought to go into these questions 
as to whether or not there are actual 
commitments made so as to find out 
and determine whether they should go 
in as surplus or whether they should 
stand as commitments ? 


Mr. Kranztohr: Well, we felt in out 
opinion $85,000 was ample, in view of 
the amounts that had been expended, 
in view of the amount of work that is 
being done there. After all, you can- 
hot with definite assurance tell what 
expenditures will be. We don’t know 
what will be spent this year of the 
$35,000 or if any part of it will be 
spent. 
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Mayor Ellenstein You don’t know 
whether any part of ıt will be spent 
this year? : 


Mr. Kranztohr: We cannot tell. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Then there 
weren’t any commitments made for 
it? : 


Mr. Kranzthor: The work has been 
contemplated. and, according to Mr. 
Darby, if work is anticipated or you 
contemplate spending money you 
should have an appropriation for it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Then it is not a 
commitment, it is contemplation. 


Mr. Kranztohr: I think Director 
Murpnay told you before— 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are the au- 
ditor. 


Commissioner Murphy: He don’t 
know. I am the one who made the 
commitments. 


Mr. Kranztohr: We have been ad- 
vised-— 


Mavor Ellenstein: Wait a minute. 
You receive some money for helping 
prepare the budget: 


Mr. Kranztohr; That is right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Aren’t you inter- 
ested in that? 


Mr. Kranatohr: Certainly. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How much did 
you get. $2,500 for assisting in pre- 
paring the budget? 


Mr. Kranztohr: Something like 
than. 


Mayor Ellenstein:. Don’t you think 
you ought to know, then, whether this 
was ir. contemplation, this $35,000, or 
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whether actual commitments were 
made? 


Mr. Kranztohr: As I told you be- 
fore, whether in contemplation or ac- 
tual commitment there should be a re- 
serve for it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Either way? 
Mr. Kranstohr: Either way. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, that is not 
the law as I understand it. 


Mr. Kranztohr: That is the under- 
standing of Mr. Darby. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It should be car- 
ried as cash surplus and got into cash 
surplus. If, however, there are com- 
mitments made in the last calendar 
year, the last fiscal year, then it goes 
in and ve carried over. 


Mr. Kranztohr: I think Mr. Darby 
submitted an opinion last year to the 
City stating if items were contemplat- 
ed of expenditures they should be in- 
cluded in the reserve at the end of 
year, 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you recall Hr. 
Darby giving an opinion that if at 
the end any item was in contemplation 
of being expended next year it should 
not go in surplus? 


Mr. O’Brien: Mr. Darby has been 
very easy in permitting commitments 
where it would be merely a matter of 
putting the same figure back in the 
budget to produce something next 
year. In other words, if you were 
going to buy a fire engine and you 
just had not signed the contract but 
were getting to it the day after that 
or a short time after that, he would 
let you carry that over. It isn’t a 
strict interpretation of the law, but 
he has taken that. But in this partic- 
ular casc Mr. Darby, when I mention- 
ed it to him, agreed with me that if 
I did not approve committments there 


weren't any legal commitments, and 
that money should have been ın sur- 
plus to the credit of the taxpayers. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Did you speak to 
Mr. Darby about that? 


Comissioner Murphy: I don’t think 
Mr, Darby will let you do anything at 
all that he doesn’t think is right. 


Mr. O’Brien: Mr. Darby believed, 
apparently, they were legally com- 
mitted. J told him they had not been, 
and when he got the tax he did not 
make a thorough investigation of it, 
he believed that was the case. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I understand mo- 
tion is mace and seconded that the 
$35,000 be taken out. 


Commissioner Byrne: I second it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I might suggest 
that you might amend the motion so 
as to reduce that $35,000 to $12,500. 
In doing that, it will afford an oppo- 
tunity, cr should you decide to give 
to. the Law Department foreclosures, 
that they will have the means of do- 
ing it. Reducing it from $35,000 to 
$12,500. I might suggest that now, if 
that meets with you r approval. Oth- 
erwise, I will put the motion. I 
think you are very much more likely 
to obtain results by amending the mo- 
tion so as to reduce that $35,000 to 
$12,500. 


Mr. O’Brien: The legal effect of 
your suggestion, if not carried out, 
will be if this money, this $35,000 
were determined to be money that 
should be in general surplus and was 
put in there, if there weren’t anything 
in the budget, if that $85,000 were 
taken out of my hudget altogether, 
then the city wouid not have any 
money to go ahead with foreclosure 
cases, because Commissioner Darby 
says we have to put in money to pay 
court costs, to pay the Clerk in Chan. 
cery, to pay costs in advance. 
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Commissioner Murphy I move the 
motion. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That the whole 
$3g,000 be taken out of the budget? 


Mrs. Hopp: If we want foreclosures. 
there isn’t any appropriation for this 
gentleman to go ahead. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is right. 


Mrs. Hopp: Well, what in the world 
do you call that? That means you 
will have to either give out an extra 
appropriation or hire attorneys again 
to foreclose. 


Maycr Ellenstein: That is right. 
That gives Director Murphy, at least, 
he thinks it gives him authorty to 
hire outside attorneys for $75 for 
each foreclosure. 


Mrs. Hopp: Authority or no author- 
ity these gentlemen we are paying 
for the interest of the taxpayers. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is right. 


Mrs. Hopp: Why should we be 
spending money to give to come body 
else when they are supposed to do 
their official duty? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Don’t ask me, my 
dear lady; ask Director Murphy. 


Mrs. Hopp: It doesn’t seem right. 
There is something wrong there some- 
where, and I as a taxpayer know 
where it is. 


Mrs. Varley: May I ask a question 
why you don’t think that the Law De- 
partment should foreclose? Any rea- 
son? 


Commissioner Murphy: Because I 
believe { am able to get better results 
for the benefit of the taxpayers, and 
I don’t think anybody can question i 
have tried to do a good job since I 
have been in there, and I am going 


to try to continue that. And I think 
I have proposed what 1s the best form 
to handie those foreciosures under my 
supervision, and I have allocated dif- 
ferent people, and not the Law De- 
partment, and I am answerable to 
the people, and not the Law Depart- 
ment, and I am answerable to the 
people for my conduct, and I am sat- 
isfie] to answer to the people of the 
City of Newark for my conduct in 
these foreclosures. 


Mrs. Varley: Now the people in 
Newark are asking you why you don’t 
do it in the same way? 


Commissioner Murphy: The people 
of Newark are not asking me; some 
taxpayerc here are asking me. 


M:s. Varley: Why don’t you let the 
Law Department— 


Commissioner Murphy: Why should 
I when | think it ean be done, a bet- 
ter job— 


Mrs. Varley: That is your govern- 
ment. set-up. Why should you, one 
Commissioner, upset the whole thing ? 
We Lave machinery here. You are act- 
ing like children. Why don’t you 
just be sensible and get the Law De- 


partment — try them. You haven’t 
given them anything’ yet. 


Commissione? Murphy: I told you 
before they have . had forty cases, 
which, of course, the counselor here 
denied, but which is the fact. 


Mr. O’Brien: That is not so. 
Mrs. Varley: Have you any record? 


Mr. O’Brien: They are right down 
in your department now. 


Commissioner Murphy: Just wait a 
minute. After all; you are only an 
employee around here. Just give us 
an opportunity.

Mrs. Varley: Why don’t you give 
the Law Department a chance to 
foreclose? You haven’t given them 
a chance. 


Commissioner Murphy: As far as I 
am concerned, the Director of Rev- 
enue and Finance is going to carry 
out this job and be answerable to you 
people, which will continue. 


Mrs. Varley: Buy we are paying 
them a salary. You just want to set 
up a private machinery of vour own 
lawyers. 


Commissioner Murphy: Oh, no. 


Mrs. Varley: You are hiring outside 
lawyers. You have lawyers. That is 
not a good executive to make other 
people work. You have clerks in your 
office and they didn’t take your steno- 
graphic work or typewrite, you would 
hire some other ones? That is no 
way to du it. Just because these peo- 
ple don’t do it, why don’t you give 
them a chance to do it? I think you 
are being stubborn. 


Commissioner Murphy: They have 
had planty of chance and done noth- 
ing. 


Mrs. Varley: Why don’t you try it? 
maybe they didn’t get it clear. Give 
them a couple of eases. 


Commissioner Murphy: I think I 
have had plenty of experience with 
the Law Department in everything we 
have. 


Mrs. Varley: But you havn’t tried 
this thing. lf you give them a few 
cases they may do it. But you should 
same the $35,000. 


Mr. R. A. K. Steiger: If I could in- 
terject at this point, it apparently ap- 
pears from Director Murphy’s argu- 
ment, and that ought to be a question 
of fact. Isn’t it? Now, then, the 
thing upon which everything revolves 


is a determination of that fact. So 
couldnt this whole question be held 
in abeyance until the fact is passed 
before us so we can really determine 
whether the Law Department has 
been at fault or the Department of 
Revenue and Finance has been at 
fault? Upon a determination of that 
by some—I would suggest an author- 
ity which is not a party to the ques- 
tion—the thing should be resolved. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Some impartial— 


Mrs. Hopp: Yes, because the people 
are entitled to know the facts. That 
is the way it should be. If they are 
wrong, then we will know. If Com- 
missioner Murphy is wrong, then we 
will know he is wrong. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The suggestion 
is, as Į understand it, in effect, that 
the motion be withdrawn, 


Mr. Steiger: Pending a determina- 
tion of the fact. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes. Js that 
agreeable? 


Commissioner Murphy: To with- 
draw the motion? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes. 


Commissioner Murphy: It holds up 
the payroll. 


Mayor EWenstein: It does not hold 
up the payroll. It has no bearing 
whatsoever on the payroll. Why do 
you say that? It has no bearing 
whatsoever. 


Commissioner Murphy: Appraval of 
the budget. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It has no effect 
upon the payroll, none whatsoever. 
That suggestion made by Mr. Steiger, 
does that meet with your approval? 


Commissioner Murphy: As far as I 
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am concerned, it should be out of 
their budget, that ve how I feel about 
it. I den’t think it should be dupli- 
cated. 


Mr. Steiger: Mr. Mayor, Director 
Murphy— 


Commissioner Murphy: I feel as 
though | have already committed the 
city, through the authorization given 
to me to proceed with these foreclos- 
ures, which is going right ahead. 

Mr. Steiger: We understand that. 
And our contention,—that is, the con- 
tention of the Taxpayers’ Association 
hag been that regardless of whether 
the appropriation is for this particu- 
lar job there should be only one ap- 
propriation. At present there are two 
appropriations for the same job. Now, 
then, what we are asking is that the 
facts be determined as to why it 
should be either here or there. That 
is simply the case. 


Mr. O’Brien: The further fact, my 
appropriation as suggested is $12,500 
as against $35,000 in the other one, a 
saving of $22,500. 


Mr. Steiger: Consideration of the 
cost of each individual foreclosure, 
that is another item. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is the dis- 
position of the Commission? 


Commissioner Murphy: It is in my 
budget to carry out. I am proceeding. 
I got these people working on these 
foreclosures and I don’t see any jus- 
tification for trying to stop them now. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are not so 
sure your motion is going to be car- 
ried, are you? 


Commissioner Murphy: No. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Why not extend 
that courtesy? It is now going to 
affect or prejudice or harm anybody, 
and it may be the means of helping 
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the city and its taxpayers in a great 
measure. What is the objection? 
Way be stubborn about it? 


Commissioner Murphy: Well, not 
only is it delaying things, but it is 
also going contrary to what I have 
already obligated myself through the: 
action cf four members of this Com- 
mission. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Well, that is- 
claimed to be illegal by the Law De- 
partment, and the Law Department 
has so stated since that time. 


Commissioner | Murphy: If there 
aren’t enough votes to pass it, inso- 
far as— 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is right. 
But the suggestion J made—I don’t 
know—1 know how I will vote myself, 
but you seem to be sure. The sug- 
gestion is made that it be held in 
abeyance. 


Commissioner Murphy: I seem to be 
sure the motion will pass? That is 
not so. I feel the other way. 


Mayor Elienstein: At any rate, 
since the suggestion is made that it 
be held in abeyance until the matter 
can be finally determined by outside 
tax paying groups. It seems to me 
that courtesy should be extended to. 
any taxpayer, not only a group, but 
an individual taxpayer, particiularly 
so when it is not prejudicial or harm- 
ful to the city, whereas on the other 
hand it may be of great benefit to its 
taxpayers. Do you want to extend 
that courtesy ? 


Commissioner Murphy: That is up 
to the members of this Commission to. 
express themselves. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Do you want to 
extend that courtesy and withdraw 
your motion? 


Commissioner Murphy: It isn’t a 
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question of. extending that courtesy, 
it is a question I am not going to 
withdraw the motion because I am not 
going to delay these proceedings and 
give an opportunity for more stumbl- 
ing blocks to be put in the way. 


Mayor Ellenstein: All in favor of 
the motion that the $35,000 be taken 
out of the Law Department budget, 
appropriated for foreclosures, will 
signify by saying aye, contrary, no; 
the Clerk will call the roll. 


Roll Call: Commissioners Byrne 
and Murphy voted aye; Commission- 
ers Franklin and Mayor Ellenstein 
voted no. 


Mayor Ellenstein: So that the mo- 
tion is not carried and it remains ten- 
tatively in the Law Department bud- 
get, so you can carry out those things 
that you have in mind in determining 
what would be for the best interests 
of the city, whether it be in Director 
Murphy’s budget or the Law Depart- 
ment’s budget, and reduce the $35,000 
to $12,500. 


Commissioner Franklin: Mr. Mayor 
in view of that result, I move you that 
the budget of the Law Department be 
reduced from $144,100—~ 


Maycr Ellenstein: Take the individ- 
ual items. 


Commissioner Franklin: I move 
there be eliminated from the Law De- 
partment budget $8,000— 


Mr. O’Brien: That was in connec- 
tion witn people hired by the previous 
Corporation Counsel in assessment 
cases, and in connection with that, Di- 
rector Murphy said he could not pay 
them because they had been hired by 
the Law Department. But I under- 
stand he has provided in his budget 
for that, and there is no reason for it 
to remain. l 


Commissioner Franklin: And thai 


item of $43,000 be reduced to $12,-- 
500. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Why don’t you: 
take each item? ‘That $8,000 item 
based on prior contracts be removed: 
from the budget because it is pro- 
vided for in Director Murphy’s bud- 
get. and that the item of $35,000 Tor: 
foreclosures be reduced to $12,500. 


Commissioner Franklin: I so move- 
you. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The motion is 
made that the two items, one of $8,- 
000 be removed from the Law Depart- 
ment budget because it is contained. 
in Director Murphy’s budget, and that. 
that item of $35,000 for foreclosures. 
be reduced to $12,500 in the Law De— 
partment budget. Is there any sec— 
ond? ` 


Commissioner - Murphy: Have your 
got that one motion? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes. 


Commissicner Murphy: You are try- 
ing to jumble this thing up again.. 
First, I want to get that $8,000 mo- 
tion, the wording of it, whatever it is. 


Commissioner Franklin: Separate. 
motions then, about the $8,000— 


Commissioner Murphy: Yes. You: 
had better, otherwise I won’t vote for- 
it. 

(The motion was read by the stets 


ographer.) 


Commissioner Murphy: I am op- 
posed to it. I don’t know what yow. 
mean by “private contracts.” l 


Mayor Ellenstein: These are assess- - 
ment fres— 


Commissioner Murphy: Private con— 
tracts. 
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Mayor Ellenstem  (Continuing)— 
made with these appraisers. 


Mr. O’Brien: When I came into of- 
‘fice there was the Raymond Boulevard 
assessment case pending, and a num- 
‘ber of people had been designated, 
real estate appaisers, to represent the 
city and testify for the city in connec- 
tion with that proceeding. The pro- 
ceeding has not as yet been brought 
‘to a close but those items—I remem- 
ber last year in cornection with Mr. 
Schlesinger and another similar case, 
Director Murphy raised the question 
and said he should not be paid $250 or 
$350 on that particular appearance in 
‘court because the Law Department, 
the previous Corporation Counsel had 
hired him, the Law Department had 
hired him, and although there was pro- 
vision in the Board of Local Improve- 
ments fur that. he should not pay it. 
I put this $8,000 in to call to his at- 
tention the fact that there were men 
hired by the previous Corporation 
‘Counsel who had worked for a long 
time on this Raymond Boulevard as- 
sessment case, and naturally, when 
the thing is concluded they are going 
to expect to be paid. We hope to have 
that concluded before this year is out. 
and they will present their bills. 
There should be some provision for it. 
I. understand Director Murphy pro- 
vided for it. 


Commissioner Murphy: Not at all. 
I don’t know anything about it. 


Mr. O’Brien: It should be in his 
budget. 


Commissioner Murphy: I don’t be- 
lieve it should. If there is any ex- 
pense incurred by the Law Depart- 
ment or any other department or any 
other division, then the Director it is 
under, it should be in that depart- 


ment. There is no reason why the Law 
Department should have a free hand 
of spending money and expecting 
me— 


Mr. O'Brien Iti is the procedure 
that has always been iollowed where 
experts are hired by them in connec- 
tion with cases arising out of that 
department. It is charged to their bud- 
get. 


Commissioner Murphy: I don’t care 
about the procedure followed; I don’t 
think: it is right, and I am not going 
to be answerable for it, the conduct 
of hiring people ard then having to 
pay out of my budget those bills that 
are submitted to me. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Did you hire 
these people? 


Mr. O’Brien: The previous Corpora- 
tion Counsel. 


Commissioner Murphy: Say the 
Law Department. . 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is the city’s 
obligation. . 


Commissioner Murphy: Then you 
might as well turn everything over 
to me. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Where did you 
gét the information that that appear- 
ed in Director Murphy’s budget? 


Mr. O’Brien: I think that was giv- 
en to me—somebody came in. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is that item in 
Director Murphy’s budget? 


Commissioner Murphy: There is an 
item, but not for that purpose. 


Mr, O’Brien: If.there is an item 
for taat same general purpose, it is 
sufficient, because then if they sue the 
city—- 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there an item 
in there for that ` purpose, do you 
know? 


Mr. Kyanztohr: I don’t know of pro- 
viding for any commitments. 
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"Mr. O’Brien: We are not providing 
for any commitments carried over or 
anything like that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Let us have a 
motion on the reduction. Let us find 
out if there is any hope of getting 
any reduction in the budget where it 
is apparent it can be reduced. Let us 
have a motion on the $35,000. 


Commissioner Franklin: I move you 
that the Law Department budget on 
that item of foreclosure be reduced 
from $35,000 in the Law Department 
budget to $12,500. 


Commissioner Byrne: I second the 
motion. 


Mayor Elienstein: All in favor of 
that motion will signify by saying 
aye; conirary no, the Clerk will call 
the roll. 


The Cierk: Commissioner Byrne. 
Commissioner Byrne: Aye. 
*The Clerk: Commissioner Franklin? 
Commissioner Franklin. Aye. 

The Clerk: Commissioner Murphy ? 


Comissimoner Murphy: Let me have 
the motion again. m 


(Motion read by stenographer.) 


Commissioner Murphy: I am not 
voting; I am opposed to the whole 
thing. i 


The Clerk: Mr. Mayor? 
Mayor Ellenstein: Aye. 


Commissioner Franklin: Now I 
move you, Mr. Mayor, that the item 
of $8,000 be eliminated from the Law 
Department budget for expert testi- 
mony in assessment cases. 


Commissioner Byrne: What does 


that $8,600 represent? 


Mr. O’Brien: It should not be in 
my budget, it should be in the local 
assessment budget. It would only be 
a figure put in as a guess to remind 
the Director of Finance of these ob- 
bligations of the previous administra- 
tions. 


Commissioner Byrne: You mean 
committed to $8,000? 


Mr. O’Brien: Not to any specific 
amount at all. It should be provided 
for in local improvements, not in my 
budget. 


Commissioner Murphy: The $8,000 
Set up in my budget of the Board of 
Local Improvements has been to de- 
fray assessments involved for differ- 
ent street improvements which, comes 
under the jurisdiction of that Board. 
There has been no question about 
any past commitments by the Law 
Department to be taken care of. That 
$8,000 is their estimated amount to 
carry their own budget. In so far as 
I am concerned, I personally believe 
the Law Department should set up in 
their own pudget, if necessary, what- 
ever amount is necessary by them for 
any extra testimony that they need in 
any cases involved. The Board of Lo- 
cal Improvements—! am not a lawyer, 
but I understand it is set up by sta- 
tute and operates separately and dis- 
tinctly from the City Commission. 
And I think if the Law Department, 
representing the City of Newark, is 
an aggrieved party in a case, then I 
think the Law Department should be 
responsible for and set up in their 
budget. And I don’t remember any- 
thing in this Board of Local Improve- 
ments which is set up separately by 
statute, to allow the City of Newark 
to spend their money. I don’t think 
there is any connection whatsoever 
with the two budgets.

Mr. O’Brien, I think those things 
will be fought out later on. But in 
view of the $8,000 in Director Mur- 
phy’s budget, it is my recommenda- 
tion that the $8,000 be eleminated in 
my budget. 


Commissioner Murphy: I will vote 
for the elimination if the motion is 
changed, which is to say there that 
the item be eliminated of $8,000 from 
the budget. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is the mo- 
tion. 


Commissioner Murphy: I mean, it 
was read off different before. 


Commissioner Franklin: No. I said 


I moved the $8,000 for expert testi- - 


mony in the Law Department for as- 
sessment purposes be eliminated from 
the Law Department budget. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there a second 
to that? 


Commissioner Byrne: I will second 
it. ‘ 


The roll being called, the motion 
was deciared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Byrne Frank- 
lin, Murphy, Mayor Ellenstein. 


Mayor Ellenstein; There ought to 
be proper resolutions drawn for that. 


Mr. O’Brien: There is one other 
matter in my budget. During the last 
year the legislative expenses, includ- 
ing the legislative agent, were shifted 
from the Department of Revenue and 
Finance, where it appeared under City 
Sundries, and put into the Law De- 
partment. It really was not shifted 
to the Law Department except as any 
contractual operation might arise. 
Since they are not included in City 
Sundries, there. will have to be some 
provision in my budget. There was 


some resolution here that had some 
$3,000 on, but I: don’t know whether 
that was in connection with the tem- 
porary budget. But I think the $7,- 
50) is 2 little too high and should be 
reduced. I think that item should not 
be more than $6,000. 


Mr. Kranztohr: There is $8,000 in 
there. : 


‘Mr. O’Brien: You had $7,500 in 
your budget last year on it. 


Mr. Kranztohr: That was 1938. 
Mr. O’Brien: Yes. 


Mr. Kranztohr: The 1939 budget 
has an appropriation of $3,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Who fixed that? 
Who fixed the amount at $3,000 ?. 


Mr. Kranztohr; I cannot answer. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are suppos- 
ed to be the auditor and you cannot 
answer it. How can I answer it? 
Where do you get the $3,000, did you 
take it out of the air? Who told 
you to make it $3,000 instead of $7,- 
5007 


Mr. Kranztohr; That is $3,000 we 
are already committed for. 


Mr. O’Brien: That is what I under- 
stand, and therefore had to be in; but 
obviously, you have still got the rest 
of the year. So I think $7,500 is a 
little too high on it and it should be 
$6,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Where did the 
$7,000 appear last year, in sundries? 


Mr. O’Brien: Yes, under Director 
Murphy’s budget. 


j 
Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any-pro- 
vision.in your budget for it this year? 


Mr. O’Brjen; No: I looked for, it, 1 
thought it was still there. ` 
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Mayor Ellenstein: Didn’t you find 
that? Didn’t the auditors observe 
that in helping to prepare the bud- 
get? 


Mr. Kranztohr: Well, you have a 
$3,000 allowance there for the present 
commitment, 


Mr. O’Brien: On the basis of that, 
you would need about $3,500 more. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Didn’t you dis- 
cover there was a $7,500 appropria- 
tion for a definite purpose that was 
not in this year’s budget? 


Mr. Kranztohr: We take the 
amounts that are given to us from 
available information and present it 
to you at hearings. 


Mr. O’Brien: I would say about $3,- 
500 more might be required. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Don’t you close 
the budget? 


Mr. Kvranztohr: Yes, but there are 
a lot of items left from last year’s 
budget. 


Mayor Ellenstein: But they did not 
disappear altogether ? 


Mr. Kranztohr: This did not dis- 
appear. You have $3,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Which is your 
amount already expended. 


Mr. O’Brien: Committed. In view 
of that commitment I think I ought 
to have a leeway of $3,500 for the bal- 
ance of the year, which would make 
$6,500. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If there is no ob- 
jection, I would suggest that you sub- 
mit to each one of the Commissioners 
a breakdown of the commitments al- 
ready made of the $85,000 for fore- 
closures that was appropriated last 
year, and find out from Mr. Darby 
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whether that should not be a proper 
item to go in general surplus. If that 
is the ruling, there isn’t anything I 
can see but that it certainly is a vio- 
lation of the bond and budget act— 
that is, at least the spirit of the bond 
and budget act. Obviously, if I had 
an unexpended balance in my depart- 
ment I could say I contemplate using 
that for something else, with the re- 
sult there would be nothing for unex- 
pended surplus to go into next year’s 
budget. It certainly does not square 
with the bond and budget act. I 
would like to have an itemized state- 
ment from you as auditor to all Com- 
missioners as to how much of -that 
$35,000 has aiready been committed, 
and to whom. It is not based on one 
single contract, but divisible con- 
tracts. 


Mrs. Hopp: That is right. The tax- 
payer has a right to know where the 
money goes to. 


Commissioner Murphy; Any citizen 
or anybody else ‘s entitled to know 
where the money goes to. 


Commissioner Franklin: I move you 
the item of $6,500 be included in the 
Law Department budget for legis- 
lative expenses. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That was form- 
erly in City Sundries last year at $7, 
500. H 

Commissioner Franklin: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: So there is a re- 
duction of $1,000. 


Mr. O’Brien: That is right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there a sec- 
ond to that motion? 


Commissioner Murphy: What is the 
amount? ° 


Mayor Ellenstein: $6,500. 


ommissioner Murphy. All told? 
Mayor Ellenstein: $6,500. 
Commissioner Murphy: All told? 
Mayor Ellenstein: Yes. 


Commissioner Murphy: I second the 
motion. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Byrne Frank- 
lin, Murphy, Mayor Ellenstein. 

Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anything 
else? 


Commissioner Murphy: 
that covers it. 


I guess 


Mayo: Ellenstein: Now, we all 
ought to be available— 


Commissioner Franklin: Mr. Mayor, 
I don’t want to delay this hearing 
any longer. However, I understand 
that there are representatives of the 
Musicians’ Union who would like to 
be heard. Their budget for last year 
was $8,000, and I think that item of 
$8,000 was existing for some few 
years past. In the matter of reduc- 
tions in my department I cut the 
band concert budget from $8,000 te 
$4,000, and they want to be heard in 
that behalf. 


Mr. Selig Finkelstein: Last year we 
appeared before the Commissioners 
for the first time in years, but we had 
found that the budget originally had 
been $10,000, and we found last year 
it was cut down year after year un- 
til it ran down to $5,200, and we re- 
quested the Commissioners to again 
increase it to $10,000. We presented 
our arguments at that time, and we 
found that the Commissioners had 
voted $3,000 to us. We felt this year 
we should get that increase back, or 
part of our original appropriation, 


and where we felt we could make a 
demand to go back to our $10,000, we 
did. not want to do it this year. Now 
we are surprised to find the budget 
has been reduced to $4,000 this year. 
We are protesting the reduction in the 
budget on the ground it causes unem- 
ployment in an organization of our 
kind, : 


Our business ha for year been re- 
duved by the inovation of—our em- 
ployment opportunities have been re- 
duced by talkies and sound devices, 
and particularly in the summer 
months cur employment opportunities 
are at their lowest ebb. 


We try as far as possible to keep 
our members off the relief rolls by 
taxation on our employed members. 
We do a good deal cf good in sending 
our men out, and we pay them. We 
have sent considerable musician to 
the various local institutions, the 
crippled kiddies home, the old age 
bone We send ' anywhere from five 
to ten musicians and we pay them out 
of our fund, and in that way trying to 
keep our members off the relief rolls. 
I have here a group of letters— 


Mayor Ellenstein: How many band 
concerts do you give? The appro- 
priation was $8,000 Jast year ? 


Mr. Finkelstein: $8,000. Prior to 
that it had been $5,200. We tried to 
get it increased to the original amount 
which was $10,000. We thought of 
corning down this year to get it back 


to its original amount, which we feel 
is inadequate. 


Mayor Ellenstein; How much was 
it ‘ast year? 


Mr, Finkelstein: $8,200. It was $5,- 
200 for I don’t know how many years 
prior to that. We got an increase 
last year, and it: is well deserving, a 
well nseded increase in our business. 
And I would respectfully request that 
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we have that budget mceased back 
to the original amount, $10,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You give band 
concerts in the parks? 


Mr. Finkelstein: Yes, and poor peo- 
ple benefit by those concerts to a 
great extent. You would be surprised 
to find ten or fifteen thousand people 
at these parks who cannot get away. 
And at the same time it gives em- 
ployment opportunities to our mem- 
bers. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I suppose you 
give it to the members who are most 
indigent, those that have the least 
amount of work? 


Mr. Finkelstein: That is exactly the 
case. ` 

Mayor Ellenstein; What is the dis- 
position of the Commission ? 


Mr. Clarence Talisman: May I point 
out that the budget was advertised 


for $8,000. It was obviously the opin- ` 


ion of the Director at that time that 
$8,000 was a fair figure, considering 
all the elements involved— 


Mayor Ellenstein: The budget was 
advertised— 


Mr. Talisman: It was advertised at 
$8,000, but subsequently through gen- 
eral pressure which was exerted on 
the Commissioner, through various 
taxpayers’ associations, and with 
some merit, he tried to keep the taxes 
as low as possible, and that pressure 
was acceded to and the budget was 
cut to $4,000 on the basis of musi- 
cians. Some slash was made probably 
throughout all the budgets, but we 
feel that the community as a whole 
has certainly benefited to a much 
greater extent than the small amount 
that we are asking for the Commis- 
sion to put back, $4,000. The fact is 
that thousands and thousands of poor 
people go to listen to those things. 
I myself have seen crowds of twenty- 
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five thousand sitting around in the 
cool grass listening, and I have seen. 
the satisfaction of some of our mem-- 
bers who have given their lives. to 
music, play these concerts and give 
artistic and personal satisfaction to 
the people. And for that reason we 
feel the amount of money we ask, $8,- 
000—we are asking $10,000—should 
at least be put back to the amount 
which was advertised, $8,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You originally 
advertised $8,000? 


Commissioner Murphy: It is $8,000 
now in the budget, isn’t it? 


Commissioner Franklin: Yes. 


Commissioner Murphy: So there is 
$8,000 in the budget. 


Commissioner Franklin; I say, how 
does the Commission feel about it? 


Mayor Ellenstein; You have not of-. 
fered a resolution to cut it $4,000. 


Commissioner Franklin: No, but it. 
is one of the contemplated changes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is the dis-- 
position of the Commission ? 


Commissioner Murphy: There is 
nothing before us. It has $8,000 in. 
there. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Except— 


Commissioner Franklin: Excepting 
a resolution taking all these reduc- 
tion in the various divisions— 


Mayor Elienstein: They are con- 
templating various reductions in the. 
tentative budget. 


Commissioner Franklin: Yes: This- 
is among a dozen to be submitted. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How does the: 
Commission feel about it? 


Commissioner Murphy 1 am mov- 
ing for the change they want. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Isn’t anything 
‘really officially before the Commis- 
:sion? 


Commissioner Franklin: The only 
reason [ bring it up is because these 
people are here and I want to give 
them an opportunity to be heard, that 
is all. Uf it is the concensus of opin- 
ion of the Commission that it re- 
mains at $8,000 it will remain at $8,- 

.000; if not, it will go to $4,000. 


. Mayor Ellenstein: How does the 
‘Commission feel about it? 


Commissioner Byrne: I think the 
-head of the department ought to take 
Zull responsibility. If he wants to re- 
-duce it, reduce it; if he doesn’t, leave 
it as itis. It is up to him. 


Commissioner Franklin: All right, 
Y will present the resolution then. I 
haven’t the resolution yet. J said at 
the outset I didn’t have the resolution 
on al] the various changes that are 
to take place in my budget. 


Mayor Ellenstein: My own views 
are that $4,000 is a lot of money, but 
considering the harm that it does to 
the men in this organization, and as 
a group we all know they have been 
chit about as hard as anyone engaged 
‘am any vocational activity; and then 
‘the benefits and the services they do 
render giving those concerts, I think 
that $4,000 can be made up in other 
directions without reducing it in this 
fashion, where it means so much to 
the organization, the Musicians’ Lo- 
‘eal, and means so much to the gen- 
-eral welfare of the people of the city. 
` Those who go to the parks on hot eve- 
-nings ard listen to the music, as 
.stated here, sitting on the grass, my 
own views are, and I don’t mind say- 
ing it, that the reduction should not 
be made. Some of the other Com- 
missioners are hesitant about express- 
ing het views. 


Commissioner: Murphy fE have ex- 
pressed mine. 


Commissioner Franklin: What is 
your view? : 


Commissioner Murphy: As far as I 
am concerned, there is no resolution 
before us— 


Mayor Ellenstein: There is no sense 
of the Director presenting a resolu- 
tion to reduce it. I have stated just 
what my position is and I will vote 
against a resolution to cut it. 


Commissioner Murphy: If he puts 
the resolution up, then that is a differ- 
ent taing. But as far as I am con- 
cerned, I made no objection to the 
$8,000. : 


Mr. Finklestein: Director Franklin, 
how do you feel about cur budget for 
the bana concerts? I would like to 
have your expression on this matter. 


Cornnissioner Franklin: I have 
made cuts all the way along the line, 
consonant with economy. 


Mr. Finkelstein: We are asking you 
not to cut us. I have letters signed 
by Mr. Blan in your department 
thinking me for the orchestra we sent 
to the old ladies home. We have seut 
I don’t know how many bands— 


Mayor Ellenstein: You do that 
gratuitiously ? 


Mr. Finkelstein: And we pay our 
men regular rates. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Your Local pays 
the men? 


Mr. Finkelstein: That is right. We 
seek employment opportunities for 
our meu— 


Mayor Ellenstein: When the Broad 
Stree; merchants inaugurated the 
plan to keep open on Wednesdays, 
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your organization cooperated with the 
organization on Broad Street at least 
one or two concerts ? 


Mr. Finkelstein; The Department of 
Public Health. This department gave 
for the graduation of the Nurses’ 
Home, they requested us to send 
some music. They had no funds to 
pay for it. This is a letter of thanks 
from Dr. Craster for thirteen music- 
jans. We paid for them at no ex- 
pense to the city. We have here 
from the Irish War Veterans for 
Mother’s Day and Father’s Day, a 
request for us to send musicians to 
assist in the entertainment. We sent 
five musicians at one time and we 
sent five musicians and seven at an- 
other time. Here is a letter from Mr. 
Blan thanking us for the Newark 
-City Alms House Concert. We sent a 
band up there, approximately twenty- 
five men, and from taxation by the 
members that are employed we sent 
a band up there and paid them. All 
these things we do without any ap- 
propriation, only our own method to 
do good. The Home for the Blind and 
all sorts of places. 


Mr. Talisman: We have hundreds of 
these we give out each year. 


Mr. Finkelstein: Where an employ- 
ment opportunity is retarded from us, 
we don’t think they should be retart- 
ed, and these deeds we do, we try to 
keep our members off the relief rolls. 


Commussioner Franklin: ‘To bring 
the matter to a head, I move that the 
item of $8,000 for band concerts re- 
main the same as in the advertised 
budget. 


Commissioner Murphy: I second the 
motion. I don’t see any sense in need- 
ing a motion. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Except you 
might just as well eliminate it and 
that will be part of the resolution. 


Mr. binkelstem: It will simply 
mean we won’t have to come down 
and waste the time of the Commis- 
sion. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It will simply 
mean thatDi rector, Franklin will not 
include that item in his contemplated 
resolution. 


Commissioner Murphy: Of course, 
I feel like Commissioner Byrne, that 
I feel in that respect, I think Com- 
missioner Franklin should say wheth- 
ẹr it is there or not— 


Mr. Finkelstein: I think Commis- 
sioner Franklin said he contempated 
a cut of $4,000. We are here for the 
purpose of preventing that cut. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The motion is 
that it remain the same as advertised 
with the entire budget. 


The rol] being called, the motion 


was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 

Yeas: Commissioners Franklin, 
Murphy, Mayor Ellenstein. 


Nays: Commissioner Byrne. 


Mrs. Hopp: Commissioner Franklin, 
I read in the paper you reduced your 
budget five per cent. Will you kind- 
ly tell me how you came to that re- 
duction 7 


Commissioner Franklin: There was 
a total reduction of $170,400.57. 


Mrs. Hopp: How did you come to 
reduce that? 


Commissioner Franklin: A decrease 
of 5-1 per cent. on the advertised bud- 
get for 1939. 


Mrs. Hopp: How did you reduce 
that? Who is affected by it? 


Commissioner Frankhn: Dem by 
item? 


Commissioner Franklin: Director’s 
office, $540; Relief Department, $30,- 
000; City Hospital, $35,000; City 
Home, $2,840; Baths, $11,500; Ivy 
Hill, $4,090; Convalescent Hospital, 
$8,000; Alms House, $2,800; Relief 
Administration, $22,505.57; Rental 
beds in institutions $8,625; Band Con- 
certs $4,000; Celebration Holidays $2,- 
500; Law Department $43,000. 


Mrs. Hopp: Instead of taking away 
from City Hospital and those, how 
would that affect those people by ef- 
fecting this reduction? 


Commissioner Franklin: How will 
it affect City Hospital ? 


Mrs. Hopp: Yes, all these items 
you have mentioned, how will it affect 
them in any way? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, we have 
gone over the matter with Dr. Snave- 
ly and we have eliminated wherever 
it has been possible, 


Mrs. Hopp: Will it hurt people in 
any way? 


Commissioner Franklin: Dr, Snave- 
ly can answer that. On one hand you 
ask us to reduce, and on the other 
hand— 


Mrs. Hopp: I do not believe in tak- 
ing it away from infants and little 
children or people in homes for the 
aged who depend on City Hospital] for 
assistance. But where I believe we 
should reduce, that is, Mr. Murphy 
suggestd, get of about five hundred 
people that are not needed down here 
and cut down the people that are in 
the higher up brackets. That is the 
way I believe it. You know men that 
are in business and facing a depres- 
sion, he doesn’t raise salaries, he re- 
duces salaries, he reduces wherever 
he can in order to make ends meet. 


That ıs ore thing you gentlemen have 
not done in the city of Newark. 


Commission Franklin: Of course, 
you take this department of mine— 


Mrs. Hopp: I don’t mean yours, I 
mean all of them, 


Commissioner Franklin; The aver- 
age pay in my department is around 
$1,000—from $1,000 to $1,500. That 
is the uverage. Most of the people 
in this very City Hospital that you 
speak of, there are two hundred and 
soree odd people up there who get 
$48 to— 


Mrs. Hopp: How about Mr. Snave- 
ly, doesn’t he get as much as $25,- 
000? Would he miss $5,000 on his sal- 
ary? 


Commissioner Franklin; Dr. Snave- 
ly does not get $25,000, Dr. Snavely 
gets $10,600. 


Mrs. Hopp: Then if he reduced that 
$19,000 a couple of thousand would 
he miss it? Does a man really need 
that much money ? ` 


Commissioner ‘Franklin: Dr. Snave: 
ly-— 


Mrs. lIopp: Look at the— 


Commissioner Franklin; Dr. Snave- 
ly is a very capable administrator, 
and you cannot get a capable admin- 
istrator for the City Hospital of the 
City of Newark, which is one of the 
ovtstanding hospitals in this country 


Mrs. Hopp: Well, I don’t iall it, not 
in the condition that it is in. 


Commissioner. Franklin: Of course, 
we are not responsible for the condi- 
tion it is in, either. 


Maycr Ellenstein: Why do you say 
that? 
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Commissioner Franklin. It is a 


building forty years old. 


Mrs. Hopp: You have increased— 
why dont you rescind the salary ap- 
propriations ? 


Mayor Ellenstein: The trouble is, 
you don’t know anything about it. 


Mrs. Hopp: Oh, yes, I do. I am 
a taxpayer. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You think you 
do. When I came in this department 
there were 2,285 employees and now 
there are 1,638. Is that reducing the 
number? 


Mrs. Hopp: I know; I am not look- 
ing to what you reduced; I am look- 
ing at the tax rate. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is some- 
thing else. 


Mrs. Hopp: Yes, that is something. 


Mayor Ellenstein: When I came in- 
to the department there were— 


Mrs. Hopp: How do you account for 
it. 

Mayer Ellenstein: Relief, for onc 
thing. 

Mrs. Hopp: That is only part of it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Eight and a half 
million dollars we put in the budget 
that other cities den’t put in the bud- 
get because we are on a cash basis. 


Mrs. Hopp: There are other cities 
on a cash basis, too. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Then they have 
a high tax rate. 


Mrs. Hopp: Newark has the second 
highest in the whole United States 


Mayor Ellenstemn: You asked me a 
question. Do you want to give me an 
ovportunity to answer it? 


Mrs. Hopp: Sure, come on. 


Mayor Ellenstein: In the first place, 
we have over eight and one-half mil- 
Don dollars in the budget this year 
that we did not have before 1936. Now 
that money is not allocated against 
anything. In other words, the Leg- 
islature says, “For every dollar you 
pay in taxes you have got to put in 
twenty-five cents or twenty-seven 
cents more.” Then the relief load has 
climbed, administration, economie 
conditions. Huge reductions in as- 
sessments. Falling off of ratables. 


Mrs. Hopp: Of course, higher tax- 
ation— 


Mayor Ellenstein: Lower ratables, 
higher taxes. 


Mrs. Hopp: You cannot expect to 
make anything out of Newark. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You asked why 
the high tax rate and I am telling 
you. The average tax rate in. the 
state is cver $5. Other cities have it. 
I am showing you other cities have a 
higher tax rate than the City of New- 
ark has, and that is the reason for 
it. In the first place, this eight and 
one-half million, or $8,600,000 should 
not be in the budget in my mind, 
not these days. That should have been 
done when everybody was prosper- 
ous and able to meet their taxes. Still, 
the State has said to do that. Now, 
under the Bond and Budget Act every 
City in the State would have been on 
a cash basis this year. That means 
they would have to put in a surplus, 
The Legislature then passed an Act 
permitting those cities who were not 
on a cash basis to wait until 1941 be- 
fore they get on a cash basis. But 
they gave no relief to the City of 
Newark and thirty or forty other cit- 
ies in the state who had already ac- 
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-umulated—we have already accumu- 
lated $13,000,000 in reserves against 
uncollected taxes. 


Mrs. Uopp- What good does that 
reserve do when property is being 
confiscated on a wholesale scale. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It doesn’t do any 
good presently, but it will; it is a sav- 
ing. 


Mrs. Hopp: I know; but if a man 
loses his home, do you mean it is a 
saving to him. 


Mayor Ellenstein, That is why I 
said to you that that should not be in 
existence now. That is a stringent 
law, I ugree with you; but the state 
says that is the law, and we have got 
to follow it. I agree with you that 
this isn’t the time— 


Mrs. Hopp: Has he got a salary in- 
crease in there for the teachers this 
year? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I here? 


Mrs. Hopp: $308,000 they appro- 
priated. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I haven’t the 
teachers’ budget; I haven’t the Board 
of Education budget. 


Mrs. Hopp: I thought it was be- 
tween you and Mr. Byrne. 


Mayor Ellenstein: No, that is the 
Board of School Estimate. 


Mrs. Hopp: Are they going to get 
their increases ? 


Mayor Ellenstein: They are getting 
their increments. 


Mrs. Hopp: Why not do away with 
them? Do you think anybody is en- 
titled to increments in these times? 


Mayne Ellenstein: You should go 


before the Board of Education and 
give them your views. 


Mrs. Hopp: It is here coming out of 
this budget. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is included in 
the tax levy. 


Mrs. Hopp: You are on the Board of 
School Estimate, aten’t you? 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is right. 


Mrs. Hopp: Why did you vote on 
that?’ 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, it is a long 
story. 


Mrs. Hopp: Well, it shouldn’t be a 
long story. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And I will be 
glad to describe it in detail to you. 
Let tne say this: I appoint the mem- 
bers of the Board of Education. I 
have tried to pick representative citi- 
zens of this city—I. don’t mean in the 
upper classes, I mean those who are 
truly representative, without consid- 
eration to political alignment. They 
receive no salary, and they are tax- 
payers and they are just as much in- 
terested in the welfare of the tax- 
payer as I am or anyone else. That 
is my opinion. And they are in clos- 
er touch with the situation—Now you 
start to shake your head and don’t 
permit me to answer. 


Mrs. Hopp: But the situation as it 
is now does not mean they should 
have their increments do you think 
so? Where we have confiscation of 
property on a wholesale scale. Do you 
mean to tell me a $4.50 tax rate is 
justifiable ? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I am sure if you 
were a school teacher you would say 
they should have their increments, be- 
cause they argue that in the prosper- 
ous days they did not have any oppo- 
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tumity tə make money. That is true; 
they were only allowed to recerve a 
certain amount. 


Mrs. Hopp: Why are they allowed 
in these times— 


Mayor Ellenstein: Wait until I tell 
you. Will you permit me to answer 
and wait until I am through with the 
sentence, and perhaps yqu will under- 
stand me. Then it will afford me an 
opportunity to listen. These incre- 
ments only reach a certain point in 
their salary. For instance, the schoo! 


teacher gets a certain amount, just -- 


the same as the police and firemen, 
and when they reach their maximum 
they receive no more. And if you talk 
to school teachers they tell you they 
have got to continue to take exten- 
sion courses and things like that even 
after they have completed their edu- 
cation. But I rely on those members 
of the Board of Education, and when 
those members unanimously say that 
it is their opinion that -these incre- 
ments should be go forward—I don’t 
remember whether the amount was 


` $300,000 or $200,000. 


Mrs. Hopp: $303,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You may be 
right; I don’t remember; it is diffi- 
cult for me to keep track of all these 
figures. This budget was passed sev- 
eral months ago, I think in February. 
The recollection I have it involved 
$203,000, but you may be right. But 
they say to me these people should 
receive these moneyes. They are 
non-political and receive no salary, 
and they are taxpayers that live in 
the City, don’t live on the outskirts. 
They arc affected by it. And when 
they are close to the situation I feel 
that after making a general survey 
that I can rely upon those members 
of the Board who. unanimously agreed 
on the budget. Now, you may not 
agree with me— 


Mrs, Hopp: No, I do not.agree with 


you because I feel mght now if any- 
body has a job and 1s getting most 
any salary at all, they ought’ to be 
satisfied, let me tell you that. Look 
at the millions of people pounding 
pavement, just living on the crumbs 
that fall off somebody’s table. I 
don’t think salary increases or incre- 
ments are justified. 


Mayor Ellenstein; The increments, 
of course, can be suspended. 


Mrs. Hopp: What are they going to 
do when the taxpayer simply says he 
cannot pay his taxes? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, that is, of 
course, the other side of it. 


Mrs. Hopp: That is the sorry side 
of it, let me tell yo uthat. That is 
the sorry side of it, because I don’t 
think anybody is justified in. any in- 
crements or anything else, and the 
Legislature ought to get busy and 
work on that. 


Mr. Joel Schlesinger: I don’t like ta 
take your time. it is getting late. I 
would like to ask a few questions, if 
I may. You said earlier in the morn- 
ing as a result of Mr. Darby’s letter 
of yesterday there woud be an in- 
crease of twenty-eight points. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Over twenty-five, 


Mr. Schlesinger: Is that twenty- 
eight over last year’s rate? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I don’t know. As 
I understand it, the rate is approx- 
imately now, under the present con- 
ditions of the budget—that is my un- 
derstanding—about $4.50. The tax 
rate was $4.61. It is $4.50 now. If 
this were to go through in accord- 
ance with Mr. Darby’s suggestion it 


would. be about $4.75. 


Mr. Schlesinger: Now, there has 
been a lot of discussion this morn- 
ing about: $22,580. saving. What ia 
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being done now to make $225,000—or 
$1,225,000 further saving to save real 
estate? You say the average rate 
throughout the state is $5. That is 
‘true. But the average investments 
throughout the state are ten and 
twenty and thirty per cent. compared 


with a least one hundred per cent, in. . 
the Cit yof Newark. So we are pays. 


ing not a rate of $4.61— 
Mayor Ellenstein: In the suburbs? 


Mr. Schlesinger: From Cape May 
to Sussex. 


Mayor Ellenstein: In the suburbs; 
do you know that as a fact in this 
county? ` 


Mr. Schlessinger: In this county I 
doubt if they run over sixty per cent. 
_ Maoyr Ellenstein: Compared to 
Newark? 


Mr. Schlesinger: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are Presi- 
dent of the Real Estate Board. Why 
don’t you—the Governor has the au- 
thority to appoint a committee to go 
through the suburbs and see they are 
properly assessed. 


Mr. Schlesinger: You have laws on 
the book. They lost that through 
State Tax Commissioner Martin. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It permits the 
Governor to appoint. That was done 
Some years ago, 1923. 


_ Mr. Schlesinger; Tax Commissioner 
Martin is the only one who can equal- 
‘ize taxes. 


Mayer Ellenstein: No, I disagree 
with you. There is a special Act of 
the Legislature which permits the 
Governer to appoint assessors, and it 
‘was done in 1922 or 1923. And it was 
found that in the surrounding locali- 
ties they were not assessed on a par 


with what they were assessed ın New- 
ark, The result was that there were 
very mtich more ratables found, and 
that helped the taxpayers in the City 
of Newark, 


Mr. Schlesinger: 'That was prior to 
Tax Commissioner Martin’s appoint- 


ment, But the law under whick he 


was appointed, right now he is the 


only one—if I am wrong J will check 


it— he has requested in his budget 
every year an item of $50,000 for that 
equalization, but it has been defeated 
by the assemblymen and senators 
from other counties. That is what we 
are up against. So Newark is not 
paying the average tax rate of $5, it 
is paying an average tax rate of $10 
or more. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I don’t know just 
how the assessments run. I think in 
personal property you are right. I arm 
not so rertain about real estate. 


Mr. Schlesinger: I am pretty posi- 
tive about real estate, Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I think Newark 
is paying a higher proportion. 


Mr. Schlesinger::As your taxes go 
up, values go down. I want to repeat 
that. I said that at the budget hear- 
ing. And I think you gentlemen 
ough: to consider that more seriously. 
There must be drastic steps taken to 
reduce this year’s budget. Five 
months have gone by already and we 
don’t know what we are spending. 

Mayor Ellenstein: What do you 
mean by that? 


Mr. Schlesinger: Here it is almost 
the first of June and you have got no 


budget for the fiscal year 1939. 


Mayor Ellenstein; You know why. 
The Legislature has not done any- 
thing to say how much they will con- 
tribute. 


Mr. Schlesinger: The budget could 
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have been adopted ın February or 
March. There was no legal restric- 
tion toward that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How would thar 
help? 


Mr. Schlesinger: At least the peo- 
ple would know where they are at. 
Today they don’t know. That is what 
‘we are up against. I am talking as a 
taxpayer. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are talking 
like a taxpayer, I know that, but 
there are other things that you avoid. 
What has your organization or what 
have you as an individual don, about 
the reduction of over $3,000,000 in the 
assessments of the Telephone Com- 
pany for 1935? What has it done 
about the reduction that was allowed 
of about $9,000,000 on the 1936, 1937 
and 1988 taxes of the Telephone Com- 
pany? What has it done about the 
reduction of $400,000 the Newark 
News got just by sending a letter in 
to the Tux Board, one-third of its per- 
sonal tax? What have you done 
about that? Is it because you haven't 
the courage to do anything? 


Mr. Schlesinger: Not at all. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Or aren’t you 
convinced that is right. Do you know 
of any other taxpayer who can send 
a letter into the Tax Board like the 
Newark News did and get a reduc- 
tion of thirty-three per cent. in their 
taxes without appealing to the State 
Board and without filing a return 
sworn to? You don’t; and no other 
taxpayer can do it. You know that, 
don’t you? That was done. 


Mr. Schlesinger: I want to answer 
your question, Mr. Mayor. You asked 
two questions, one about the Tele- 
phone company—my understanding of 
that was that was an adjudication of 
the State Tax Board. 
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Mayor Ellenstem What was an ad- 
judication of the State Board? 


Mr. Schlesinger: The Telephone re- 
duction of 1935. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are mistak- 
en, very much so. Let me tell you, 
I know— 


Mr. Schlesinger: I would like to an- 
swer your question the way J under- 
stand it 


Mayor Ellenstein: You said it was 
an adjudication of the State Tax 


Board, and: I am telling you it was 
not. I am telling you that the assess- 
ment of the city was affirmed to the 
extent of $22,265,000, affirmed by the 
State Board, by the County Board, 
and by the Supreme Court, And not- 
withstanding that, it was reduced $3,- 
000,000 for that one year, and for 1937 
and 1988 it was reduced $3,000,000 
each year. The whole thing, including 
penalties, amounts to $580,000. I am 
compiling all the figures and you will 
have it very authentically, and it can- 
not be refuted. But those are the 
things that you and your organization 
should consider. 


Mr. Schlesinger: The second half 
of your question, I don’t know how to 
answer that. I don’t know that the 
Newark News sent in a letter or re- 
quest. I know the reductions have 
been granted. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I am telling you. 
If you want the details of it I will 
give them to you. 


Mr. Schlesinger: I would like to 
answer your question, Mr. Mayor. I 
know other taxpayers and individuals 
have come before the Board down- 
stairs and on request, without signing 
sworn ‘statements have been able to 
obtain reductions. I do know that. So 
the procedure is not unusual. 


 vf Ellenstein: On personal 


property ? 


Mr. Schlesinger: I am talking per- 
sonal property. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Who are they? 


Mr. Schlesinger: I will give you a 
list, if you want. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What large cor- 
poration do you know of? 


Mr. Schlesinger: I am talking about 
sndividuals. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Small individ- 
uals. 


Mr. Schlesinger; Naturally, 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is not 
comparable. 


Mr. Schlesinger: The proportion is. 
A. $100 reduction in a $500 assess- 
ment— 


Mayor Ellenstein; You show me 
where any large corporation did not 
file a statement and received a reduc- 
tion of thirty-three per cent. 


Mr. Schlesinger: Mr. Mayor, we are 
not running your Board. We cannot. 
All we can do is— 


Mayor Ellenstein: Certainly not; 
but you can raise your voice; you can 
object to it if you are interested in 
the taxpayers, interested in the real- 
tors. You are head of that organiza- 
tion. 


Mr. Schlesinger: And as such I am 
here today on a Saturday. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You did not raise 
your voice against the Telephone 
Company’s reduction when it was af- 
firmed hy those three forums. 


Commissioner Murphy: I may say 
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any other taxpayer is entitled to alt 
the information they want. I am sat- 
isfied a fair and impartial, and one 
that is aot biased, he woud be satis- 
fied that the recommendation is on 
soid ground. 


Mr. Schlesinger: We will have to 


consider both sides of the story. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is all Į ask. 
All I say is this, that the Telephone 
Company assessment of $22,265,000 
stood u» before the County Board, the 
State Board, and the Supreme Court. 


The basis on which that assessment. 


was found was the basis upon which 
they were assessed in 1936, 1937 and 
1988. Without any court decision or 
any devision—Incicentally, I will 
corme to that in a minute—that $17,- 


820,000 was reduced for each year to- 


fourteen million, three hundred and 
some thousand. Now, that is a re- 
ductionof three -million each year. 
That represents a lot of tax dollars, 
and as I have computed, it represents. 
$586,000. Now, I have no quarrel with 
the Telephone Company, don’t misun- 


derstand me. And one or more of the 
Commissioners has said I have always 
said to give industry a break. But 
the Telephone Company is a monop- 
oly, and when they are not earning 
enough money. they go to the Public 
Utilities Commission and say, “Here 
is the amount of money we have in- 
vested. We are entitled to more of 
a return on our investment.” And 
they get it. And industry cannot do 
that, If anybody should pay their fair 
and full taxes, the Telephone Com- 
pany or like industries, Public Ser- 
vice and Telephone Company; and 
when they carry; all these items on 
their books as assets, and the law is, 


anc. J think you ought to be familiar. 


with it—it was decided in the Wiss 
case, decided in the Red Bank case, a 
corporation that carries on its books 
an item as an asset cannot come in 
later on and say, “We only carried it 
for certain purposes,” and avoid -pay- 
ing taxation on it, That law has been 
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clearly set down And still, notwith- 
standing that, there is a total of $12,- 
000,000 ratables; and as I figured it 
and told you it amounts to five hun- 
dred and eight-some thousand dollars. 
That should have interested your or- 
ganization. 


Mr. Schlesinger: Jt does; and I will 
be very happy to get that letter from 
you—and you too, Mr. Murphy. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You will have it 
within 2 week. 


Commissioner Murphy: Of course, 
the Mayor is going to answer a let- 
ter; I gave him the full facts. 


Mr. Schlesinger: I don’t know what 
he is going to do. 


Commissioner Murphy: Of course 
you dont, But there are statements 
being made here, and I am satisfied 
to wait until such time as I get his 
answer, because I tried as much as 
possible to give both him and the 
rest of the members of the Commis- 
sion ail the details and facts in this 
particular case, anil until such tim? 
as he answers, wich I have been 
waiting for, I have been with-holding 
again bringing it before the Commis- 
sion. 


Mr. Schlesinger: Well, notwith- 
standing the telephone company, 
which Į think is a utility, not a mon- 
opoly— . 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is one of 
the specific factors. I say whereever 
we can save we should save, But at 
the same time we should consider the 
big items. 


Mr. Schlesinger: With all due re- 
spect to each of you individually and 
colectively— 

Mayor Ellenstein: Irrespective of 
who it affects. 
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Commissioner Murphy. That is 
tight, and you cannot have two or 
three taxing policies. There is only 
cne in the State of New Jersey, and 
that applies to big and small alike. 


Mr. Schlesinger: The obligation is 
a joint obligation, not an individual 
obligation, for concerted action to- 
ward further reduction. There have 
been some made; I understand more, 
can be made. . 


Thank you for your time; I know 
the hour is late. 


Mrs. ilopp: I am only a small tax 
payer in Newark in comparison to 
the telephone company and all these 
big corporations, but I know person- 
ally why it is that the Real Estate 
Board, the Chamber of Commerce and! 
all like that, why they don’t take a 
particular interest in those big items, 
let me tell you that. Personally, E 
don’t know much about these things 
kut I did read in the paper about 
these reductions and I do know they 
affect the tax rate, that is a sure 
thing. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Very much so. 


Mrs. Hopp: I wonder if the Real 
Estate Board knows that a taxpayer, 
if he wants to appeal, his only appeal 
on his tax assessments, he has to pay 
one dollar on that. There is another 
tax bill now pending in Trenton that 
will make the landlord who rents out 
three-room apartments, he is going to 
be assessed for the privilege of rent- 
ing out a three-room flat or smal? 
apartment. That is all included with 
the tax rate, of course. That is an- 
other extra item. As I say, they are 
putting one over on the small tax- 
payer, aud the big people of Newark 
don’t seem to be interested. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anyone 
else? 

Mr. Owen McElroy, 227 South 10th 
Street: Mr. Mayor, I represent the 


- -nary Firemen, Local Number 55, 
and l am here today appearing before 
you on the forty-four week for our 
amen which is empolyed by Director 
Franklin. We have appeared last 
gear and the year before that, and 
‘this year we are supposed to get a 
forty-hour week. ‘Those men work 
umights, days, Sunday afternoons, so 1 
am here today in reference to that 
_forty-haur week. 


Commissioner Franklin: We had a 
preliminary discussion about this 
some months ago and it was agreed 

_ that tentatively the five-day or forty- 
-hour week proposition should be put 
in the budget and discussed later, In 
‘ihe meantime, in the interests of 
economy I have taken that from my 
budget. 


Commissioner Murphy: If I under- 
stand right, that was put in even last 
year’s budget when they came here, 
and then it was passed by. 


Commissioner Franklin: I can’t dis- 
pute that because j. don’t recall it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How many sta- 
Rionary firemen have you? 


Commissioner Murphy: You have it 
‘im the budget now? 


Commissioner Franklin: I have it 
im the budget now, subject to being 
stricken. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do I understand 
all these other firemen— 


Commission Franklin: It amounts 
Zo about $14,000, if T recall correctly. 


Commissioner Murphy: Yes, they 
Tave five days on the outside. 


Mayor Ellenstein: All the others 
receive the prevailing rate in other 
«departments ? 


Mr. McElroy: Yes. 


Coramussioner Miiphy I don’t see 
how we can avoid paying people what 
prevails outside and in other depart- 
ments. I don’t see how you can avoid 
that, in all fairness: 


Mayor Ellenstein: There isn’t any 
action—-there isn’t any formal action. 


Cornmissioner Murphy: There isn’t 
any action needed any more than 
there was in the other, as long as it 
is in there, and there is no resolution 
to wipe it out. It :s there. 


Cornmissioner Franklin: In all the 
institations in my department, the 
forty-hour week into effect would 
mean an amount of about $14,000 a 
year. 


Mr. Steiger: If I hear you correct- 
ly, the question involved is the in- 
crease in hours, is it? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Decrease. 


Commissioner Franklin: Decrease 
in hours, which netessitates the em- 
ployment of some additional firemen 
and engineers. 


Mr. Steiger: In other words, the 
decrease is to a five-day week, is that 
right, forty hours? 


Commissioner Franklin: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: From 48 to 40 
hours a week, which is the prevail- 
ing wage and hours a week. 


Mr. Steiger: Might I make a sug- 
gestion cr this point? 


Of course, we realize that the ten- 
dency is for the hours of work to be 
decreased. Naturally, forty hours per 
week are considered the standard rate 
per week. But there is an offsetting 
factor which ought to be given con- 
sideration too. In the case of em- 
ployees of the City, even though we 
would like to give them a lowér nüm- 
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ber of hours of work, still, they might 
have mercy on t he taxpayer in this 
respect, that if it entails an addition- 
al amount of money required to oper- 


ate the things which are operated by 


them, they might in view of the fact 
their positions are safeguarded and 
they are sure of a definite income 
throughout the year, they might at 
least during this time of stress con- 
sider remaining at the places where 
they are, rather than asking for a 
decreasa to forty hours a week. They 
should weigh this, that on the outside 
a person who works under a forty 
hour week is not always sure of con- 
tinuing employment, whereas they 
are. And on that basis, although we 
will concede that it woud be very nice 
to go.on a forty-hour week, still, the 
conditions being ac they are, they 
might, as I said before, have mercy 
on the taxpayer and not through such 
demands burden them that additional 
money be required for taxation. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What do you 
think about the mercy of it? 


Mr. McElroy: Mr. Mayor, the men 
are receiving forty hours week every- 
where aze protected the same as they 
are in the City. We have a contract 
signed in each place, and this is the 
only place I am looking for forty- 
hours is in Director Franklin’s de- 
partment. 


Commissioner Franklin: Of course, 
it is in effect in the other divisions. 
Director Byrne has it in his depart- 
ment. 


Mr. McElroy: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein; It is in effect in 
all the other divisions. I think we 


-have two or three men in my depart- ` 


ment. 


‘Mr. McElroy: Yes, you have. Di- 
rector Byrne has it also. 


Commissioner Franklin: Of course, 


there are more in my division than 
in any other division in the City. 


Mr. McElroy: That is right. 


Mr. Thomas Gallagher, 174 North 
5th Street: The reason we are for 
forty-hours is to endeavor to put some 
of the unemployed of our Loca] tc 
work. Then me that is working is 
not kicking about working 48 hours, 
but we have quite a number of men 
out of work, and this is about the 
only way we can get employment for 
them. 


This job of firing is a hard job; you 
are Standing in front of the fires. And 
after tehse men get advanced in years 
they get rehumatism, these men from 
time to time quite their jobs through 
no fault of their own, but just through 
hard work and the Local has to take 
care of these men the best we can. 
In other words, we have assessments 
up thers from time to time in order 
to help these rnen out. But they are 
still willing to work 48 hours, but we 
are endeavoring to put the unemploy- 
ed to work. They have got to have 
work to do or else go on relief or 
WPA like the rest of the unemployed. 
That is what we are after. It is an 
endeavor to give the men who are 
out of work— 


Mrs. Hopp: That means more mon- 
ey for the taxpayer. 


Mr. Gallagher: We are all taxpay- 
ers. 


Mrs. Hopp: If they are on relief 
they would not get salaries they get 
that way. 


Mr. Gallagher: Where would they 
get relief from? 


` Mrs. Hopp: Well, the taxpayer can- 
not continue to pay; there will be an 
end to it. 


Mr. Gallagher I hope there will be 
an end to it.

Mrs. Hopp. I hope so, too, and I 
think it will be a sad end, let me tell 
you that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: All right, sup- 
pose we take it into consideration by 
the Commission, if there is no objec- 
tion. 


Mrs. Hopp: Of course, if everybody 
else has it they are just as well en- 
titled to it as the rest of them are. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anyone 
else? 


` Mr. Steiger: As I said before, 1 
have no quarrel with the demand for 
a forty-hour week, but we certainly 
like to see as many people put to 
work as possible. If this request is 
conceded, I would urge on the other 
hand, a study be made of the possi- 
bilities of so staggering the work of 
the firemen that a minimum of in- 
crease in the cost of firing would take 
place. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Suppose that be 
done. Director Franklin says that 
suggestion will be followed. 


Mr. Hamburg, do you want to say 
something ? 


Mr. Augustus V. Hemburg: I am 
here in the interests of the Library 
as to the budget. I had to go out on 
a call. Have you got up to that? 


Mayor Ellenstein: No, the budget ` 
will not be adopted until Mr. Darby’ "` 


approves it, so there isn’t any action, 
just a general informa] discussion. 


Mr. Hamburg: Well, I have been 
here several times, and while I have 
the opportunity I will say a word. 


I appreciate the position the Com- 
missioners are in and the great and 
important questions they have got be- 
fore them. I also anpreciate what the 
people are looking for in the City of 


Newark. We are in a deplorable con- 
dition as to taxes. People are losing 
their prcperties, and will lose prop- 
erty aftcr property during this year. 
And as I said I appreciate your posi- 
tion, too. There is one thing I be- 
lieve your people ought to listen to; 
it doesn't make ang difference where 
you cut, you have got to cut and get 
your taxes down. We are losmg many 
of our valuable citizens. 


Mrs. Hopp: That is right. That is 
right. (Applauding). 


Mr. Hamburg: Thank you. We are 
losing many of our valuable taxpayers 
that are selling even at prices they 
can get. Up our way— 


Mrs. dopp: That is right. 


Mr. Hamburg; You cannot sell 
property within 25 per cent, of what 
the tax assessments are. That is a 
broad statement to make, but I will 
prove it by property that you can buy 
today, and I know the difficulty you 
have in holding it down. 


L woud like to ask the Commission 
this question: under relief if adopted 
as proposed, what are the probabili- 
ties for additional taxes? How many 
points ? 


Mayor Ellenstein: You mean under 
the last proposition by Mr. Darby? 
Approximately 25 points. 


Mr. Hamburg: Additional? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Not over last 
year. Over last year approximately 
fourteen points. 


Mr. Hamburg: You know, it is a 
horrible thing to realize— 


Mayor Ellenstein: We are endeav- 
oring ta get a meeting with the Local 
Gevernment Board in Trenton, and we 
will object most strenuously. 
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Mr Hamburg. And what do you 
think the probabilities are of accom- 
plishing that? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, I have 
never heen a fortune teller and I hate 
to start at this late date. 


Mr. Hamburg: Your Commissionrs 
are perhaps familiar with the figures 
I am going to place before you. If 
not, I know about them. Ten years 
ago in 1929 the per capita cost of ad- 
ministratio nin the City of Newark 
was $64.75. Ten years later in 1939 
it is $196.39. Ig that correct? You 
people know practically. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I don’t know 
what the per capita costs are, but I 
met with a group of Mr. Steiger’s or- 
ganization and that very question 
came up, and I showed them in those 
Gays you did not have relief, you did 
not have the administration of relief, 
you did rot have the $12,000,000 that 
we had lost year in reserve, $8,000,- 
000; you didn’t have the other manda- 
tory items such as the Soldier’s Bon- 
us in there, and the cost of City Gov- 
ernment over which the City Com- 
mission has control did not go up, but 
came down, see? Do I make myself 
clear? 


Mr. Hamburg: Well, I am glad to 
hear it, but it doesn’t show it in the 
figures. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is true, it 
‘comes out of your pocket as a taxpay- 
er, but I am showing you what it is 
attributed to. It is attributed to the 
fact we are on a cash basis, and we 
put in this year, for example, $8,634,- 
000, something like that in the bud- 
get that you did not have to put in 
in 1928. You had no relief load like 
we have today. You didn’t have the 
appropriation for WPA projects, 
white collar project, you didn’t have 
the administration of relief costs in 
those days that you have today and 


‘the soldiers’ bonus increase. 
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Ten years ago I think we were able 
to assess automobiles but the State 
took that over. I think that was about 
1928. Now, the State took that over 
and built highways with that money 
for registration tags. Now, the per- 
sonal property tax, the only place 
where it was collectible was on au- 
tomobiles and motor vehicles, but the 
State tcok thar over for themselves. 
And all they did with the proceeds— 
they didn’t replace it with anything 
else, so the burden falls on property. 
Then we have lost ratables. Just as 
you say, real estate values have de- 
creased, and as they have decreased, 
naturally, th tax rate rises to the 
same proportion. But when you stop 
to analyze whet the cost of govern- 
ment over which the local authorities 
have control, not which the state says 
you have got to put in, which is the 
debt service increase, you have got to 
pay interest on your bonds. Those are 
things that were all accumulated by 
past administrations, but still you 
have got to meet your interest 
charges, you have got to pay amorti- 
zation of bonds and the like. If you 
want to analyze those items that re- 
late to the cost of government, you 
will find it is materially below what it 
was in 1928. 


Mr. Hamburg: That‘is a good thing 
to hear. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is is a fact, if 
you will analyze it. 


Mr. Hamburg: I want to say just a 
word when you come to it on the li- 
brary. Nn institution in the country 
today has more to do with the educa- 
tional and cultural life of its people 
than the library of the City of New- 
ark. You, Mr. Mayor, as ex-officio 
are well acquainted with its work. We 
have here a wonderful library and in 
one particular nothing like it in the 
world, and that is its business branch 


helping the great business interests 
of the City of Newark. 


Now, we asked for $600,000 the 
same as we asked for last year m 
the original budget. We had a grant 
of $560,000. We got along all right. 
We were asked to go over that bud- 
get again and see if we could reduce 
it. We did, and we submitted a bud- 
get of $560,000 which we will get 
along with. 


Now, we want to say this to you 
gentlemen, notwithstanding what we 
want or would like or the people 
would like, we have got to recognize 
the fact that just exactly what you 
people in your departments are being 
reduced where you can, whatever you 
five us in the interests of the people 
of the City of Newark we will guar- 
antee you we will get along. And I 
want to thank you and the Commis- 
sioners. 


Mavar Ellenstein: Then you will 
get along of necessity. But what you 
are actually asking the City Commis- 
sion to do is to give you $560,000. 
That you say is the minimum undez 
which you can operate the library? 


Mr. Hamburg: I didn’t say that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Why do you ask 
for $560,000? 


Mr. Hamburg: Why didn’t we ask 
for $600,000? There were certain 
things we would like to do. If you 
say, “What are they?” We tell you 
the details. You say they are not 
necessities, you can get along with- 
out them. ‘And whatever you give us 
we will manage to get along. And I 
want to think you for the opportunity 
of addressing so distinguished a body. 


Commissioner Byrne: Mr. Ham- 
burg, I am going to request your 
Board again to submit a reduced bud- 
get of £500,000 to the auditors for the 
City, for the Director of Revenue and 
Finance. They notified me today they 
cannot accept that due to the fact 
there is no break-down as to how you 


arrive at the $500,000, 1f you care to 
do so. I am telling you personally 
now I am only going to recommend 
$590,000 for the library to the Com- 
mission, and I hope that it is satis- 
faetory to you and you will make a 
break-down. 


Mr. Hamburg: Do I understand you 
want a new estimate? 


‘Commissioner Byrne: Yes. 


Mr. Hamburg: A new budget sub- 
mitted cn these figures. 


Commissioner Byrne: Yes, sir. 


Mr. Hamburg: You shall have it 
immediately. I will get busy Mon- 
day morning on it. May I ask you 
one question more? When do you ex- 
pect your budget will be approved in 
derail ? 


Mayor Ellenstein: We don’t know. 
We hope the latter part of next week. 


Mr. Hamburg: I thought the law 
compelled you to do it today. 


Mayor Ellenstein: No. 
Mr. Hamburg: It doesn’t? 
Mayor Ellenstein: No. 


Mrs Hopp: The law doesn’t mean 
anything in Newark. 


‘Mr. Hamburg: Gentlemen, I appre- 
ciate your position. 


Commissioner Franklin; I move we 
adjourn until next Wednesday.

WHEREAS, negotiations between 
The City of Newar k and the Public 
Service Coordinated Transport with 
respect to the modification and alter- 
ation of the existing contract, under 


date oi January 9, 1929, between the 
said Cit; of Newark and the said Pub- 
lic Service Coordinated Transport, 
have resuited in the preparation of a 
contract setting forth the terms and 
conditions agreed upon: 


NOW, THEREFORE, The Board of 
Commissioners of The City of New- 
ark, do ordain: 


1. The Contract between the City 
and the Public Service Coordinated 
Transport upon the terms, covenants, 
and conditions therein described, be 
and the same hereby is approved, and 
the Director of the Department of 
Public Affairs and the City Clerk of 
The City of Newark hereby are au- 
thorized and directed to execute the 
said contract on behalf of The City of 
Newark. 


2. This contract shall be in the 
for following: 


“AGREEMENT, made this 29th day 
of May, One thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-nine, between THE CITY 
OF NEWARK, a municipal corpora- 
tion o? the State of New Jersey, 
hereinafter called “City,” of the first 
part, and PUBLIC SERVICE COOR- 
DINATED TRANSPORT, a corpora- 
tion of said State, hereinafter called 
“Company,” of the second part. 


WHEREAS, under date of January 
9th, 1929, the parties hereto entered 
into a contract providing for the 
construction and operation of “City 
Railway,” to extend: from the new 
Pennsylvania Railroad Station to the 
boundary line between City and the 
Town of Belleville, in Essex County, 
together with loops for turning cars 
at the termini of said City Railway 
and other appurtenances; and 
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WHEREAS, said City Railway has 
been constructed from said new Penn- 
sylvania Railroad station to a point 
north of Heller Parkway (except the 
construction of an underpass at Or- 
ange Street and the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western Railroad north 
of said Orange Street, which by 
agreement dated July 15th, 1930, be- 
tween the parties hereto, was deferred 
until such time as Company should 
determine that operating conditions 
required its Construction, all as more 
particularly set forth in said last 
mentioned agreement); and 


WHEREAS, the County of Essex 
and City are desirous that said City 
Railway should not be constructed 
north of the Erie Railroad right of 
way at North Sixth Street; and 


WHEREAS, Company is willing tə 
waive its right to require the con- 
‘struction of said City Railway to the 
boundary line between City and the 
Town of Belleville as provided in said 
contract of January 9th, 1929, upon 
the conditions hereinafter set forth; 


NOW, THEREFORE, THIS 
AGREEMENT WITNESSETH, that 
in consideration of the waiver by 
Company of its right to have said 
‘City Railway extended to the bound- 
ary line between City and the Town 
of Belleville, and the other covenants 
and conditions hereinafter set forth, 
the parties hereto agree that the said 
contract of January 9th, 1929, shall 
be modified and altered in the follow- 
ing respects, to wit: 


1. City ‘Subway shall be extended by 
City from: its present terminus North 
of Heller Parkway to the southerly 


line of the Erie Railroad right of- 


way at North Sixth Street, with term- 
inal facilities including a loop for the 
operation of buses to the terminal 
station, 1, accordance with plans and 
specifications to be prepared, agreed 
on and signed by or on behalf of City 


-and Company by the respective Chief 


Engineers of the respective parties 
hereto, as provided in paragraph 
EIGHT of said contract of January 
9th, 1929. 


2. City will, as and when requested 
by Company, grant concents for the 
operation of auto buses to such Ter- 
minal Station over such loop and 
streets connecting therewith, so as to 
provide adequate and proper service 
to such Terminal Station. 


8. City will, if, as and when opera- 
tion of the street railway line of Com- 
pany in and through City Subway by 
street cars shall .be suspended and 
operaticn of vehicles as described in 
R. S. 48: 15-41 shall be substituted for 
such operation by street cars, pursu- 
ant to R.S. 48: 15-43.8 or any other 
then appropriate act pass such reso- 
lution or take such other steps as will 
be necessary to designate Anthony 
Street and North Sixth Street, in- 
cluding the extension thereof to the 
boundary line between City and the 
Town cf Belleville, as an extension 
of such street railway line operating 
in and through City Subway, and the 
location therein of the necessary 
posts and poles for the operation of 
such vehicles. 


4 Company shall and wil) during 
each calendar year. of the term of said 
contract of January 9th, 1929, as mod- 
ified by this agreement, and of any 
renewal or extension thereof, in which 
Company shall operate City Railway, 
pay to City One hundred and twenty 
thousand dollars ($120,000) in semi- 
annual installments on the 30th day 
of June and the 31st day of Decem- 
Ler, in lawful money of the Unitéd 
States uf America, for the use of and 
right to operate City Railway, as de- 
fined in said contract of January 9th, 
1929, and modified by the provisions 
of this agreement, with lawful inter- 
est upon any installment not paid 
when due. Nothing in this contract 
shall affect or modify any existing 
contract providing for the payment 
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by Company to City of five percentum 
of the gross receipts received by Com- 
pany from passenger traffic within 
City. 


5. In consideration of the foregoing 
conditions and covenants on the part 
of City and subject to the conditions 
hereinafter set forth, Company agrees 
that the northern terminus of City 
Railway shall be the southerly side of 
the Erie Railroad right of way imme- 
diately east of and adjoining North 
Sixth Street, and that Company shall 
no right hereafter to require the con- 
struction of City Subway or any part 
thereof north of said Erie Railroad 
right of way, anything to the con- 
trary in said contract of January 9th, 
1929, notwithstanding. 


6. If at any time in the future it 
should appear to be to the advantage 
of Company, City, or both, that said 
subway should be paved for the pur- 
pose of permitting the operation of 
vehicles of the characted described 
in R. S. 48:15-41, Company and City 
may by agreement authorized by reso- 
lution of the governing body of City 
and the Board of Directors of Com- 
pany provide for and construct such 
pavement in such manner and upon 
such terms as may be provided by 
such resolution and agreement. 


7. The object of this agreement be- 
ing to provide for and make possible 
the development of the section of the 
City north of the right of way of the 
Erie Railroad Company and west of 
Branch Brook Park, and also the de- 
velopment of the portion of the Town: 
of Belleville in the vicinity of the 
point where the bed of the old Morris 
Canal crosses the boundary line be- 
tween The City of Newark and the 
Town of Belleville,—this agreement is 
conditioned upon the governing body 
of the Town of Belleville granting 
such consents for the operation of 
auto buses as may he necessary or de- 
sirable to transport passengers to and 
from such vicinity to the Terminal of 


City Subway herein provided for, and 
also upon the governing body of the 
Town of Belleville agreeing, if, a: 
and when operation of the street rail- 
way line of Company in and through 
City Sunway by: street cars shall be 
suspended and operation of behicles 
as described in :R.S. 48: 15-41 shall 
be substituted for such operation by 
street cars, pursuant to R. S. 49: 15- 
43.3 or any other then appropriate 
ac, pass such resolution or take such

This condition shall be 
deemed to have been complied with 
upon there being submitted to and 
filed with Company a proper letter or 
agreement signed and executed by the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, 
either consenting to this agreement 
and the changes and alterations here- 
in in the agreement of January 9th, 
1929, herein provided for, or a state- 
ment by said Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation that the provisions here- 
in contained do not require any con- 
sent by it. 


9, The conditions recited in para- 
graph 7 hereof shall be considered 
satisfied upon the filing with City of 
a letter signed by the President or 
Vice-President of Company that it has 
received satisfactory auto bus con 
serts and a satisfactory agreement 
with respect to the designation of the 
extension of Frankliy Avenue as an 
extension of the street railway line 
operated in and through the Subway.

only way we can get any substantial 
relief—that not-only applies ‘to New- 
ark, but to other municipalities 
throughout the State—is by means of 
the Legislature. 


An examination of the budget for 
this year as compared to budgets of 


„Past years as indicated by operating 
expenses, the cost of government in. 


the City of Newark is materially re- 
duced. I am assuming that each one 
of the Commissioners realized the 


great barden that is upon the general 


property taxpayers, and Į am assum- 
ing that each and every one has en- 
deavored to bring his operating costs 
down to an irreducible - minimum. 
And I want to particularly point out. 
I have endeavored conscientiously and. 
sincerely to do that. And a fair way 
to judge is by comparison. 


Last year the Bureau of Docks, not 
under my supervision, had an appro- 
priation of $96,300.. There was the 
same clamor for curtailing of expend- 
itures fast year as this year. How- 
ever, nothwithstanding the fact that 
the impression was conveyed that 
everything was brought down in other 
departments to a minimum, I have re- 
duced. that Bureau of Dock’s budget 
to $83,328.66, a decrease of $12,971.40, 
or approximately 14 per cent over 
that of last year. I point this par- 
ticular item out to show that the fair 
way to judge is. by comparison, and to 
show that the record in the Depart- 
ment of Public Aifairs—and I only 
make reference to that because I am 
speaking most intimately of my own... 
department — that is a reduction. in. 
the number. of employees in the De- 
partment of Public Affairs since I 
came.into office of approximately 640. 
We-had 82 engineers, when I came in 
the’ department.. Today we have 44 
or 45. -The budget hus been decreased | 
since then by more than 25 per cent., 
and services have heen increased. For 
exampls, in the refuse collection di- 
vision there was an increase since 
prior to my coming into office of 
some.22 per cent.—rather, refuse col- 
lection has been increased by 22 per 
cent. more than it was in that year. 
That is the cubic yardage of refuse 
collected as compared with 1932. Not- 
withstanding that 22 per cent, in- 
crease the budget pertaining to the 
Bureau of Street Cleaning and Refuse .. 
Division was decreased by 22 per 


‘cent. In other words, even though 


there had been more than a 1/5 in- 
crease in the amount of refuse collec- 
tion, there bas been a one-fifth de- 
crease in expenditures to collect that 
increased- amount of refuse.

So I say, I know while recommenda- 
tions have been made for further cuts 
T have cndeavored to use every pos- 
sible means to bring it down to an 


irreducible minimum and I assume the 
other Commissioners have done like- 
wise. I think they are all aware of 
the burden on the taxpayers; the gen- 
eral property tax js tremendous. In 
fact, we have gone to Trenton on two 
occasions, and notwithstanding the in- 
sistence of the Commissioner of Lo- 
cal Government, Mr. Darby, to place 
more in ielief, after two trips we were 
successful in reducing the amount by 
2 million dollars. He first wanted the 
City to place $1,498,000 in the budget 
additional for relief. -That has been 
reduced to $500,000. The effect of 
that was to bring the tax rate down 
to—I think it will be about $4.55, a 
reduction of six points. That, of 
course, does not give the relief to the 
taxpayers of this City that they are 
entitled to; that relief can only be ob- 
tained vy avoiding wholesale large re- 
ductions of large property taxpayers 
by legislative cooperation with the 
City of Newark and by the compell- 
ing of delinquent taxpayers to pay 
their current taxes so ‘that it does 
‘not penalize the man who pays his 
‘taxes during each current year, as is 
now the case. : And for that reason I 
vote yes on the resolution.

It is nereby stated, pur- 
suant to said Local Bond Law, that 
(a) the estimated maximum amount 
of money necessary to be raised from 
all sources for said purpose is Two 
Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars 


$250,000); (b) the maximum amount 
which is to be charged as a part of 
the cost of said purpose and which 
is necessary to finance interest on ob- 
ligations issued to finance such pur- 
pose or to finance engineering or in- 
spection costs and legal expenses, or 
to finance the cost of the issuance of 
said obligations, as provided in Sec- 
tion 40: 1-55 of said Law, is Twenty- 
Five Thousand Dollars ($25,000); and 
(c) the estimated maximum amount 
of bonds or notes necessary to be is- 
sued for said purpose is Two Hun- 
dred Fifty Thousand Dollars ($250,- 
000). 


Section 3. Pursuant to Section 40: 
1-12 of said Local Bond Law, the sum 
of Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000) 
shall be included as a down payment 
to finance said purpose, in the budget 
of said city for the fiscal year be- 
ginning January 1, 1940, in addition 
to any sums which may other wise be 
required to be appropriated in said 
budget fur the payment of interest on 
or any maturing principal of the ob- 
ligations authorized to be issued by 
this ordinance.

Section 9. It is hereby determined 
and declared that the Supplemental 
Debt Statement requireed by said 
Local Bond Law has been duly made 
and filed in the office of the City 
Clerk of said City, and that such 
statement so filed shows that the 
gross debt of said City, as defined in

Gentlemen: 


I hereby tender my resignation as 
City Commissioner of the City of 
Newark, N. J., effective Wednesday, 
June 21st, 1939. 


Although I have had this action in 
mind for a long period I have put it 
off from time to time for various rea- 
sons, one of them being that I did not 
want to quit under fire. However, I 
have been exonerated of the charges 
against me, the budget for the De- 
partment of Public Safety has been 
set up and the time has come when 
I am compelled, by order of my phy- 
sician, to decide between remaining in 
public office or suffering a complete 
physica! breakdown. 


I have, m all mv years in public 
office, always performed my duties to 
the best of my ability, having in mind 
despite adverse criticism, the best in- 
terests of Newark,, my rative city. 


It is with a feeling of deep regret 
that I am leaving the scene of my 
official life, but I shall always carry 
with me the knowledge that the citi- 
zens have twice honored me with elec- 
tive office, for which I am truly 
thinkful. : 


I shall never forget the many 
friends I have made in my official life, 
and I cannot speak too highly of the 
members of my so-called “cabinet” 
who have given loyal and conscien- 
tious service to the City of Newark. 


I wish to express my appreciation 
to my colleagues on the City Com- 
mission, to the gentlemen of the Press 
and to the various sincere civic groups 
who have made my burden lighter by 
their unselfish support for the many 
innovations in the Department of 
Public Safety which were initiated by 
me, such as the Radio and Emerg- 
ency Division and the Police and Fire 
Training Academy.

At the present 
time, Mr. Mayor, I may add to that 
that the department is now function- 
ing, as I understand, under the reso- 
lution that was passed authorizing 
the deputy to carry on the duties. 
There seems to be a question involv- 
ed there if the resignation is legally 
accepted at this time as to whether 
they could carry on those duties or 
not unless again so designated by the 
Commission, both the deputy and also 
the secretary. And I think in view of 
the fact that that policy is already 
established, in view of the fact that it

Mayor Ellenstein: Director Byrne 
now offers the resolution which was 
offered last week and referred to the 
City Commission conference, at which 
time there was no seconding of the 
resolution and the matter was de- 
ferred to the conference of the City 
Commission. Director Byrne now of- 
fers that same resolution. Is there 
a second to that resolution the pur- 
port of which is to place Director 
Byrne in the Department of Public 
Safety, an exchange of the positions, 
as I understand it, of Director Byrne 
into the Department of Public Safety 


and ths existing Director of Public 
Safety transferred to Parks and Pub- 
lic Property. : . 


Commissioner Byrne: No, that is 
not it. : 


Mayor Ellenstein: Two eannot oc- 
cupy it. The resolution would then 
be out of order," : 


Commissioner Byrne: All right. 
Hasn’t Director Duffy resigned? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, there is no 
action on his resignation, so official- 
ly, there is no resignation. 


Commissioner -Byrne: Following 
that I am going to ask that action be 
taken today on his resignation. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I think you could 
do that first. I think your motion 
should be then that the resignation of 
Director Duffy, which was deferred 
untit a week from today, be lifted 
from the table and that consideration 
of taat be taken at this time. 

Commissioner Byrne: I so move 
you. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there a sec- 
ond to that motion? 


There being no second to the mo- 
tion, of course, the Chair cannot put 
the motion. 


Commissioner Byrne: I maintain he 
has ersigned, and as a result of such 
I re-introduce my resolution assign- 
ing the Department of Public Safety 
to me, Will you be kind enough to— 


Mayor Ellenstein: I cannot put that 
motion because it would be out of or- 
der. There is no resignation, unless 
your resolution or motin could incor- 
porate the transferring of the Direc- 
tor of Public Safety to Parks and 
Public Property and your taking over 
Public Safety. 
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Commissioner Byrne. I so move 


you. 


Mayor Ellenstein: As I understand, 
Director Byrne makes a motion or re- 
phrases the resolution that Director 
Byrne be transferred to the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, and that the 
Director of Public Safety be trans- 
ferred te the Department of Public 
Property. Is there a second to that 
motion or resolution? 


There being no second [ cannot put 
that resolution. 


Commissioner Murphy: I am just 
wondering, Mr. Mayor, whether that 
is forgetting in the mind of Com- 
missioner Byrne the status of the pre- 
vious action when it was referred to 
the conference. I mean, the resolu- 
tion that was introduced and referred 
to the cenference that was to be held. 
Now, of course, to me that seems like 
proper procedure to let that stand 
right the way it is. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, that is a 
mattr for Director Byrne to decide. 
As a member of the Board of Com- 
missioners he may offer a motion or 
resolution at any time irrespective of 
what the prior action of the Board 
has been. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is all 
right, but I am just wondering wheth- 
er it is his intent of wanting to with- 
draw his resolution entirely even 
away from the conference. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, there is the 
official action that the resolution be 
referred to conference. 


Commissioner Byrne: That really 
stands? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes. 


-Commissioner Murphy: Or course, 
if that stands I am satisfied with that 
action. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That action has 
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not bee. abrogated, so that is the ac- 
Don as far as that is concerned. I 
might say in so far as the conference 
is concerned, I was uncertain, other- 
wise I would have given advance no- 
tice to the other commissioners — I 
was uncertain whether it would be 
necessary for me to go to Washing- 
ton or not. I find that I won’t have 
to this week-end. It is on a matter 
of grave importance to the City. I 
find now it won’t be necessary for 
me to go. If Friday morning is con- 
venient to the other commissioners we 
can meet at that conference. Now, it 
was my impression at the time that 
we weve to meet at a round table 
and sit down and discuss the matter. 
I have no particular impressions om 
that point, but I think the practical 
thing to do would ke for the Commis- 
sion to sit down,: either in the pres- 
ence of representatives of the press, 
around a table to discuss this realis- 
tically and practically, either with 
representatives of the press present 
or not, entirely at the will of the 
City Commissioners. And if Friday 
is agreeable, the day after tomorrow, 
at 10:30, you can have it either in the 
Mayor’s office or the outer office of 
the Department of Public Affairs. If 
that is agreeable to the other com- 
missioner it can be dicussed at that. 


‘time. - At that time you can decide 


whether you want it open to repre- 
sentatives of the press or whether 
you wart to sit down and discuss it. 
at a round table. 


Commissioner Murphy: Personally,. 
I had xo intention, when I made the 
motion, Į felt as though there should 
not be publie interference like we 
have had at other conferences held 
here where people are getting up and 
interfering with discussion by the 
Commission. I have got no objection 
whether it is held here or down in 
Washington Park, as far as that goes. 
We can at least, anyhow, the four of 
us sit down ard discuss the thing 
without any outside mterference. 

Mayor Ellenstein: I think that is 
the practical way of doing it. 


Commissioner Byrnes Mr Mayor, 
I would like to say the reason ÍI felt 
T should re-introduce my resolution 
today is that I am not in accord with 
Director Murphy cr with the other 
commissioners that this can wait. I 
mean particularly in that article of 
Director Murphy’s, where he did not 
think it was so important that this 
department should be filled instantly, 
that it could wait a little while in 
view of the fact this investigation is 
now before the Grand Jury. I, how- 
ever, fee] that since this department 
personally has not been filled since 
the day we all took office in May, 
1937, and there has been no active 
head supervising that department, I 
think it has gone long enough, that 
it should be filled and filled today. I 
thought it should have been filled last 
week, I thought it should have been 
filled before, but I did not want to 
take advantage of only three men 
present at the meeting when I 
though! perhaps I might have put it 
through with two votes out of three. 
‘But I reiterate today, I think this de- 
partment should be filled. I do not 
agree with Director Murphy that 
the safety of our wives and children 
‘can wait a while longer, a few weeks 
longer while the investigation before 
the Grand Jury is on. T feel that the 
Police Department under the director 
of Safety, the Fire Department, un- 
der the Director of Public Safety, the 
Building Department under the Di- 
rector of Public Safety, the Purchas- 
ing Department under the Director of 
Public Safety, that it is high time 
That there should be a responsible 
and active head before things get any 
worse, I maintain today the morale of 
the Police Department is at a low 
ebb. I think the Fire Department, 
with the danger of .conflagration, 
should have an active responsible 
head watching it; J think the Build- 
ing Department should have an active 
head watching it, and I think more so 
than ever the Purchasing Department 
Should have some commissioner of- 
ficially in charge of that department, 
because I maintain that department 


1s in worse shape today than it has 
been in some time. I ask most ur- 
gently and sincerely that that depart- 
ment be filled today. I think it is 
important that it should be done, 


Commissioner Murphy: I want to 
say in answer, Mr. Mayor, I do not 
think anybody can question my sin- 
cerity in the matter, and I want to 
repent what J said before. That I 
cannot — probably Commissioner 
Byrne esn—I cannot, I haven't got 
that much intelligence that I can sit 
dowr. on the impulse of the moment 
and turn around and act when I be- 
lieve myself that there should be a 
reorganization of al] the departments, 
and I believe that is the way to go 
about it. And I have got as much at 
hear; the welfare and interest and 
safety of the children in the com- 
munity as any other member of this 
Commission, because I have got some 
of my cwn. 


I want to say that I personally do 
not see any great danger or any great 
yeason why at this time that we 
should rush headlong into this. I do 
not chink there is any great feeling 
amongst the citizens of Newark that 
the lives of their children, their sons 
and daughters, their homes, are in any 
great danger. In all honesty and fair- 
ness to the men that are in the de- 
partment, while there may be spots 
here and there which may need 
changes the same as probably in other 
divisions, at the same time I believe 
that all in all there is no need of our 
getting all excited. and all worked up 
about the safety of our children un- 
til sich time as we can intelligently 
sit down and discuss the whole mat- 
ter. And I personally feel that way. 


Ccmmissioner Byrne: I used the re- 
mark, “Safety of the children,” be- 
cause that is the remark you used in 
your paper. In view of the fact you 
have raised that question that it does 
not make any difference in two weeks, 
I think it should be filled now, be- 
cause I think when you are bringing 
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before the Grand Jury today the 
heads of the Police Department to be 
investigated, in vie wof the fact of 
the discussion throughout the City on 
this matter, and I also reiterate par- 
ticularly on account of the Fire De- 
partment. I do not think the Fire De- 
partment of the City of Newark with 
its many affiliations and ramifications, 
the signa] department, automatic fire 
alarm department should exist with- 
out an active head. I think it is 
wrong because there hasn’t beet a 


head in this department actually Tor 
two years. And the voters’ of New-« 


ark elected a director to be head of 
that department and there hasn’t been 
an active head of that department for 
two years and I maintain and insist 
that somebody be placed in there be- 
fore it is too late. And it should be 
done today. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is news to 


me that there hasn’t been an active 
head in the Fire Department. I do 
not think we ought to rush into this. 
And I know of cases where former 
directors of Public Safety have been 
away from their duties for as long 
as three or four weeks and the de- 
partment functioned. The  subordi- 
nates under the director in every de- 
partment are men not only under 
Civil Service, but who have had a 
vast experience over a period of 
many years, in the proper function- 
ing of the department. Director 
Duffy or no other director of Public 
Safety ever rushes out to a fire and 
holds the hose or assists the firemen 
or gives them any technical direction. 
That is all done by men who are ex- 
perienced in their business. 


Commissioner Byrne: It appears 
Commissioner Duffy passed upon dis- 
ciplinavwy measures for men of the Po- 
lice Department, and he could: not 
have passed upon it because he was 
not on the payroll and was not here. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is all right. 


In the meantime we have an acting ` 


director with all the power to super- 
vise the subordinates under him, and 
nobody ‘s suffering as a result of it, 
and it ought not to be used as a 
means or argument to rush into and 
select anybody or carryout the will 
of any one of the commissioners or 
more than one of the commissioners 
in order to fill the post. Of course, it 
is important; but I do not see that. 
the Department of Public Safety is 
functioning -any differently than it- 
has in the past. Of course, we know 
about the investigation - before the 
Grand. Jury arising. out of statements 
made by you, largely.. Of course, if 
you know of any-employee in the De- 
partment of Public Safety that is 
derelict in his duty it is your duty 
to bring it to the attention of this 
Commission for action by the com- 
missioners. In the meantime, I want. 
to remind that under Section 5 of the 
Walsh Act the Mayor is charged with 
supervising any department. So if 
the occasion arises and it is neces- 
sary I will have to carry out my duty 
as prescribed in the Walsh Act and 
supervise the department. 


Commissioner Byrne: I think unt‘) 
his successor is appointed you should 
supervise it, i ` 


Mayor Ellenstein: In the meantime. 
there isn’t any resignation, and: Mr. 
Cluesmann— ` " 

Commissioner Byrne: I maintain 
legally there is. ` To 


Mayor: Ellenstein; You say there 
is, but there is none officially. In the 
meantime Mr. Cluesmann as Deputy 
Director is functioning in the place 
of Director Duffy, so there isn’t any , 
resignation. I do not see any immi- 
nent danger. I know Mr. John Kee- 
nan who has been employed by the 
Gity in the fire department over a 
period of many years, and I don’t 
know of anybody more respected— 


Commissioner Byrne: A good man. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes, he is a 
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good man, I agree with you At least, 
we are m accord on that. He, as I 
understand, administers the fire de- 
partment. It is news to me that the 
fire department is without a head. 
The other men of the department of 
Public Safety are under the super- 
vision of the Chief of Police, who in 
turn is responsible to Mr. Cluesmann 
temporarily, because he has been 
designated by this Commission to act 
in the place of Director Duffy. My 
own views are that the resignation 
should have been accepted and an ef- 
fort should be made as quickly as 
possible to fill the vacancy. Still, 
when Director Murphy offered that 
motion or resolution to hold it up for 
two weeks, I saw no danger, and that 
is why I didnot raise the question, be- 
cause Mr. Cluesmann was acting in 
his absence. 


Commissioner Byrne: Mr. Clues- 
mann was not here the whole time, 
he wa saway. He wa sassigned to re- 
main here by Director Duffy so he 
was away at a convention at Kansas 
City. 


Mayor Ellenstein: So are you away. 
We rely upon our subordinates in the 
various departments, and we rely 
upon them. And if they cannot be 
relied upon, then they have no place 
there. We saddle them with re- 
sponsibility. I was away for four 
weeks Inst summer. In 1934 I was 
away on official business for six or 
eight weeks. I am told former mayors 
were away eight or nine months at a 
time and the departments functioned 
apparently all right and nobody made 
any claim of complaint about it. 


Commissioner Byrne: It is my idea 
that a resignation exists, a vacancy 
exists. That is the opinion I have re- 
céived legally, and I am standing on 
it. I may be wrong, bit I think I 
am correct. 


. Commissioner Franklin: Until it 
has beén accépted. 
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Commissioner Byrne. It has been 
accepted. 


Commissioner Franklin: It has not. 


Commissioner Byrne: I think au- 
tomatically. 


Mavor Ellenstein: There isn’t any 
grave danger; nobody is in danger. 


Commissioner Byrne: Why elect a 
fifth? Let us run with four commis- 
sioners. 


Mavor Ellenstein; That is up to you. 
That depends on your judgment, be- 
cause the Walsh Act says there should 
be five commissioners. That is the 
reason. Perhaps one commissioner 
or two or three could administer all 
departments. There is a move on to 
have one man administer it. Some 
cities have one man. 


Coramissioner Byrne: I maintain 
there is a vacancy existing, automat- 
ically the vacancy has become effec- 
tive. And in line with that thought 
I will introduce a further resolution 
today. It might not be correct, but 
I think that it is, and I have been so 
advised legally. 


May»r Ellenstein: What is that 


resolution? Of course, you may intro- 
duce a resolution at any time you likel 
It is the opinion of the Law Depart- 
ment, as I understand, that no resig- 
nation exists that has not been ac- 
cepted. 


Commissioner Byrne: I maintain it 
exists and Į accordingly introduce this 
resolution. 


Mayor Ellenstein; May I ask who is 
the authority for that opinion? Who 
is the legal authority for that opin- 
ion? It might be of some value. 


Coramissioner Byrne: You have got 
a law department. Let them find out. 


Mayor Elléiistein:; They cannot find 
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out wno is the authority for your 
opinion. It may be somebody whose 
standing is such in the legal profes- 
sion of New Jersey that the Commis- 
sion would want to override the, opin- 
ion of the law department and accept 
that, if you were to divulge who the 
authority is for that legal opinion 
and the Commission can further con- 
sider it. If on the other hand you 
do not want to divulge it, that is your 
prerogative. 


Commissioner Byrne: I wish yoa 
would read that resolution. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You answer is, 
you want the resolution read, so T 
assume you do not want to divulge 
who th: legal authority is for the 
opinion that a vacancy does exist, is 
that right? 


(At the request of Director Byrne 
the City Clerk read a resolution ap- 
pointing Thomas F. Guthrie, a Com- 
missioner of the City of Newark.) 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is Mr. O’Brien 
here? Are you prepared to give a 
legal opinion formally to the City 
Commission ? 


Mr. Schroeder: On what? 


Mayor Ellenstein: On whether or 
not a vacancy exists. 


Mr. Schroeder: [I understood you 


to say before an opinion had been 


given. 


Mayor Ellenstein; That is my un- 
derstanding. 


Mr. Schroeder: I was not consulted 
on that and I don’t: know a thing 
about it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I know you were 
not consulted, but I am asking you 
now. 


Mr. Schroeder: I am not prepared, 
Mr. Mayor.

Mr. Schroeder: I can find out from 
Mr. Wad or someone slee in the de- 
partment. He may have gone into it. 

I would not want to 
give a curbstone opinion because I 
think it is a rather intricate problem . 
and I haven’t gone into it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: We ought to 
have an opinion from somebody. J do 
not see it is so complicated. It seems 
to me a very elementary question 
that covld be very easily determined 
as to whether or not a vacancy exists. 
A resignation has been submitted; a 
motion made, seconded and carried by 
a majority of the Commission that 
actio non it be deferred for two weeks. 
Those are all the facts. 


Mr. Schroeder: I know the history, 
but I think there is a problem involv- 
ed whether the resignation dates from 
its creation. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you know 
anything about that?

to appear before the Zoning Board 
each year and file an application to 
continue their store in their present 
location ? 


Mr. O’Brien: You mean because of 
the yearly license? 


Acting Mayor Murphy: That is

Mr. O’Brien: I think anybody who 
has a store which comes under the 
terms of this would be entitled to the 
continuance of it. Of course, these 
zoning questions entail a great many 
intricate questions of law; there are 
many angles there; that you would be 
in the nature of a non-conforming use 
if anybody is in there now. But so 
far as licensing, that is merely a 
health regulation from the standpoint 
of health conditions. I may be wrong, 
but that is my recollection of it. If 
that be so, I don’t think that could 
be considered to be permission to en- 
gage in business, therefore, the non- 
conforming use would apply to per- 
sons now engaged in that business. 
It would not apply to persons along 
that line. In other words, I do not 
think it would affect any of the per- 
sons who might now be conducting 
their restaurant business which could 
be in an area described in the ordi- 
nance. 


Mr. D’Aloia: Mr. Mayor, the effect 
of .the ordinance is merely to keep 
this sort of business from the fringe 

“of the business zone, not the center of 
the business zone, but it simply helps 
residential districts which are within

Dear Sir: 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of 
your letter of July 7th requesting 
opinion concerning the status of Act- 
ing Auditor, in order that you may 
advise the banks concerning signa- 
tures on city checks. 


I have examined the copy of let- 
ter you enclosed, which was address- 
ed to the Board of Commissioners by 
Mr. Andrew K. Brady, also the let- 
ter add-essed to you by Director Mur- 
phy, and the letter addressed to Mr. 
Brady by Director Murphy. 


Under the provisions of the sta- 
tute, Revised Statutes 43: 12-1, a per- 
son in the employ of the city for 
twenty-five years, and who has reach- 
ed the age of seventy, may retire or 
be retired. Such action in retiring 
appears to be action by the City, and 
this in the case of Newark, would call 
for action by the Board of Commis- 
sioners. If the individual retire, the 
action is automatic as indicated by the 
ease of FARISH v. LINWOOD, 112 
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Law 285 An examination of Me. 
Brady’s letter, however, raises serious 
question as to whether or not it con- 
stitutes a retirement, or whether it 
is not a letter informing the Board of 
Cormmizsioners that if it so desires, he 
will retire. The tenor of the letter is 
an application for retirement, con- 
tingent upon acceptance by the Board 
of Commissioners. It does not seern 
to ne such communication as would 
constitute an automatic retirement 
under the statute as interpreted in the 
FARISH case. It would, however, 
become such upon acceptance by the 
Board «. Commissioners. 


It is my opinion that the Director 
of the Vepartment cannot by his ac- 
tion provide such contingency in view 
of the phraseology of the letter, and 
in view ot the fact that it was ad- 
dressed to the Board of Commission- 
ers. There is, however, nothing in 
law to prevent the Director of the 
Department of Revenue and Finance, 
under the authority of MATTIA v. 
NEWARK, 119 Law 268, and SYKES 
v. FEINZMAN, 125 Atiantic, 17, from 
removing Mr. Brady from the position 
of Acting Auditor and appointing 
someone else to that position. If that 
had been done by Director Murphy by 
appropriate letter or communication, 
with copies sent to the individuals in 
question, copy sent to the City Clerk 
for recording in the records of the 
City, copy sent to the Auditor for re- 
coraing in the matter of payrolls, and 
copy sent to the Civil Service Com- 
mission pursuant to its rules, then 
and in that event by such action of 
Director Murphy Mr. Brady would no 
longer be Acting Auditor and Mr. 
Farrell would be Atcing Auditor. Such 
discharzes and appointments of such 
positions need not be by resolution, 
although that is the procedure usu- 
ally followed. If you will check yovr 
records to see whether there has been 
compliance with the above, you will 
know whether or not the appointment 
of Mr. Farrell is presently existent. 
There need be no particular resolution 
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authorizing his signature upon checks, 
because if he be properly appointed 
the Acting Auditor of Accounts, he 
will have the right to countersign the 
checks, which action is called for by 
Section 53 of Chapter 7 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1913. This pro- 
vides that the Auditor of Accounts 
shall countersign, and any person 
properly appointed as Acting Audi- 
tor would have that right. 

Tt will be necessary for you to 
check your records and determine 
whether compliance has been made as 
above mentioned.

Actin: Mayor Murphy: I would like 
to state to the members of the Com- 
mission that as far as I am concern- 
ed Andrew Brady is already retired; 
in fact, he has taken all of his stut 
out of the office and left the desk free 
and clear and has not reported in the 
last few days. So in so far as I am 
concerned, I have accepted his appli- 
cation for retirement. Commissioner 

‘Byrne just wanted to know if he was 
given any vacation. Some few months 
ago when I spoke to Andrew Brady in 
reference to retiring I told him that 
any vacation period that he wanted 
due to his sickness, besides his regu- 
lar term of vacation, I felt as though 
he was entitled to have it on accouni 
of his many years of service to the 
city. He said no, he did not desire 
any vacation; his anniversary of foi- 
ty ?some-odd years,—forty-seven, if I 
am not mistaken, with the city would 
be on July, and on that date he would 
retire. 


In the absence of any motion— 


Commissioner Franklin: As a mat- 
ter of procedure from a legal stand- 
point, Mr. Corporation Counsel. is "t 
necessary for this Board to actually 
accept this resignation in view of 
what the Acting Mayor has said with 
respect to Mr. Brady? 
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Mr. O'Brien: I didn’t hear all— 


Commissioner Franklin: He said 
the fact that he personally has ac- 
cepted the resignation, isn’t that 
right? 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Yes, I feel 
as though I have a right to accept it. 

Mr. O’Brien; Mr. Reichenstein ask- 
ed me for an opinion when he receiv- 
ed a request from a bank concerning 
this and he sent me copies of the dif- 
ferent letters in question. If this 
were a resignation Director Murphy 
would bave the right to accept it. If 
it constitutes a retirement, as it is, 
then it is a matter for the Board of 
Commissioners. In other words, the 
act says this Board of Commissioners 
may retire or a person may ask for 
retirement if he is properly qualified. 
Ordinarily, if a person sends in a 
blanket application for retirement and 
he is qualified, it does not even call 
for an act by the Board of Commis- 
sioners, despite the fact that the 
Board of Commissioners could retire 
him by their own action, no one di- 
rector could. But the Board could. 


In this case a letter that was sent 
in, a reading of it by paraphrasing it, 
I would say it was in effect a present- 
ation of an application for retirement 
to be acted upon by the Commission, 
and in effect not to be operative un- 
til acted upon by the Commission. In 
other words, “here is my application 
for retirement if you want me to 
present it.” In other words, it was 
conditional to that extent. Therefore, 
it was not one which would become. 
operative automatically, and therefore 
J think that it would call, under these 
particular circumstances for action by 
the Board of Commissioners, and I 
do not think because of the wording 
of the statute on retirements—if it 
were a resignation the director would 
have the right to accept. I think 
either the application should be a 
plain one without any conditions or 
unofficial conditions in it, in whien 


ecomes operative without 
your action, or the Board of Commis- 
sioners by their own action have the 
right to retire him. Of course, I was 
asked for an opinion by Mr. Reichen- 
stein because he had gotten a let- 
ter from the banks with reference to 
honoring checks. In my opinion I 
also set forth the procedure Director 
Murphy could follows irrespective of 
any action by the Roard of Commis- 
sioners as Director of Revenue and 
Finance, in dealing with the position 
of acting auditor. I told Mr. Reichen- 
stein that was a matter of checking 
records to see whether proper com- 
munications had been sent. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: For the 
beenfit of the Commission, I sent each 
bank a copy of the ordinance that 
trusted with me the power of being 
the auditor, treasurer, and so forth, 
as Revenue and Finance Director. 
And, of course, the checks carry my 
signature and nobdy else’s, and the 
banks have got to honor them. Those 
banks that won’t honor them, well, 
we will have some bank that will hon- 
or them, because we do not hold up 
our payrolls around here on account 
of an arbitrary position taken by a 
few banks. 


Mr. O’Brien: I think if you will 
check the opinion I gave Mr. Reichen- 
stein, I think you will find from that 
you can handle the matter. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: We are 
treating now with the Brady resigna- 
tion. .To me, there is no point, be- 
cause he is quibbling now in his re- 
tirement, and I say he is quibbling 
because the language he sent here 
to the City Commission is just quib- 
bling, and that is all it is, I think I 
have the right, as the Director of 
Revenue and Finance, as the auditor, 
J have the right to retire and accept 
his retirement regardless of any ac- 
tion by this Commission. That is 
my personal opinion. And the man 
had been called in some months ago 


and said he was willing to retire and 
wanted to retire on July 1st. The fact 
that he now quibbles in a letter to this 


“commission is no justification or no 


reascn why that I have not still got 
the authority to retire him. 


Mr. O’Brien: I think maybe if you 


"read that opinion that would clear 
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that up and all the other points. I 
think it is a matter that can be hand- 
led without much trouble. 


(Tae City Clerk read the following 
communication: Communication dated 
July 7 from Percy B. Menagh, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the United 
States Trust Company; a communica- 
tion from the City Clerk to the Cor- 
poration Counsel of July 1; a com- 
munieation from the Corporation 
Counsel; a communication from the 
City Clerk to Mr. Menagh.) 


The City Clerk: I referred all of 
these communications in another com- 
munication to Director Murphy. This 
morning I am in receipt of this com- 
munization over the signature of Alan 
E. Lowenstein, of Hodd, Lafferty 
and Cayapbell. Under the same date 
this copy has been torwarded. Under 
yesterday’s date, but received this 
morning over the signature of Henry 
Schneider, Vice-President of the Fi- 
delity Union Trust Company (The 
City Clerk read the last communica- 
tion referred to.) 


I immediately wrote to Mr. Schnei- 
der and told him his communication 
of July 11 had been referred to Di- 
rector Murphy and a copy to the Law 
Deparement. I thin directed a copy 
of all correspondence to both parties. 

Commissioner Byrne: Mr. Mayor, I 
read with a great deal of interest that 
resolution, and I want to concur with 
you in the running of your depart- 
ment. I think the department head 
should run his own department. How- 
ever, in view of the very efficient and 
most meritorious service of a fine, 
good, faithful and oublic servant of 
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forty-seven years’ standing, I would 
recommend that the acceptance of his 
resignation, with a three months’ 
leave with pay, be granted to Mr. An- 
drew K. Brady.

Acting Mayor Murphy: Do I under- 
stand the motion is that you desire 
to concur in the action of the Direc- 
tor of Revenue and Finance. 


Commissioner Byrne: Yes. 


Mr. O’Brien: May I suggest that 
you word it so that his resignation 
be accepted as of October Ist, and 
that he be given a leave of absence? 


Acting Mayor Murphy: The only 
thing, as I say, I have already asked 
Mr. Brady and told him that I felt as 
though he was entitled to a vacation, 
and he said he did not want it. Of 
course, as far as that part of it is 
concerned, I am not quibbling about 
that either, because I wanted to give 
it to him and offered it to him, I did 
not specify any particular time; I 
left that to his judgment because he 
was not well, as to any fair period of 
time, but he said no, he wanted to 
work right up to July ist and then he 
was through and he did not want any- 
thing further from the city. Of 
course, I am quoting his statement to 
me. And I have no objection, Direc- 
tor Franklin, if the commission wants 
to concur in my action of retiring 
Andrew Brady, and I certainly have 
no objection to that. 


Mr. O’Brien: I would think perhaps 
jt might be beyond your power to 
grant nim a leave of absence, having 
accepted his resignation as of July 
Ist. 


Commissioner Byrne: Make his 
resignation as of October 1st—his re- 
tirement. Word it properly, what- 
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ever it is. I still make that recom- 
mendation, that he be given three 
months, and dated it October. 


Mr. O’Brien: Make the motion that 
the effective date of his retirement be 
deferred until October ist, and in the 
meantime he be given a leave of ab- 
sence with pay. You see, you could 
not concur in your action accepting it 
and give him a leave of absence with 
pay because he would not be on the 
payroll any Jonger, 


Acting Mayor Murphy: I do not 
quite agree with you, counsel. I think 
a motion is in order to concur in the 
action of the Director of Revenue and 
Finance in retiring Andrew Brady 
with a vacation of three months with 
pay. 


Mr. O’Brien: You cannot retire him 
as of July Ist, and then give him a 
vacation with pay, because he is or 
your pension fund then, he is not one 
of the employees. In other words, if 
you set the retirement effective Octo- 
ber 1st, and in the meantime give him 
a leave of absence with pay, that cov- 
ers what you. apparently did. 


Commissioner Byrne: I concur 
with Director Murphy and [ leave it 
up to him to work out. 


Acting Maycr Murphy: Motion is 
made that the action of the Director 
of Revenue and Finance in retiring 
Andrew Brady as of October ist be 
approved. 


Mr. O’Brien: Don’t you want to add 
to that, in the meantime he be giver 
a leave of absence with pay? 


Acting Mayor Murphy: De said as 
of October 1st, which is my recom- 
mendation. The Clerk will call the 
roll. 


Commissioner Franklin: You want 
a second to that, don’t you? 


Commissioner Byrne: In compliance 


with the Revised Statutes of New Jer- 
sey 43:12-1, 

Commissioner Franklin: I second 
the motion. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners 
Franklin. Murphy. 


Byrne, 


The City Clerk: Do you want me to 
notify the depositories ? 


Acting Mayor Murphy: The deposi- 
tories are all right now because they 
are carrying on the checks with my 
name on it. 


The City Clerk: Are you going to 
carry them that way? 


Acting Mayor Murphy: We will 
carry them along the way they are 
for three months. 


The City Clerk: If you want to 
change it, you introduce a resolution 
directing me— 


Acting Mayor Murphy: That doesn’t 
stop me from authorizing somebody 
else, even though he may be here for 
the next three months, I have still got 
the right to authorize somebody else 
to countersign checks. 


Mr. O’Brien: You could as auditor, 
which is correct, or whoever is acting 
auditor. But under the ordinance you 
cannot authorize somebody else. But 
if you follow the procedure by letter 
you can straighten the whole thing 
out.

To the Board of Commissioners 
of The City of Newark, N. J.

I hereby tender my resignation as 
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City Commissioner of the City of 
Newark, N. J., effective Wednesday, 
Junz 21st, 1939. 


Although I have had this action in 
mind for a long period I have put it 
off from time to time for various rea- 
sons, one of them being that I did 
not want to quit under fire. Howver, 
I have been exomerated of the charges 
against me, the budget for the De- 
paremert of Public Safety has been 
set up and the time has come when I 
am compelled, by order of my physi- 
cians, to decide between remaining in 
public office or suffering a complete 
physical breakdown. 


I have, in all my years in public 
service, always performed my duties 
to the best of my ability, having in 
mind, despite adverse criticism, the 
best: interests of Newark, my native 
city. 


It is with a feeling of deep regret 
that I am leaving the scene of my 
official life, but I shall always carry 
with me the knowledge that the citi- 
zens have twice honored me with 
elective office, for which I am truly 
thankful. 


I shail never forget the many 
friends, I have made in my official 
life, and I cannot speak too highly of 
the members of my so-called “cabi- 
net” who have given loyal and con- 
scientious service to the City of New- 
ark. 


í wish to express my appreciation 
to my colleagues on the City Commis- 
sior, to the gentlemen of the Press 
and to the various sincere civic 
groups who have made my burden 
lighter by their unselfish support for 
the many innovations in the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety which were in- 
itiated by me, such as the Radio and 
Emergency Divisions and the Police 
and Fire Training Academy.

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Commissioner Franklin: This mat- 
ter came up at the meeting last week, 
and in the usual course, after having 
been adjourned for a week, and at 
that time the Mayor was. present and 
Director Murphy was not present. 
Feeling that he wanted all members 
of the Board present—the balance of 
the members of the Board present— 
when action was taken, he of his own 
motion, more or less, asked that the 
matter Le deferred to this week. Un- 
fortunately, today the Mayor is not 
well; and as has been stated before, 
the department is functioning under 
the Deputy Director, Mr. Cluesmann, 


and if I read correctly in the paper’ 


he was taken some definite action in 
the department as the Deputy Direc- 
tor. I do not see that the department 
is going to suffer in the least by the 
continuance of Mr. Cluesmann as 
Deputy Director until such time as 
this Board, all four members can act 
upon the resignation and then act 
upon the selection of a fifth member. 

I move you, Mr. Mayor, that ac- 
tion on the resignation of Mr. Duffy 
be deferred for one week. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: There has 
been a motion made that action on 
the resignation of Commissioner Duf- 
fy be deferred for one week on ac- 
count of the illness, as I understand, 
of the Mayor. Is there a second to 
that motion? 


There appears to be no second to 
the motion. I don’t know how I can 
put it. 


Commissioner Byrne: Mr. Mayor, I 
would like to say that I would vote 
“no” against that resolution, but as 
long as there is no second to it I do 
not have to. But 1 would like to see 
this resolution moved accepting the 
resignation of Director Duffy because 
J think this matter should be determ- 
ined today most definitely once and 
for all. 


Regarding the filing of that vacan- 


45 


cy at today’s session, I am willing to 
wait another week, perhaps the Mayor 
might be back. But I don’t see what 
reason there is for not accepting the 
resignation today, it has been lying 
here so long, and I don’t see why the 
department still cannot function. The 
Mayor, after all, can temporarily run 
the Department of Public Safety if hs 
so chooses; it would under his juris- 
diction, but I do feel that the resig- 
nation should be acted upon today, 
and I think public clamor and demand 
is that such a resignation be accept- 
ed today. And I move you accord- 
ingly the adoption of the resolution. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: You mean 
for acceptance of the resignation? 


Commissioner Byrne: I move aec- 
ceptance of the resignation. 


‘Acting Mayor Murphy: A motion 
has been made to accept the resigna- 
tion of Commissioner Duffy. It looks 
as though I am in the same spot, 
there is no second to the motion, and 
it automatically lays over until there 
is another motion. 


Commissioner Byrne: Does that 
shut it off, because if you cannot get 
a second to the motion—

body to bring it up. 
cannot 


Commissioner Byrne: I 


‘pring up a written resolution and see 


if I can get two signatures on it? 


The City Clerk: You can bring up 
a resolution at any time. I guess tha 
Law Department would be in a bet- 
ter position to answer that than I. 


Mr. O’Brien: You have a right to 
present a resolution, sign it and pre- 
sent it for signtaure, and ask for a 
roll call. on it. 


Commissioner Byrne: I would like 
to have cne drawn up. Can I have the 


aw Department draw such a resolu- 
tion and ask the right to get two 
signatures on it? 


Mr. O’Brien: We could do it. 


The City Clerk: Do you want to 
hold the Board? 


Commissioner Byrne: I would like 
to hold the Board. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Commis- 
sioner Byrne, I personally feel that 
it is time to accept the resignation of 
Commissioner Duffy, too, but I feel as 
though as long as the courtesy was 
extended to me of being hereby the 
Mayor last week, I do not want to be 
considered as an ingrate who does 
hot want to extend that courtesy tc 
him. Ard I do not think that there 
ig any question that he is ill, just the 
same as I was laid up last week, of 
course, probably a whole lot worse. 
And I think that in all due fairness 
and respect, I myself do not feel in- 
clined to want to sign a resolution or 
vote for retirement in his absence to- 
day. Otherwise, I would be glad to 
dispose of the matter. 


Commissioner Byrne: I would like 
to mak: myself clear. I agree not to 
ask for a vote on a new commissioner 
today. All I am asking is that the 
resignation be acted upon today and 
the election of a new commissioner 
the choice of a new commissioner be 
deferred for another week until 
Mayor Ellenstein is baek here in the 
Commission. I would like to see ac- 
tion today on that resignation. It has 
been lying around here now for some 
time. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Well, i 
made my explanation, in all due re- 
spect to him being sick. Of course, I 
do not see the purpose being served 
of having a resolution prepared. Per- 
sonally, that is the way I feel about 
it. 


Commissioner Byrne: It does not 
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seem logical to me to continue a man 
in office whose resignation is before 
you and he wants to quit, and he asks 
to quit. The department is now under 
censure, it is under its own investiga- 
tion with a presentment by the Grand 
Jury, and we sit idly by and don’t act 
on the man’s own request that he be 
relieved of the obligation. The man 
is still responsible for what goes on 
in zhe department and he is not here 
functioning, and we know he has no 
intention of coming back here. And I 
do not see how we, as intelligent gen- 
tlemen, can sit here and not act on the 
resignation when we know the man 
wants it and has not intention of 
coming back. 


Commissioner Franklin: And until 
such time as you are able to act upon 
it, the department them, if the resig- 
nation were accepted, would be with- 
out an official head, and under the 
law the Mayor actually could go in 
and supervise the department, and the 
man is sick and not able to supervise 
his own department at the moment. 
Now, there can be no harm in per- 
mitting the status to remain. Mr. 
Cluesmann is very efficient, in my 
opinion, and is acting actively as 
deputy director of that department, 
and I think very efficiently. 


Commissioner Byrne: Well, I have 
said my piece and I cannot get any- 
thing done. I still want it on the rec- 
ord I asked it to be done. The re- 
sponsibility is not mine. 


Commissioner Franklin: It is just 
unfortunate that last week Director 
Murphy was sick, and it is unfortu- 
nate that this week the Mayor is sick. 


Commissioner Byrne: We could act 
on Mr. Brady’s resignation today. It 
is almost parallel, in my opinion. I 
think we should be consistent. 


Commissioner Franklin: I do not 
think it is parallel at all. He is an 
employee in a department. This is the 
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head of one division of five depart- 
ments of the government. 


. Commissionr Byrne: Well, he is a 
pretty important man. He gets twice 
as much money as a commissioner. 


Commissioner Franklin: I do not 
think, Mr. Mayor, there is any sense 
in sitting here arguing any more. I 
move we adjourn. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Director 
Franklin, do I understand you clearly, 
do I understand that your position is 
that you would be vlad to sign the ac- 
ceptance of the resignation or ac- 
ceptance of the resignation of Com- 
missioner Duffy if the Mayor was 
here? 


Commissioner Franklin: Yes. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: So there 
seems to be no question about the 
members of the Commission accept- 
ing the resignation of Commissioner 
Duffy, it is just the fact of the May- 
or’s absence today. 


Commissioner Byrne: If we had a 
written reoslution could I get two 
votes here? Could I get another vote 
besides my own to pass it? 


Commissioner Franklin: It is a 
courtesy that he had extended to him. 
He, of his own motion, last week— 
if someone wanted to act definitely 
last week it could have been accepted 
last week and a fifth commissioner 
could have been elected. We don’t 
do business that way. 


Actiny Mayor Murphy: I don’t mind 
saying I don’t, for one, and I would 
not do it in the absence of any Com- 
missioner. 


Commissioner Byrne: Supposing by 
chance Mayor Ellenstein does not re- 
turn to duty for some time, what will 
be thé procedure then for this. City 
Commission ? 
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Commissioner Franklin: Let us 
cross that bridge within the wesk 
when we have an opportunity to talk 
with the Mayor. 


Commissioner Byrne: Are you able 
to judge when the Mayor is going to 
return? You know how sick the 
Mayor really is? I think he is a very 
ill man. 

Commissioner Franklin: I person- 


ally cannot pass upon that, I am not 
a physician, and [ have not been in- 
formed. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: There is 
the other problem we have here, too, 
that is going to take some thought 
by the Commission: We have emerg- 
ency resolutions here in order to 
carry on relief and some action is 
going to have to be taken by the Corm- 
mission between now and the next 
meeting. Otherwise there won’t be 
enough funds to carry on, because we 
have to have four votes in order to 
pass an emergency resolution. 


Commissioner Franklin: I think it 
can be very well worked out if the 
Mayor is in such condition he can sit 
down with the three of us, we can 
hold a special meeting and get what- 
ever special business has to be done. 


Commissioner Byrne: Well, Mr. 
Corporation Counsel, I can’t get two 
signatures. 


Franklin: We can 
the 


Commissioner 
hold a special meeting where 
Mayor is within the week. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: The reason 
why I explain that, Commissioner 
Byrne, is because I did not want the 
Corporation Counsel to go to that 
trouble when I personally feel as 
though that courtésy, as long as the 
members of the Commission here, 
that are here, the thrée have declar- 
ed themselves as being in favor. of.ac- 
cepting the resignation and will ac- 


cept it, and the oniy question involv- 
ed then 1s out of courtesy to the sick- 
ness of the Mayor to defer it for one 
week, I am inclined to so defer it 
for one week. 


Commissioner Byrne: What differ- 
ence does it make if I give my word 
of honor that I wen’t vote for a new 
commissioner until the four commis- 
sioners are present? 


Commissioner Franklin: The de- 
partment becomes without an afficial 
head. . 


Commissioner Byrne: Well, it has 
been that way for almost two years. 


Commissioner Franklin: It has not, 
not officially. Mr. Cluesmann, under 
the law, may not then be the deputy 
director upon the acceptance of the 
resignation. 


Acting Mayor Murphy; If there is 
any member of this Commission who 
cannot attend meetings and he is in 
serious condition, the Commission 
may have to take action as a Commis- 
sion of three. We will have to meet 
that condition when it develops. 


Commissioner Franklin: I think if 
this were deferred for a week, within 
a week let us make it our business to 
go to the Mayor at his sick bed and 
talk this matter over and see just 
what procedure shali be taken for the 
future. Just give him the courtesy 
of a week and it probably could be 
settled within the week. 


Commissioner Byrne: We had four 
men here before when it could have 
been acted upon and it was not act- 
ed upon yet. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Mr. Cor- 
poration Counsel, would there be any 
legal complications if the Commis- 
sion did act today on the resignation? 


Mr. O’Brien: The resolution under 


which Mr. Cluesmann 1s now acting 
would be invalid, he could not con- 
tinue under that resolution. It may 
well be that the Commission could 
pass ancther resolution making him 
the head of the department. There is 
a section of the statute under which 
that might be done. And, of course, 
it is a matter of interpretation of the 
statute as to whether he would con- 
tinue as deputy director. It is my 
thought that he would, but, of course, 
those questions would have to be met 
and answered, 


Commissioner Byrne: If the Mayor 
were acting head, could’nt he appoint 
Deputy Cluesmann to continue? 


Mr. O’Brien: I believe he could 
make such an appointment; but my 
own recommendation would be that it 
be done by the Board of Commission- 
ers with the Mayor concurring. 
Then there cannot be any question. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: I think the 
Board of Comissioners have already 
acte] on a previous resolution, al- 
ready have taken action on a previous 
resolution through the request of 
Commissioner Duffy at that time. 


Mr. O’Brien: That is correct, and 
that is presently pending, and the au- 
thority under which Mr. Cluesmann 
is new acting. , 

Acting Mayor Murphy: Up to the 
present time. 


Commissioner Byrne: Is Mr. Clues- 
mann acting under the old resolution 
or a new one? 

Acting Mayor Murphy: The only 
resolution that was ever passed. 


Mr. O’Brien; The only one I know 
of is actually in existence designat- 
ing him acting director in place of 
Directors Duffy, who is still in law 


` the director, and therefore in his ah- 
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sence Mr. Cluesmann has been desig- 
nated acting head of it and he is the 
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acting head of it. 


Commissioner Byrne: Wasn’t he 
designated to act until June 15? 


Mr. O’Brien: I don’t know. 


Commissioner Byrne: Wasn’t June 
15 the definite date? Did he continue 
on automatically or did we pass an 
additional resolution continuing him 
from there? 


Mr. O’Brien: We will have to have 
the City Clerk check on it. 


The City Clerk: I am sending for l 


it. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: I don’t 
think there was any definite date. I 
think it was to carry on in his ab- 
sence. There was no specified time. 


Commissioner Franklin: It is the 
usual resolution that goes through 
when you are away on vacation or 1 
am on vacation. 


Commissioner Byrne: I am wrong 
on that. 


Mrs. Leo Hopp: I make a motion 
that you accept Mr. Duffy’s resigna- 
tion. 


The City Clerk: You cannot do that. 


Mrs. Hopp: I know I can’t, but J 
am only telling him it should be ac- 
cepted. The man wants to retire, and 
-he should be done with it. You should 
put another man in his place as soon 
as possible. That isn’t the way to go 
on, the way you are. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Is there 
any further business before the Com- 
mission ? 


Commissioner Franklin: I move we 
adjourn. 


Commissioner Byrne: I think if 
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somebody wants to be heard on this 
important question, the taxpayers car 
come down and demand the resigna- 
tion. 


Mrs. Hopp: That is a shame the 
way it is going on. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: I have not 
deprived anybody from being heard. 
Of couse, I do not want to adjourn 
and have you feel as though you 
were shut off from anything. Is there 
anybody who wants to be heard on 
this matter? 


Mrs. Hopp: Mr. Cluesmann, you 
are going to investigate and Mr. Brex 
is going to investigate this towing 
racket? 


Deputy Director Cluesmann: Yes. 

Mrs. Hopp: Who, may I ask, is ge- 
ing to investigate Mr. Brex, and who, 
may I ask, is going to investigate 
you? 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Lady, 
please. Just in order to put you 
straight, there is a question here be- 
fore the Commission now on the ac- 
ceptanee of the resignation of Com- 
missioner Duffy, and, of course, you 
will have to confine your remarks to 
that, please. 


Mrs. Hopp: O. K., sure. But I am 
going co tell you what I think about 
it before 1 leave here. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: If there are 
no remarks from any citizens present, 
I think a motion to adjourn will be im 
order.

Mr. Zuckerman: Not too far afield. 
It has a lot to do with it. J have 
been advised by the county body of 
the Workers’ Alliance to urge that 
the City Commission of Newark go 
on record memorializing Congress to 
take action on the Woodrum Amend- 
ment. Jf this Woodrum Amendment 
is allowed to proceed as determined 
by Congress at the present mement, 
it means that numerous WPA Work- 
ers, citizens of Newark, will be put 
off the job and necessarily will have 
to find recourse oi the relief rolls, 
and in view of the fact that the relief 
rolls are over-burdened and the City 
faces an emergency in that regard, 
we believe it would be advisable to 
urge Congress to revise the Woodrum 
Amendment. We feel that if this 
Woodrum Amendment is not revised 
that the emergency that we face at 
the present moment is so much more 
enhanced, so much more intensified, su 
I urge the City Commission at this 
time and possibly today, to go on rec- 
ord memorializing Congress to take 
action to revise the Woodrum Amend- 
ment.

However, I have 
been exonerated of the charges 
against me, the budget for the De- 
partment of Public Safety has been 
set up and the time come when I am 
compelle4, by order of my physicians, 
to decide between remaining in pub- 
lic office or suffering a complete phy- 
sica] breakdown, 


I have, in all my years in public 
oflice, always performed my duties to 
the best of my ability, having in mind 
despite adverse criticism, the best in- 
terests of Newark, my native city. 


t is with a feeling of deep regret 
that [ am leaving the scene of my of- 
ficial life, but I shall always carry 
with m2 the knowledge that the citi- 
zens have twice honored me with elec- 
tive office, for which I am truly 
thankful. 


I shall never forget the many 
friends 7 have made in my official life 
and I cannot speak too highly of the 
members of my so-called “cabinet” 
who have given loyal and conscient- 
ious service to the City of Newark. 


I wish to express my appreciation 
to my colleagues on the City Com- 
mission, to the gentlemen of the 
Press and to the various sincere civic 
groups who have made my burden 
lighter Ly their unseifish support for 
the many innovations in the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety which were in- 
itiated by me, such as the Radio and 
Emergency Division and the Police 
and Fire Training Academy.

Honorable Sir: 


{ understand that Director Duffy’s 
resignation will be acted upon at to- 
morrow’s Commission meeting. The 
rext step will be the selection of 
someone to fill the vacancy. 


It is gratifying to me that you 
have announced that the post would 
go to an American of Italian extrac- 
ticn. With this I am heartily in ac- 
cord, not only because Italians in the 
Cie of Newark constitute so large 
a percentage of the population, and 
have played so important a role in 
community affairs, but also because 
one of their number was elected in 
1983 and ran sixth in the last City 
Cemmission election in 1987. 


Tt has been brought to me that 
both you and Direetor Franklin have 
expressed yourselves as recognizing 
my clairns to consideration for the va- 
canecy. 


I feel that I have a greater claim 
to the office which is to be filled than 
anyone else who has hus far been 
mentioned. In 1988 I was elected to 
the City Commission and again in 
1987, thirty thousand citizens indicat- 
ed their faith in me be voting for 
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me. This large vote I obtained not- 
withstanding the criticism and un- 
founded charges which were levelled 
at me before and during the can- 
paign. The voters, however, recog- 
nized my record as a public official, 
and of this record J am proud. 


As Director of Parks and Public 
Property, I was responsible for a re- 
duction of twenty-five per cent. in the 
department’s budget below the 
amount expended by my predecessor 
in 1932. As Director of Revenue and 
Finance I helped strengthen the finan- 
cia] structure of the City so that 
Newark was able to borrow money at 
one per cent. from local banks, where- 
as, previously, we were not able to 
obtain a loan at six per cent. The 
only long term bond issue which I 


‘handled carried an interest charge of 


less than two and three-quarter per 
cent, These money rates which pre- 
vailed during my administration were 
the lowest in the City’s history. 


Just before I left office in 1937, I 
was responsible for the collection of 
Two million dollars in taxes from a 
large corporation which had been in 
Newark for forty-eight years with- 
out paying any taxes at all. As a re- 
sult of this, the tax rate for the year 
1987 was reduced to 3.69. Tax col- 
lections while I was in the Depart- 
ment of Revenue and Finance reach- 
ed a record breaking high,—78.43% 
in 19386. When I turned my Depart- 
ment over to my successor, there was 
Five and one-half million dollars in 
eash in the City Treasury with all 
bills pard. 


The foregoing was not accomplish- 
ed without hard work. Great person- 
al sacrifice were involved. J neg- 
lected my law practice. , My wife and 
children were deprived almost entire- 
ly of my companionship. It was my 
misfortune to hold public office dur- 
ing the worst years of the depression, 
at a time when no matter what one 


_ did inspired criticism and condemna- 
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tion from some quarters. I gave the 
City of Newark the best that I had to 
give, and that the people generally 
understood this was reflected in the 
vote which I polled in 1937. 


I have no desire to return to Mu- 
nicipal Office at this time. Thanks 
to the influence of the few but power- 
ful enemies that I made while in of- 
fice, I am now in a position where 
for the first time in my life, I am re- 
quired to defend my honor and good 
name. I served the United States as 
an army officer during the World 
War. I served the State of New Jer- 
sey and the County of Essex ag a 
member of the Legislature and as a 
Judge. I have practiced law for over 
twenty years. At no time during this 
eareer was any criticism ever levelled 
at me in connection with my conduct 
either in private or public life. As 
much as I enjoyed the opportunity to 
serve the people of the City of New- 
ark as City Commissioner, the re- 
wards fcr this service have been mea- 
ger and include the attempt of a small 
group of political enemies:to destroy 
the reputation which I have labor- 
ed a lifetime to construct. 


Under present circumstances, I do 
not feel that I want my name to ba 
considered for appointment to the 
City Commission, and I am withdraw- 
ing my name in an effort to bring 
harmony among my people. However, 
I wish to commend Director Frank- 
lin and you for your decision to sup- 
port an Italian American for the 
post. As a logical contender for the 
post, I urge the Commissioners to se- 
lect an aspirant of Italian American 
extraction. I feel that, having with- 
drawn my name from consideration, 
J am in a better position to assert the 
claim of my people for representation 
in the governing body of the City. 
The names of many candidates have 
been mentioned. As a leader in Ital- 
ian American circles, I urge my peo- 
ple, if possible, to reduce the number 
of contenders to a minimum, to in- 


sure the selection of one of them. I am 
confident that if the matter is ap- 
proached in a spirit of self sacrifice, 
such as I am making, the number of 
Americans of Italian extraction aspir- 
ing to the vacant position will be re- 
duced to a small number from among 
whom a selection should be certain. 


I take the opportunity here to ex- 
press to the thousands of citizens and 
the scores of organizations who, with- 
out solicitation or encourageent of 
any kind from me, have been active 
in advancing my candidacy. This 
mass demonstration of confidence in 
me in the face of an organized ef- 
fort in certain quarters to discredit 
me is un experience which I will for- 
‘ever cherish. To you and Director 
Franklin for recognizing the claims 
‘of my people, my heartfelt thanks, 


I trust your colleagues will sup- 
port your position.

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Commissioner Byrne: Since I mov- 
ed for the nomination today, I think 
to be consistent I am going to vote 


against this. I think that if we are. 


not going to fill it today that the 
Mayor temporarily should be in 
charge of the department of Public 
Safety, and he has the right, I be- 
lieve, under the law to designate any- 
one he sees fit. He can continue Mr. 
Cluesmann there as Acting Director. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I have a resolu- 
tion here; as a matter of fact I took 
it up with Mr. O’Brien, and I have 
a resolution before be authorizing 
Mr. Cluesmann as acting director, and 
T think that Mr. Cluesmann ought to 
be continued as acting director of 
Public Safety. It is a mere technical- 
ity, because the question arises as to 
whether, since the resolution legally 
authorizes him as acting director 
through the creation of the vacancy, 
whether he could be acting director in 
the absence of any director at all. It 
seems to me that Mr. Cluesmann 
ought to be designated temporarily as 
acting director. 


Commissioner Byrne: I agree with 
you partly, but I do feel it was wrong 
not to vote for a successor to fill the 
vaeancy today. If we cannot do that 
J think a commissioner ought to be 
put in charge of the Department of 
Public Safety, somebody elected . by 
the people or by us. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Of course, as ts 
having someone elected today I had 
no objection to that. I do not see that 
anything could be gained by it. There 
would not be very much likelihood of 
getting a majority voted settled on 
one candidate. I think that delaying 
it for one week would give the com- 
missioners an opportunity to turn 
over in their minds the best candi- 
dates who, in their opinion, are avail- 
able, and I do not see any harm in 
delaying it. It has been rather a 
trying day for me and Tam axious 
that the meeting come to a termina- 
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tion. In the meantime I think that 
Mr. Cluesmann ought to be designated 
as the acting director. 


Commissioner Byrné: I think that 
is defeating the very purpose of the 
Walsh act. I think we ought to move 
one way or the other, and I would like 
to get an opinion from the Law De- 
partment as to whether a vote of 2- 
1-1 makes a majority. I maintain 
that three votes are a majority. 


Mayor Elienstein: You ean get an 
opinion on that. You couldn’t get 
that immediately but I think such 
an opinion ought to come forward. 


Commissioner Byrne: Don’t you 
think that such an opinion ought to 
come forward before the commission- 
er is chosen? 


Mayor Eilenstein: It was my inter- 
tion to bring it to the attention of the 
three commissioners, to put them on 
notice, ‘what the law is and what the 
probability is of getting into litiga- 
tion if two of the commissioners are 
going to vote for one man, one for an- 
other and one for another. There is 
a grave question as to whether or not 
the one who receives two votes wiil 
be elected in accordance with the act, 
but I think, at any rate, whether it is 
so or not that all the commissioners 
ought to be apprised of it so that they 
know just exactly what they are do- 
ing. My own views are that you 
cught to take one candidate at a 
time and either vote for him or 
against him, and in that case no legal 
complication can arise. 


Commissioner Murphy: It seems to 
me the only fair way to do it. 


Commissioner Byrne: Don’t you 
think we ought to agree that we will 
not choose a candidate unless he gets 
three votes? - 


Mayor Ellenstein: We cannot 
change the state law but if that is an 


agreement among the commissioners, 
that is perfectly all nght with me. I 
will pledge you my word that I will 
not concede to the election of anyone 
to fill the vacancy unless we have 
three votes, but I can’t control the 
legal interpretation as to what was 
passed by the Legislature. 


Commissioner Byrne: I think that 
is not only the fa thing to do—I 
think it is the fair thing to do. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is a question 
as to whether it is the legal thing, 
and, as far as the fair thing, it ought 
to be done that way. It is understood 
that none of the commissioners will, 
at least, take advantage of it in this 
respect, unless three of the commis- 
sioners vote for a prospective candi- 
date. 


Commissioner Murphy: The only 
angle that may come up—I am not A 
fast thinker—I am trying to figure 
that out. Suppose, for instance, that 
some member of the Commission, 
maybe myself, may become critically 
ill and laid up for several months? 


Mayor Ellenstein: If that conting- 
ency does arise I think we can get 
together and, as gentlemen, with- 
craw— 


Commissioner Murphy: I think the 
expression was on the basis that we 
are all available to be here? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Of course, if 
nothing unforseen happens. 


Commissioner Byrne: I think the 
Law Department ought to advise Di- 
rector Murphy. 


Comyraissioner Murphy: I ask for an 
opinion from the Law Department. 
What is the resolution? Read it. 


(The City Clerk read the resolu- 
tion designating Leo Cluesmann tu 
act as Deputy Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety.) 


Director Frankhn, I so move you. 
Commissioner Murphy: I second it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is in accord- 
ance with the law. 


Commissioner Murphy: Does that 
in any way adjust the salary range 
between the deputy and the director? 


Mayor Ellenstein: The salary re- 
mains the same. 


Commissioner Murphy: I am just 
wondering. It may become a question 
in some people’s minds.

I have called the attention of 
the commissioners and want to again 
call the attention of the commission» 
ers to the dangers of running into le- 
gal complications, if it is the view 
of the Commission to proceed with 
the balloting on the prospective can- 
didate to fill the vacancy. Each one 
of the commissioners has received a 
legal opinion from the Law Depart- 
ment in which it has been pointed out 
that if à candidate should receive two 
votes and the other two commission- 
ers were to vote for two other in- 
dividuals so that the vote stood 2-1-1, 
that it is the Law Department’s pres- 
ent opinion that that would be a val- 
id election under the terms of the 
Act. In like manner if the vote was 
two for one candidate and one com- 
missioner voted for another and the 
fourth commissioner did not vote at 
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all, that that would constitute, in the 
opinion of the Law Department, a val- 
id election. It seems to me that the 
Commission should thoroughly under- 
stand that and avoid any legal com- 
plications. 


IĮ do believe, unless the members of 
the commission have some other sug- 
gestions to make, that one candidate 
at a time be considered, to avoid any 
confusion, and that there be a definite 
yes or ro vote, either for or against 
that candidate. Then it would not in- 
volve any legal complications. Other- 
wise I can visualize how in the fu- 
ture, if the commissioners should 
eventually decide on a commissioner, 
then that position might be contested 
by a candidate who received two votes 
as against one, of two opposite per- 
sons, in the strict construction of the 

ct. 


While the Law Department is not 
absolutely certain that that is the 
law, it is their present belief, based 
on the cases that they have read, that 
there is a likelihood that the courts 
would probably decide, and the Law 
Department brings that to the atten- 
tion of the Commissioners. However, 
it can all be avoided. My opinion is 
that it ought to be avoided by pri- 
vate conference, whether at the re- 
quest of Director Murphy, Director 
Byrne or Director Franklin. We will 
agree that we should avoid that legal 
complication, so that now if it is the 
will of the Commission I will declare 
that we proceed with the presentment 
of the candidates. 


I believe that all that is required 
under the law is that any individual 
commissioner present to the members 
of the Commission any candidate he 
may have in mind, and unless there is 
an objection I will declare that the 
Commission is prepared to hear a 
presentment by any of the commis- 
sioners to fill the vacancy caused by 
the resignation of Michael P. Duffy.

He is a native of Newark, a prod- 
uct of its schools, a graduate of Blair 
Academy, attended Georgetown Uni- 
versity School of Foreign Service, 
specializing in international relations, 
and American and municipal govern-. 
ments. He graduated the George 
Washington University School of 
Law, a practising attorney seven 
years, chief inspector to the State 
Athletic Commission two years. He is. 
vice president of the Columbus Trust 
Company, counsel of the Columbus 
Mortgage and Title Insurance Com- 
pany, Chairman of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Blackburn Products, 
Inc., a corporation manufacturing sim- 
ulated leather. This company has ct- 
fices in eight states and seven foreign. 
countries; treasurer of the Pellecchia 
Agency, real estate and insurance 
firm, and in such capacity it has the 
care of the maintenance of property 
amounting to approximately $5,000,- 
000; associated in an advisory capac- 
ity with his father’s construction 
company, considered one of the larg- 
est in the state, which has done mil- 
lions of dollars worth of work in the- 
State of New Jersey, having built 
many of the Newark schools and state. 
institutions. 
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For years the Pellecchia family 
have been employers in this capacity, 
in the Blackburns Products, Inc., of 
many men and have always been fair 
with labor, as exemplified by the fact 
that through all hee years there 
has never been any labor trouble with 
any of the companies on the jobs, em- 
ploying Union labor. 


He is a member of the Essex Coun- 
ty and American Bar Associations, 
and a member of many civil, social 
and charity welfare organizations.

Mayor Ellenstein: My point is this; 
in the first place, if you go and ap- 
point a fifth commissioner he should 
have a voice, too, in the distribution 
of the departments. Therefore, the 
business at hand now is to fill a va- 
cancy and it would be no point for 
me to say that I am not going tu 
vote for a commissioner unless I can 
have my way in a certain thing. That 
is the stand you take. There is noth- 
ing to deprive you of the opportunity 
of presenting resolutions and recom- 
mendations to the City Commission as 
to what, in your judgment, is to the 
best interests of he city. However, 
if he majority of the City Commis- 
sion do not coincide with that I do 
not see that there is any logical rea- 
son for you to say, “I can’t go on with 
the City Commission because I can’t 
have my way in breaking up these 
departments.” 


That is the sum and substance of 
it. 


Commissioner Murphy That is not 
so. You are takimg an arbitrary po- 
sition. I have a right to disagree and 
I certainly have a right to say that 
I do not think it is good policy on 
the part of the City Commission to 
expect a fifth man to come in here 
and talk about the reorganization of 
these departments. I do not see how 
we can intelligently until we find out 
Gefinitely what department that man 
is fitted for. In other words, I do 
not believe that this Commission can 
intelligently settle—that is my opin- 
ion—as to where this man is going 
to eventually go, where he is going 
and as to what type of man he is. In 
my opinion you would need a differ- 
ent type of man in the Police Depart- 
ment than you would in the Revenue 
and Finance, and I think that this 
Commission should make a _re-alloca- 
tion of the different sub-divisions, 
equalizing the set-up, which a new 
man is not going to do, and I think 
it is our duty to decide on that type 
of man is best suited for this vacancy. 
That is my position. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Of course, you 
are perfectly welcome to your opinion. 
However, I want to point this out to 
you. You say you don’t know what 
the fifth man will be. The fifth man 
may be a man who is better adapted 
to one department than another. That 
is for the Commission to decide after 
the fifth man is elected, and I want 
to point out this most emphatically, 
that on prior occasions when there 
were any vacancies there wasn’t any 
commissioner who arose and said that 
he wasn’t going to vote for anybody 
unless the departments are broken up 
to his liking. Instead of that, these 
Gepartments have gone on practically. 
since Commission government came 
into existence and during the three 
of four vacancies that occurred there 
wasn’t any surviving commissioners 
who said, “I won't vote for a commis- 
sioner unless the departments are 
broken up in accordance with my 
views,” whether or not they were in 
the majority or minority. 
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Commissioner Murphy: I present- 
ed the recommendations for the con-

Personally, I think it is a se- 
rious situation that is being left over, 
and the fact that they are going to 
have another session in September, 1 
think the Governor at least be inform- 
ed by the City officials of the City 
of Newark of the seriousness to this 
City in reference to how it will affect 
the tax rate of 194i), and I think we 
ought to let him know that the Com- 
missioners of The City of Newark 
fee] as though the Legislature should 
get together at once and do some- 
thing about this whole situation. 


Mayor Ellenstein: They are to 
meet in September, aren’t they? 


Commissioner Murphy: Yes, the 
25th of September. But, of course, 
they do net contemplate doing any- 


thing of that kind because they have 
already taken some action pertaining 
to the referendum in November on a 
bonding ordinance. And if the bond 
ordir.ance does not pass there cer- 
tainly is a mean situation here in the 
State. And even if it does pass, we 
probably won’t get our money and 
will nave to provide for the 1940 bud- 
get until after the first of the year. 
And each month we are going on here 
with an additional $500,000. 


Mayor Elienstein: I do net see that 
we wouid. There could be special 
legislation just as there was last 
year, and allowance made in that way 
for it as there was in this fiscal year. 


Commissioner Murphy: I do not 
think we ought to contemplate them 
doing that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: We might pass 4 
resolution, pointing out the serious- 
ness of the situation, and that it is 
unbearable for the property taxpay- 
ers to carry any more of a burden, 
and the City is prejudiced by the Leg- 
islature, and calling upon the Gover- 
nor and Legislators of this County tə 
do everything possible to assure the 
taxpayers of this City that the con- 
tribution that we anticipate comes 
forward before the end of the fiscal 
year. They have used their discre- 
tion, and they think the bond issue is 
the plausible thing. I do not think we 
ought to anticipate that the referen- 
dum will not be successful. They 
probably would take the other view. 
It is not likely that it was the inten- 
tion of the Legislature to suggest 
a bond issue wih the thought in mind 
that it would not be successful. I 
think they are confident that it will be 
successful. 


Commissioner Murphy: There is a 
somewnat serious slip in the Legisla- 
ture pertaining to that, and there is 
a question in my mind of the frame of 
mind of the people today, whether 
they would post the bond issue or not, 
That is the thing we cannot tell. And 
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in view of that, I think we ought to 
De on record by letting them know 
how we feel in Newark here.

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Mayor Ellenstein: In view of the 
absence of Director Byrne, and the 
understanding had among the com- 
missioners that there would be no bal- 
loting to fill the vacancy existing in 
the City Commission, the question of 
balloting will be deferred. In the 
meantime, the Law Department has 
given an opinion—has' rendered an 
opinion that the only case found on 
the sibject indicates that there is no 
time limit in which the City Commis- 
sion can select the commissioner to 
fill the vacancy, so there need be no 
fear, in view of that decision, that 
after the third day period has expir- 
ed the Commission would be debarred 
from making that selection. 


Commissioner Murphy: I under- 
stand there was something like that 
in Montclair.

Rev. Sims, 51 West Street: I may 
be out of order, I don’t know; that 
will be determined by what I have 
here. 


Statement:—The proposed health 


ordinance supplemented — augmented - 
—amended or—what have you as con- ` 


cerns, domestics, namely that domes- 
tics must furnish a certificate from 
an accredited New Jersey doctor 
showing an absence of tuberculosis 
and other contagious or communicable 
disease, needs some additions or sub 
tractions. 


Additions becaus only domestics are 
pointed out, and the ordinance should 
also include employers. 


Subtractions, because the word do- 
mestics is not the proper word, and 
shouid be struck out, and that part of 
the ordinance should be made to say 
employers and employees shall have 
physicians certificates of health in af- 
filiations as it pertains to work, with 
and “or one another. 
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A law, a statute, an ordinance 
which would be good for one citizen, 
is also good for another citizen, it 
would be good for all citizens, because 
in our ideology of Democracy, the 
minority group of today may become 
the majority group on some tomor- 
row. 


And, the educating influence vf 
laws, statutes, penal codes, and ordi- 


‘nances, and the growing perception 
‘of the identity of interests of the dif- 


ferent members of the community to 
all qualities which are the means of 


peaceable, sociable, healthful and 
comfortable living —- must apply to 
all citizens of the community — and 


this is both biopsychologically and 
physiologically true. 


For, he who seeks to improve the 
health or morals of mankind has two, 
and only two fundamental ways of ac- 
complishing his end. The first, to 
make it more and more the interest of 
each to conform to that of others; the 
second is, to dispel the ignorance 
which prevents men from seeing their 
true interest. 


Curiously enough this health ordi- 
nance in question constitutes a para- 
dox, that is, it is good for the em- 
ployee and bad for the employer be- 
cause it does not include the employ- 
er. It permits of selfishness on the 
part of an employer and on the part 
of the employees unselfishness. 
Whereas, it should promote selfish- 
ness on the part of both employer and 
employee. The ordinance says the 
employer does not have, can never 
have a communicable disease, that, 
tuberculosis, syphillis, cancer, diph- 
theria, small-pox or other contagious 
diseases are only for domestics. 


And this ordinance is very vocal 
and exacting, in reference to ‘domes- 
tics’ but not articulate, not even a 
whisper from or by it in reference 
to ‘employers’. 


Disease is not a respector of per- 


sons, it does not confine itself to a 
particular race or group or to those 
that work as domestics or otherwise. 


The scientist, psychologist, priest, 
philosopher—-the brave and sage, the 
wise and foolish, the guilty and just, 
the law maker and the law breaker, 
each and every one are susceptible to 
the ravages of communicablee and all 
other diseases. 


By-all means let’s have health cer- 
tificates of the right kind, that is 
from accredited physicians, and by 
the same token let's have an accred- ` 
ited ‘ordinance,’ one that will help all 
the people in the City of Newark and 


-its environs. 


Perhaps the learned originators and 


the proponents of the ordinance for- 
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got these facts. For reason instructs 
us in the several tendencies of actions, 
and humanity makes or should make 
a distinction in favor of those which 
are useful and beneficial. 


And the reason, the only reason 
why we should perform virtuous ac- 
tions or enact laws, statutes or ordin- | 
ances is that all may be benefited, in 
other words, the reason why we 
should seek the good of others, is 
that on the whole such a course will 
bring the greatest amount of happi- 
ness to all with whom we come in 
contact. 


I am contending that the employer 
can have a communicable disease just 
like the domestic and that this law 
should include all the people of the 
City of Newark. { thank you very 
much. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other person who wishes to be heard? 


Commissioner Murphy: I think 
there is a point there, I think a very 
important one from my point of view. 
I quite agree with the statement 
made. % think where anybody em- 
ploys any domestic help, I personally 
believe that they should not have a 


free rein in so far as not being re- 
quired also to have the approval of 
the Health Department, that that 
family being in a position to em- 
ploy domestic help, I think it should 
apply to the employer just as much 
as to the employees. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I don’t see how 
it would be enforceable. This ordin- 
ance is being sponsored by the Health 
Officer. I don’t know of any ordin- 
ance in any city where the employer 
is compelled to undergo an examina- 
tion as to whether they have a com- 
municable disease, because the er- 
ployer is naturally in a much better 
condition to guard against these 
things than the employee. A persou 
may want to engage a domestic and 
unless they have a certificate of 
health they would not engage him. 
On the other hand, I don’t see how 
you could enforce an ordinance if the 
housewife when she engaged a do- 
mestic, the domestic would then say, 
“I won’t work for you because you 
haven’t got a certificate of health.” 


Commissioner Murphy: How are 
you going to enforce the ordinance? 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are going to 
enforce the ordinance because the per- 
son who would engage a domestic 
would want him to have a certificate. 
This is not any class distinction. 


Commissioner Murphy: To me it is. 


Rev. Sims: But, your Honor, it is 
class distinction— 


Commissioner Franklin: Maybe I 
better explain this ordinance so you 
know. This is only an enlargement on 
the persons who are responsible to ses 
that certificates of health are obtain- 
ed at the present time. The employ- 
er is obliged to see to it that the do- 
mestic has a health certificate. At the 
present time the employee must ob- 
tain such a health certificate. This 
amendment includes employment 
agencies as one other group of em- 
ployers who must see to it that do- 
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they place with the 
householder obtain such certificates. 
That is what this amendment in- 
cludes. It does not contemplate the 
employer. Director Murphy feels that 
such an ordinance should include the 
employer should te passed by this 
Commission. I think it is your func- 
tion to introduce such an ordinance. 
The ordinance as it is contemplated 
now only enlarges the scope of the 
persons who are responsible to see to 
it that domestics obtain health certifi- 
cates. 


mestics that 


Director Murphy: It tightens the 
strings around the neck of the work- 
ers more than it is by the present 
time by saying that all employment 
agencies, that the people who apply 
for work have doctor’s certificates be- 
fore they can be sent to work. 

Commissioner Franklin: That is 
right, a health certificate. If you 
think the social problem is great 
enough to require the employer house- 
holder also to have such a certificate, 
I would say you introduce such an 
ordinance. 


Commissioner Murphy: I think the 
city commissioners should give con- 
sideration to that angle, amend it. I 
think then that the ordinance, if the 
ordinance is to be amended, the pres- 
ent ordinance, then I think it should 
be amended to take into consideration 
all people, employer and the employee. 
That is the way I personally feel 
about it. I don’t think we should 
look. at it just from the angle against 
the employment of the employees, 
giving no consideration towards the 
protection of their families from com- 
municable diseases that probably 
would be in the employers’ family. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Then you ought 
to go further and examine the doc- 
tors to see that they haven’t got it. 


Commissioner Murphy: Why put 
the heat on the poor employees? 
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. Mayor Ellenstein;: I don’t know of 
any other ordinance in any other. city. 
I think it is impractical. It seems to 
me that naturally a person who has 
a health certificate and applies as a 
domestic is not going to make a de- 
mand on the man or woman who en- 
gages him to show him their health 
certificate. They are naturally satis- 
fied that they are being protected by 
the individual. And if they need the 
job very badly that they are not then 
likely to question them, It is for the 
protection of all concerned. However, 
if it is the will of the Commission te 
defer it for a week, it is all right. 


Commissioner Franklin: This is the 
proposition I made, I don’t propose to 
include an amendment for the employ- 
er. I say that this is something that 
the Health Department desires. It 
Director Murphy wants to propose an 
ordinance to compel the householder 
and the employer of domestics— 


Mayor Ellenstein: Or food handlers; 
they have to have their employees ex- 
amined, too. 


Commissioner Franklin: My propo- 
sition today is only to enlarge its 
scope +o take in the employment 
agencies, 


Commissioner Murphy: That is all 
right. I have no complaint about tak- 
ing in the employment agencies. | 
think if we are going to enlarge the 
scope of it we ought to do it in the 
proper way. Maybe the code should 
be revised on the health regulations 
for all I know; I don’t know anything 
about it. But I do feel that employ- 
ment agencies if they should be com- 
pelled to see that a health card is 
shown hy the employee, they should 
also be compelled to make sure that 
the employer of the domestics will al- 
so have to show a health card for that 
family. That is how I personally 
feel. I make a motion, Mr. Chair- 
man, that the ordinance be deferred 
and referred to the Law Department 
to advise the.Commission in reference 


to revising and bringing in a recom- 
mendation that will cover both em- 
ployer and employee. 


Commissioner Franklin: In connec- 


‘tion with that, we have got to consid- 


er the budgetary appropriation of the 
Board of Health with respect to the 
cost the Board of Health will be put 
to in examining every employer of 
domestic help. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That means 
every man and woman in the City who 
employs domestic help will have to 
be examined for a health certificate. 


Commissioner Murphy: It means 
the same thing on the employee. 


Mayor Elfenstein: Then the family 
who engages a housekeeper, the em- 
ployer and employee would have te 
be examined. 


Commissioner Murphy: I think 
people who are able to employ some- 
one is able financially to get a certifi- 
cate.

I. Iron and Steel columns incorpor- 
ated in the construction of non-fire- 
proof buildings over one story high, 
and all girders and beams supporting 
a wall, or part thereof, or a sidewalk 
shall be entirely encased in fireproof 
material not less than 2 inches thick.

All floor beams and girders in 
non-fireproof buildings over one story 
high not fireproofed as specified in 
paragraph I, shall be protected with 
2 inches of solid fireproof material 
covering both sides of webs between 
flanges. 


Il. Al! general structural iron and 
steel shall be cleaned of all scale, dirt 
and rust and be thoroughly coated 
with one coat of paint before erection, 
except that cast iron columns shail 
not be painted until after inspection. 


IV. The fireproof material specified 
in paragraph one, two and three for 
the protection of iron and steel may 
be omitted in industrial buildings not 
more than two stories in heighth pro- 
viding the first stories and cellars or 
basements of such buildings are pro- 
tected by automatic sprinklers as 
specified in Section 364, paragraph 7 
of this ordinance.”

The City Clerk: Mr. Mayor. I want 
to report to the Commission that on 
Monday last at about 10:30 in the 
morning, what purports to be a: peti- 
tion for the change of form of gov- 


ernment was offered at my office; and 
in consultation with the law depart- 
ment I was advised that it was not 
necessary to issue any receipts, but 
my understanding was that the re- 
ceipts would be required in a certain 
form. This mattar was handled by 
my deputy Mr. Bross, and he complied 
with the orders that I have that no 
receipt that they requested should be 
issued in the form that they wanted 
it. 


They came to see me. I offered to 
give them a general receipt, which 
they ignored, and they wanted a re- 
ceipt in a certain form. They showed 
me the form! I didn’t pay much atten- 
tion to it; I referred them to the Law 
Department. They left for the Law 
Department, and I later learned from 
the newspapers that they did not de- 
posit the petitions. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Who, in the Law 
Department ? 


Mr. O’Brien: They saw Mr. Ward, 
and then Mr. Fenias came to see me, 
and I told Fenias I knew of nothing 
in the statute which required the City 
Clerk to give a rece‘pt for any docu- 
ment filed with him because any such 
procedure would make it so cumber- 
some in all governmental departments 
that they could not carry on business. 


‘Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any such 
provision ? 


Mr. O’Brien: We know of no such 
provision and our check-up revealed 
no such provision. But I told Mr. 
Fenias if he knew of any such pro- 
vision or if he could find anything 
which he thought might be pertinent 
I would be glad to have him submit 
it to me. He stated he would do that 
the following day, but as yet I have 
not received any communication from 
him which would point to anything 
which would cause us to change our 
views. In other words, the City 
Clerk, as far as we are able to de- 
termine the law, was acting legally 
and in accordance with his rights in 
performing his duty. 


The City Clerk: I said I offered the 
same receipt which was offered and 
accepted by Mr. Becker when he filed 
his petitions several years ago. A 
general receipt would mean a receipt 
for so many sheets of petitions. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is 
what I am trying to get clear, 


The City Clerk: I offered them a 
receipt. My exact words were, “In 
spite of the Law Department’s opin- 
ion I am willing to give you a gen- 
eral receipt for the petitions.” That 
was said in the presence of the press; 
one newspaper so quoted me. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You offered them 
a receipt which would recite how 
many sheets contained in these peti- 
tions? 


The City Clerk: The same general 
receipt I gave on a previous occasion. 


Mayor Ellenstein: He will give 
them a receipt for a certain number 
of pages they filed containing signa- 
tures. I don’t know what further pro- 
tection any reasonable person would 
want. 


Mr. O’Brien: Of course, the City 
Clerk has to be careful in the wording 
of his receipt, because they may or 
may not be signatures. 


Mayor Ellenstein: They purport to 
be signatures. I don’t see what further 
receipt any reasonable person would 
want if you offer a receipt for .so 
many pages of petitions. 


What is the disposition of the Com- 
mission ? 


The City Clerk: Im just filing that 
as a report. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It might be well 
to instruct the City Clerk to write 
Mr. Fenias, the civic-minded citizen 
who is at the head of it, apparently, 
at least, and tell him that it is the 


‘Commission’s thought—directing the 


clerk to write to him that he is will- 
ing to give him a receipt that will in 
some way identify every page on 
there in one general form of receipt. 
That is meeting him more than half 
way, even though the Act provides 
that no receipt is necessary. 


Mr. O’Brien: I would suggest that 
the City Clerk check with the Law 
Department on the form of receipt, 
particularly in view of the many 
fraudulent circumstances that they 
found and that the Law Department 
uncovered in the testimony taken in 
connection with the last petition. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Of course, the 
duties of the City Clerk are prescrib- 
ed by statute. He must follow those 
rules. It rests entirely within his 
province, 


The City Clerk: No, I am just mak- 
ing a report. After all, this body is 
my superior. 


Mr. O’Brien: Strictly, the law im- 
poses certain duties on the City Clerk, 
and since the law imposes those du- 
ties they come not from this City 
Commission but from the Legislature, 
and the responsibility is his, and he 
doesn’t have to follow the dictates of 
the Commission in this matter. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The City Clerk

proceed with it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, I selected 
a fine representation. I have five 
names. So I have made some kind of 
an effort; there is nothing contemptu- 
cus about that. 


Mr. O’Brien: I would like the Com- 
mission to give some thought, at 
least, to what I said about the nec- 
essity of continuously balloting at 
your meetings.

If 
you had a name to present on Satur- 
‘day or give consideration to the 
names we have presented, then I can 
see there might be some value in 
holding such a meeting. If you are 
going to constantly vote no against

I wish to thank my many 
friends and organizations who exert- 
ed their efforts in having me selected 
to fill the vacancy in the City Com- 
mission and assure them of my gnate- 
ful appreciation, and regret that I 
was not able to advise them sooner 
of the developments regarding the 
situation. 


I wish to express my appreciation 
for the many kindnesses shown me by 
the various officials and employees in 
the other departments, and to my as- 
sociaties in the Department of Public 
Safety and every member of that De- 
partment, my sincere thanks for their 
consideration during the last six years 
and especially for their loyalty ana 
support during the period in which I 
have been Acting Director. I want 
them to know that this is one reason 
why my severing my connection with 
the Department is tinged with regret 
and I shall remember my association 
with them with pleasure. 


I wish also to pay my sincere re- 
spects to Director Michael P. Duffy 
who was responsible for my appoint- 
ment, for his fairness and kindly 
thoughtfulness during our association 
and say that I never met a more con- 
siderate executive. 


I am also thankful to the press and 
its members for their courtesy and 
fairness to me. 


In closing, I affirm my faith in the 
City of Newark and its form of gov- 
ernment and wish for the present 
Commissioners as well as the future 
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commissioner, whoever he may be, a 
successful administnation.

espect to these emergency resolu- 
Dons, I would like to say this, that 
Deputy Director Cozzolino raised the 
question of whether or not they might 
be passed with three votes, in view of 
the fact there are four commissioners. 
The Act provides an emergency reso- 
lution may be passed by two-thirds ot 
all of its members. Does it mean that 
two-thirds as it now exists, deducting 
the vacancy, or two-thirds of five, 
which constitutes the City Commis- 
sion form of government. We haven’t 
had a chance to check into that be- 
cause that question was only raised a 
few minutes ago; but checking the 
statute without checking any possible 
cases which might have some bearing 
on it, it seems to me a reasonable in- 
terpretation would be that three out 
of four constitutes the necessary two- 
thirds. 


Under those circumstances I recom- 
mend the passage of these emergency 
resolutions, and then by four o’clock 
tomorrow we will give Director Mur- 
phy a formal opinion on the matter, 
and in the meantime he doesn’t have 
to make any commitments based on 
these emergency resolutions, we will 
hold that until we get the opinion to- 
morrow.

The Board of Commissioners of The 
City of Newark Do Ordain as fol- 
tows: 


Section 1. It is hereby determined 
and stated that tre Board of Com- 
missioners of The City of Newark 


proposes to enlarge the water suppiy 
system established and operated by 
said City, by the construction of ad: 
ditional water mains; that said pur- 
pose is not a current expense of said 
City, ard that it is necessary to’ fin- 
ance said purpose by the issuance of 
obligations of said City, pursuant tu 
the Local Bond Law of New Jersey, 
as hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. It is hereby stated, pur- 
suant to said Local Bond Law, that 
(a) part of the cost of said purpose 
in labor and materials is to be met 
by the Works Progress Administra- 
tion of the United States of Amer- 
ica; (b) the estimated maximuni 
amount of money necessary to he 
raised from all ssurces for said pur- 
pose is Two Hundred and Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($205,000); (c) the max- 
imum amount which is to be charged 
as a part of the cost of said pur- 
pose and which is necessary to finance 
interest on obligations issued to fin- 
ance such purpose or to finance en- 
gineering or inspection costs and 
legal expenses, or to finance the 
cost of the issuance of said obliga- 
tions, as provided in Section 40:1-55 
ef said Law, is Thirty Thousand Dol- 
lars ($80,000.00) (d) Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000) of the cost of said 
purpose is to be met from the down 
payment which is to be appropriat:‘d 
as hereinafter provided; and (ei the 
estimated maximum amount of ponds 
or notes necessary to be issued for 
said purpose is Two Hundred Thon. 
sand Dollars ($200,000). 


Section 3. Pursuant to Section 40: 
1-12 of said Local Pond Law, the sum 
of Five Thousand Dollars (33,000) 
shall be included as a down payment 
to finance said purpose, in the budget 
of said City for the fiscal year begin- 
ning January 1, 1940, in addition to 
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any sums which may otherwise he rc- 
quired to be appropriated in said 
budget for the payment of interest on 


or any maturing principal of the ob- 


ligations authorized to be issued by 


this ordinance. 


Section 4, To finance said purpose, 
bonds of said City of an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding Two 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($200,000) 
to be designated “Water Bonds,” are 
hereby authorized to be issued pur- 
suant to said Local Bond Law. Said 
bonds shall bear interest at a rate 
which shall not exceed six per centum 
(6%) per annum. AH matters with 
respect to said bonds not determined 
by this ordinance shall be determined 
by resolutions to be hereafter adopt- 
ed, 


Section 5. To finance said purpose, 
Bond Anticipation Notes of said City 
of an aggregate principal amount not 
exceeding Two Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($200,000) are hereby author- 
ized to be issued in anticipation of 
the issuance of said bonds, pursuant 
to said Local Bond Law. Said notes 
shall bear interest at a rate which 
shall not exceed six per centum (6%) 
per annum, and may be renewed from 
time to time pursuant to and within 
the limitations prescribed by said 
Law. Ali matters with respect to said 
notes not determined by this ordi- 
nance shall be determined by resolu- 
tions to be hereafter adopted. In the 
event that bonds are issued pursuant 
to this ordinance, the aggregate 
amount of notes hereby authorized to 
be issued shall be reduced by ax 
amount equal to the principal amount 
of the bonds so issued. If the aggre- 
gate amount of bonds and notes is- 
sued pursuant to this ordinance shali 
at any time exceed the sum first men- 
tioned in this section, the moneys 
raised by the issuance of said bonds 
shall, to not less than the amount of 
such excess, be applied to the pay- 
ment of such notes then outstanding. 


Section 6. It is hereby determined 
and declared that the period of use- 
fulness of said purpose is a period of 
forty years from the date of said 
bonds. 


Section 7. No part of the cost of 
financing said purpose has been or is 
to be specially assessed against prop- 
erty specially benefited thereby. 


Section 8. Is is hereby determined 
and deciared that the supplemental 
debt statement required by said Local 
Bond Law has been duly made and 
filed in the Office of the City Clerk 
of said City, and that such statement 
so filed shows that the gross debt of 
said City, as defined in Section 40: 
1-76 of said Law, is increased by this 
ordinance by Two Hundred Thou- 
sand Dollars ($200,000) and that the 
issuance of said obligations is per- 
mitted by an exception to the debt 
limitations prescribed by said Law, 
contained in sub-division (d) of Sec- 
tion 40:1-16 of said Law. 


Section 9. This ordinance shall take 
effect twenty days after the first pub- 
lication thereof after final passage.

entire time to the X-nay work. Rather 
than. hire a third man, and in order 
to effect an economy and saving, 1 
am carrying on with Santora and 
Devlin and giving both of them an in- 
crease so that they are justified in de- 
voting their entire time. Santora has 
practically no other income, and he 
devotes his entire day at City Hos- 
pital. 


Mayor Elienstein: How much was 
Dr. Hood receiving? 


Commissioner Franklin: $3,500. 


Mayor Ellenstein; How much was 
Dr. Hood receiving? 


Commissioner Franklin: Devlin’s 
increase is $200—from $2,800 to $3,- 
000, and Santora from $1,500 to $2,- 
500. 


Mayor Elienstein; That is an in- 
crease of $1,200 and a saving of $2,- 
300? 


Commissioner Franklin: Yes, Now, 
jf 1 cannot get that through these 
men cannot afford to devote—Santora 
cannot afford to devote his entire time 
for $1,500 a year. Now, since Hood’s 
death ha and Devlin have divided up 
Hood’s work. If I have to go in there 
and appoint a third man it is certain- 
ly not going to be economica] to do 
that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Director Byrne 
asks if Santora has a State job on the 
Beauticians ? 


Commissioner Franklin: He has. 


Mayor Ellenstein; How much of his 
time does that take? 


Commissioner Franklin: They meet 
twice a month. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The first man 
was receiving — before there was a 
man in charge who devoted all of his 
time, and he was receiving $3,500 a 
year. He died some months ago. 
Since then these two men have been 
carrying on the work, one who has 
been receiving $2,800 and the other 
hag been receiving $1,500, Dr. San- 
tora. Now, it is necessary for them te 
devote full time, as J understand, and 
there is an increase to Dr. Santora of 
$1,000 end an increase to Dr. Devlin 
of $200, a total of $1,200. So there 
is an actual saving of $2,300. 


Commissioner Franklin: This is the 
express recommendation of Dr. 
Snavely, not mine. Otherwise, you 
have to hire a third man. If we can- 
not have a third man and if these 
people cannot devote their entire time, 
and they cannot if they are not prop- 
erly compensated, then your X-ray 
work is not going to be done. - 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is the ob- 
jection? It seems so sound and log- 
ical that almost anybody could under- 
stand it. 


The City Clerk: Director Byrne 
wants to know if you will give him a 
written memorandum. 


Commissioner Franklin: I will have 
Dr. Snavely write you about it so you 
will know it is Dr. Snavely’s wish. 
You cannot expect these people to de- 
vote their entire time, particularly 
when they are professional people, 
for little or no compensation. They 
make thousands of X-rays and fluro- 
scopic examinations up there a year.

Commissioner Franklin: Instead of 
putting in a third man, a new ap- 
pointment, we tried to save some 
money and have the two of them 
carry on.

An Ordinance providing for the is- 
suence of $200,000 Water Bonds oi 
The City of Newark, and providing 
for the issuance of bond anticipation 
notes in anticipation of the issuance 
of such bonds. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark Do Ordain as follows: 


Section 1. It is hereby determined 
and stated that the Board of Com- 
missioners of The City of Newark 
proposes to enlarge the water supply 
system established and operated by 
said City, by the construction of ad- 
ditional water mains; that said pur- 
pose is not a current expense of said 
City, and that it is necessary to fin- 
ance said purpose by the issuance of 
obligations of said City, pursuant to 


the Local Bond Law of New Jersey, 
as hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. It is hereby state, pur- 
suant to said Local Bond Law, that 
(a) part of the cost of said purpose, 
in labor and materials is to be met by 
the Works Progress Administration 
of the United States of America; (b) 
the estimated maximum amount of 
money necessary to be raised from all 
sources for said purpose is Two Hun- 
dred and Five Thousand Dollars 
($205,000); (eh the maximum amount 
which is to be charged as part of the 
cost of said purpose and which is nec- 
essary vc finance interest on obliga- 
tions issued to finance such purpose or 
te finance engineering or inspection 
costs and legal expenses, or to fin- 
ance the cost of the issuance of said 
obligations, as provided in Section 
40:1-55 of said Law, is Thirty Ohous- 
and Dollars ($30,000.00); (d) Five 
Ohousand Dollars ($5,000) of the cost 
of said purpose is to be met from the 
down payment which is to be appro- 
priated as hereinafter provided; and 
(e) the estimated maximum amount 
of bonds or notes necessary to be is- 
sued for said purpose is Owo Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($200,000). 


Section 3. Pursuant to Section 40: 
1-12 of said Local Bond Law, the sum 
of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) 
shall be included as a down payment 
to finance said purpose, in the budget 
of said City for the fiscal year be- 
ginning January 1, 1940, in addition 
to any sums which may otherwise be 
required to be appropriated in said 
budget for the payment of interest on 
er any maturing principal of the obli- 
gations authorized to be issued by 
this ordinance. 


Section 4. To finance said purpose, 
bonds of said City of an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding Two 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($200,000), 
to be designated “Water Bonds,” are 
hereby authorized to be issued pur- 
suant to said Local Bond Law. Said 
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bonds shall bear interest at a rate 
which shall not exceed six per centum 
(6%) per annom. All matters with 
respect to said bonds not determined 
by this ordinance shall be determined 
by resolutons to be hereafter adopted. 


Section 5. To finance said purpose, 
Bond Anticipation Notes of said City 
of an aggregate principal amount not 
exceeding Two Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($200,000) are hereby author- 
ized to be issued in anticipation of 
the issuanie of said bonds, pursuant 
to said Local Bond Law. Said notes 
shal] bear interest at a rate which 
shall not exceed six per centum (6%) 
per annum, and may be renewed from 
time to time pursuant to and within 
the limitations prescribed by said 
Law. All matters with respect to 
said notes not determined by this or- 
dinance shall be determined by reso- 
lutions to be hereafter adopted. In 
the event that bonds are issued pur- 
suant to this ordinance, the aggregate 
amount of notes hereby authorized to 
be issued shall be reduced by an 
amount equal to the principal amount 
of the bonds so issued. If the aggre- 
gate amount of bonds and notes is- 
sued pursuant to this ordinance shali 


at any time exceed the sum first men- 


tioned in this section, the moneys 
raised by the issuance of said bonds 
shall, to not less than the amount of 
such excess, be applied to the pay- 
ment of such notes then outstanding. 

Section 6. It is hereby determined 
and declared that the period of use- 
fulness of said purpose is a period of 
forty years computed from the date 
of said Fonds. 


Section 7. No part of the cost of 
financing said purpose has been or is 
to be specially assessed against prop- 
erty specially benefited thereby. 


Section 8. It is hereby determined

An Ordinance providing for the is- 
suance of street improvement bonds 
of The City of Newark, and providing 
for the issuance of bond anticipation 
notes in anticipation of the gsuance 
of such bonds. 


The Beard of Commssioners of The 
City of Newark, Do Ordain, as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. It is hereby determined 
and stated that the Board of Commis- 
sioners of The City of Newark pro- 
poses to resurface certain public 
streets in said City with bituminous 
concrete, or penetration macadam; ot 
sheet asphalt, or with bricks or blocks 
of any materials iaid on conerete or 
sand or other foundation, or with con- 
crete, with the aid of the Works Pro- 
gress Administration of the United 
States of America; that said purpose 
is not a current expense of said City 
and that it is necessary to finance said 
purpose by the issuance of obligations 
of said City, pursuant to the Local 
Bond Law of New Jersey, as herein- 
after provided. 


Section 2. It is hereby stated, pur- 
suant to said Local Bond Law, (a) 
the estimated maximum amount of 
money necessary to be raised from 
all sources for said purpose is Two 
Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars 
($250,000); (b) the maximum amount 
which is to be charged as a part of 
the cost of said purpose and which is 
necessary to finance interest on obli- 
gations issued to finance such purpose 
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or to finance engineering or inspec 
tion costs and legal expenses, or to 
finance the cost of the issuance of 
said obligations, as provided in Sec- 
tion 40:1-55 of said Law, is Twenty- 
five Thousand Dollars ($25,000); and 
(c) the estimated maximum amount 
of bonds or notes necessary to be is- 
sued for said purpose is Two Hun-

Section 3. Pursuant to Section 40: 
1-12 of said Local Bond Law, the sum 
of Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000) 
shall be included as a down payment 
to finance said purpose, in the budget 
of said City for the fiscal year begin- 
ning January 1, 1940, in addition tu 
any sums which may otherwise be re- 
quired to be appropriated in said bud- 
get for the payment of interest on or 
any maturing principal of the obliga- 
tions authorized to be ssued by this 
ordinance. 


Section 4. It is hereby determined 
and stated that part of the cost of 
said purpose, in labor or materials, 
ig to be met by the Works Progress 
Administration of the United States 
of America. 


Section 5. To finance said purpose, 
bonds of said City of an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding Two 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($200,000) 
to be designated “Street Improvement 
Bonds,” are hereby authorized to be 


issued pursuant to said Local Bond. 


Law. Said bonds shall bear interest 
at a rate which shall not exceed six 
per cenium (6%) per annum. All 
matters with respect to said bonds 
not determined by this ordinance 
shall be determined by resolutions to 
be hereafter adopted. 


Section 6. To finance said purpose, 


including the portion of the cost of 


said purpose to be paid from said 
down. payment, Bond Anticipation 
Notes of said City of an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding Two 
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Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars 
($250,000) are hereby authorized to 
be issued in anticipation of the issu- 
ance of said bonds pursuant to said 
Local Bond Law. Said notes shall bear 
interest at a nate which shall not ex- 
ceed six per centum (6%) per annum, 
and may be renewed from time to 
time pursuant to and within the lim- 
itations prescribed by law. AU mat- 
terg with respect to said notes not de- 
termined by this ordinance shall be 
determined by resolutions to be here- 
after adopted. In the event that bonds 
are issued pursuant to this ordinance, 
the aggregate amount of notes here- 
by autherized to be issued shall be re- 
duced by an amount equal to the 
principal amount of the bonds so is- 
sued. If the aggregate amount of 
bonds and notes issued pursuant to 
this ordinance shall at any time ex- 
ceed the sum first mentioned in this 
section, the moneys raised by the is- 
suance of said bonds shall, to not less 
than the amount of such excess, be 
applied to the payment of such notes 
then outstanding. 


Section 7. It is hereby determined 
and declared that the period of use- 
fulness of said purpose is a period of 
five years, computed from the date 
of said bonds. 


Section 8. No part of the cost of 
financing said purpose has been or is 
to be specially assessed against prop- 
erty specially benefited thereby. 


Section 9. It is hereby determined 
and declared that the Supplemental 
Debt Statement required by said Lo- 
cal Bond Law has been duly made 
and filed in the office of the City Clerk 
of said City, and that such statement 
so filed shows that the gross debt of 
said City, as defined in Section 40:1- 
86 of said Law, is nereased by this 
ordinance by Two Hundred Fifty 
Thousand Dellars ($250,000), and that 
the issuance of said obligations is per- 
mitted by an exception to the debt 
limitations prescrbed by sad law, con- 


tained in Subdivision (d) of Section 
40:1-16 of gaid Law. 


Section 10. This ordinance shall 
take effect twenty days after the first 
publication thereof after final pas- 
sage. `
